WHEREAS it is of great importance that full information 
should be obtained with regard to property in enemy 
territory belonging to British subjects, and also with regard to 
the claims of British subjects, against enemy persons and enemy 
governments. 

And whereas for the purpese of obtaining that information, it 
is necessary that returns of such property arid claims should be 
made to the officer appointed to receive the same. 

Now, therefore, I direct and enjoin Biitish subjects within the 
Colony of Newfoundland who are entitled to property of any 
description whatsoever in enemy territory, or to any interest in 
such property, or have claims against enemy persons or enemy 
governments, forthwith to make returns of their said property or 
claims to the officer appointed to receive the same: provided 
that it shall not be necessary to make such leiurns respecting 
property or claims whereof returns have before the date of this 
Proclamation been voluntarily made to such officer as aforesaid, 
in the form prescribed by him. The officer appointed to receive 
such returns shall be the Colonial Secretary, Saint John's, 
Newfoundland. 

The returns shall be made in such form and with such par- 
ticulars as the Colonial Secretary may require for the purposes 
of this Proclamation. 

The expression " property " includes documents of title to 
property; the expression "enemy territory " means the territory 
of any State at war with Great Britain (including the Colonies 
and Dependencies thereof) ; the expression " enemy persons " 
includes all persons, firms, companies, and corporations residing 
or carrying on business in enemy territory ; the expression 
'■ enemy government " means the government of any State at 
war with Great Britain.

A LETTER enclosed in an envelope, whether sealed or open, 
addressed to any place in Newfoundland and the Labrador Coast, which 
does not exceed an ounce in weight will be conveyed to its destination for 
two cents. This late is applicable for letters posted in one settlement for 
delivery in another settlement a mile or more distant. 

LETTER POST— FOREIGN. 

Letters for Great Britain, the Dominion of Canada, the United States 
of America, and to all British Colonies are forwarded to destination for 
two cents per ounce or fraction thereof. Valuable letters may be regis- 
tered for delivery in Newfoundland for three cents, but to other places the 
registration fee is five cents, except to United Kingdom, where the charge 
is Two Pence — four cents. 

Circulars, that is, printed communications, when posted in lots of not 
less than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all 
places in Newfoundland and the United Kingdom, at a special rate of two 
cents per lb. ; but papers under four ounces are accepted free of postage 
within the Colony, also, books at two cents per lb. rate. Newspapers 



to the Dominion of Canada, the United States, France, Germany, etc . 
must be prepaid at the rate of one cent for each two ounces or fraction 
thereof. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to i lb., which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second lb. three cents additional, or 11 cents 
and three cents for each additional lb., or fraction thereof, up to 10 and 1 1 
lbs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

PARCELS FOR FOREIGN COUNTRIES AND CANADA 

are accepted at various rates — to the United States 12 cents per lb.; to 
Great Britain three lbs. for 24 cents ; over 3 up to 7 lbs., 48 cents ; ovei : 
up to II lbs., 72 cts.. 

Paicels to and from the above countries must be accompanied by a 
Customs Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be supplied by the Post Office and are essential to ensure 
ptompt despatch of patcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.

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Newfotmdiand and the War—Patriotic Work. 
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SIR JOSEPH OUTERBRIDGE, K.T., 
Vice-Chaiimaii Newfoundland Patriotic Association, 
and Chairman of its Standing Committee. 

W-^'iamW^^' countries in the world can show a better record 
in regard to the Patriotic work done in connection 
j^^Y with the war, than can our own Colony of New- 
foundland. When hostilities broke out, the Gov- 
ernment offered to increase the Naval Reserve 
and to enlist a military contingent of 500 men, and this offer 
was gratefully received by the Imperial Authorities. It was 
then decided to endeavor to carry on all the work in a non- 
partisan manner, and tlie idea of a Patriotic Association to be 
composed of people of all classes, and creeds, and shades of 
political belief, was created. This undertook the task of rais- 
ing, organizing, and equipping the first contingent, and in due 
course of transporting it oversea and caring for it while on 
active service. An organization committee was established 
under the Chairmanship of Sir Joseph Outerbridge to enlist and 
train the men, and a Finance Committee under the Chairman- 
ship of Sir Edgar Bowring to arrange for the payment of all the

expenses. At the same li.iie, as it was seen that many n.en 
were giving up profitable einoluinents in order to enlist, it was 
decided that it would be necessary to supplement tlie wages 
offered them by grants provided by public generosity ; and 
accordingly the Patriotic Fund was organized, and in response 
to an appeal issued throughout the country, the sum of over 
$100,000 was raised. The work of carrying on this Fund is in 
the hand of a board of trustees, and calls for detail work of the 
most constant character. 

When it became necessary to add to the strength of the 
Regiment, a Recruiting Committee was formed, and was under 
the Chairmanship, first, of Hon. W. C. Job, but, since he moved 
to New York, under the direction of Mr. F. J. Morris, while 
valuable help in the way of directing the recruiting campaigns 
will have been given by the School Inspectors — Rev. Dr. Curtis 
Dr. W. VV. Blackall, and Dr. V. P. Burke. The provision of 
musketry training for the soldiers has been carried out by an

energetic committee imder the Chairmansliip of Captain W. H. 
Rennie, and nearly 4,000 men have passed through its hands. 
As our forces grew, and the need for surgeons, nurses, etc., 
became more pressing, a Committee to pass upon Non-Com- 
batant workers, such as doctors, nurses, etc., was appointed 
under the Chairmanship of Hon. Sir William Horwood, and has 
sent a large nuiiiber ovesea. In due course, as sick and wound- 
ed soldiers began to return from the front, provision for pension- 
ing and otherwise caring for them became necessary, and a 
Pension Board was appointed under the Chairmanship of 
Hon. P. T. McGrath, who studied this problein exhaustively in 
Canada. This Committee in turn organized a hospital for 
convalescents at VVaterford Hall, generously purchased and 
placed at the disposal of the Colony for this purpose by Sir 
Edgar Bowring, and of the Board of Control managing this 
Hon. M. G. Winter was chosen Chairman. A similar institution 
was established to operate what has come to be known as the 
Jensen Camp, a tuberculous sanatorium on Blackmarsh Road 
erected out of funds raised by Private Phil. Jensen (who served 
with the Canadian forces), and the Chairman of the Board of 
Control of this Institution is Mr. R. F. Horwood, while Mrs. 
John Browning is the head of the Board of ladies in control of 
the Jensen Red Cross Fund. 

Another Committee rendered necessary by the return of 
invalided men, was that for securing employment for t.hose who 
came back, and this was organized under the leadership of 
Hon. Justice Kent. 

Tiie latest Committee is that for compiling a history of the 
Colony's work in the war, and this is headed by the Prime 
Minister, Sir Edward Morris, who has in contemplation an 
extensive program for dealing with this important subject All 
of these gentlemen and members of the committees of which 
they are the heads, are giving their services free, a contribution, 
the value of which from leading business men in St. John's, 
it is not easy to compute. In addition, there are other activities 
connected with our patriotic movement worthy of notice. In 



1915 an Aeroplane Fund was started and raised S53.000, 
enabling a gift of five Aeroplanes to be made to the Imperial 
Authorities. Last year, immediately after the Action of the 
Somme on July ist, in which the Newfoundland Regiment 
suffered so severely, a Cot Fund was launched and about 
$80,000 raised to maintain beds in the war hospitals in Britain 
and behind the British lines in France, and a similar work 
along the same lines has been that for the British Red Cross, 
Collections in the Colony on Trafalgar Day 191 5. Empire Day 
1916, Trafalgar Day 1916, and Empire Day 1917 having 
received about $80,000 altogether. Last winter, to enable the 
Newfoundland soldiers to enjoy the local delicricy of fish and 
brewis at Christmas, a Fund was siarted in November and 
raised $2,200 for this purpose, while other lesser Funds have 
also been well received. At the same time thit the men were 
working thus energetically, the women of the Colony were doing 
their part as well, and, under the aciive leadership of Lady 
Davidson, the resourceful and indefatigable chatelaine of 
Government House, over 200 branches of the Women's 
Patriotic Association were established all over the Island, 
which undertook the work of making comforts for our men of 
the Regiment and Naval Reserve, and providing hospital 
requisites for the sick and wounded. This organization had 
raised, up to the end of December, 19 16, comforts to the value 
of about $90,000, hospital supplies to the value of about 
$50,000, besides contributions in cash for the purchase of 
materials, totalling another $50 000, in addition to which it 
raised $8,000 for the Belgian Relief Fund ; $5,000 for two 
motor ambulances presented to the 29th Division, in which the 
Newfoundland Battalion is a unit ; $2,000 for establishing a 
Soldiers and Sailors Club in St. John's; $1,200 by a flower 
day for British prisoners of war in Germany ; and lesser funds 
totalling four or five thousand dollars also. Both men's and 
women's organizations are now working more actively than 
heretofore, and expect to continue to do so until the close of 
hostilities.

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^^ America and the War. S'

^-^■Sf^HE^:- on Good Friday, April 6th last, President 



Wilson proclaimed the existence of a state of war 
between the United States and Germany, an event 
of the greatest historical character occurred. After 
a long and distressful period of hesitancy, the 
American people, through the head of their poh- 
tical organization announced their intention In sirp forward and 
render aid to the gr-.-at champions and defenders of civilization 
who have been holding back the Germanic hordes with the 
most splendid heroism during the past three years. The 
American Government had throughout this tragic time endeav- 
oured to maintain a severe state of armed neutrality. But 
when it discovered that Germany had hatched a scheme whereby 
Mexico, with assistance from Japan, could carve out for itself 
several of the American States, the Government could no 
longer remain silent and felt as President Wilson said in his 
Proclamation : " There is one choice we cannot make, we are 
incapable of making ; we will not choose the path of submission 
and suffer the most sacred rights of our nation and our people 
to be ignored or violated. The wrongs against which we now 
array ourselves are no common wrongs ; they cut to the very 
roots of human life." 

America had sutTered intense provocation ; but owing to the 
mixed character of the population, and the pacifistic leanings of 
the President and his Cabinet, action was delayed until the 
Mexican conspiracy compelled action. The Government was 
slow in deciding to take action but when it was forced to do so, 
it fully realized its obligations. When it formally accepted the 
status of a belligerent it immediately took steps not only to put 
the country in a more thorough state of defense, but also to 
^xert all its power and employ all its resources to bring the 
Germans to terms dictated by the Allies. America's duty was 
clearly recognized by the bulk of the American people. It was 
outlined by President Wilson in the following terse sentences : 
" It will involve the utmost practicable co-operation in counsel 
and action Aith the Governments now at war with Germany, and 
as an incident to that, the extension to those Governments of 
the most liberal financial credits, in order that our resources 
may so far as possible be added to theirs. It will involve the 
organization and mobilization of all the material resources of 
the country to supply the materials of war and serve the inci- 
dental needs of the nation in the most abundant and yet the 
most economical and efficient way possible." 

Congress received the President's address with great enthu- 
siasm and immediately resolved that : '• The President be, and 
he is hereby, authorized and directed to employ the entire 
naval and military forces of the United States and the resources 
of the Government to carry on war against the Imperial German 
Government ; and to bring the conflict to a successful termina- 
tion all the resources of the country are hereby pledged by the 
Congress of the United States." 

The Government took immediate steps to give assistance. 
Money was advanced in large sums to all the Allies and very 
generous offers of other assistance were made to them. 

It was in this dramatic manner that America came out into 
the world from her long isolation and became a member of the 
great world powers and an important factor in the protection of 
international rights. This great historical event caused a sensa- 
iion all over the globe. It made the contest for the preserva- 
tion of civilization more significant than it was before, and 
caused other neutrals to effectively render aid. 

America felt that we have now advanced to an age in which 
it will be insisted that the same standards of conduct and of 
responsibility for wrong done shall be observed among nations 
and their Governments that are observed in Christian commu- 
nities. The Germans hold that humaneness ends at their 
frontiers. They have no use for it because ihey believe it to be 
an enervating principle. But America announces that the 
American people, like those of the Allies, set no bounds on the 
application of the principles of faith, justice, benevolence and 



syinpathy. President Wilson said he considered it a fearful 
thing to lead the American people into the greatest of all wars : 
" But the right is more precious than peace, and we shall fight 
for the things which we have always carried nearest our hearts 
— for democracy, for the right of those who submit to authority 
tf) have a voice in their own governments, for the rights and 
lihi-rtics of small nations, for a universal dominion of right by 
such a concert of tree peoples as shall bring peace and safely 
to all nations and make the world itself at last free. 

" To such a task we can dedicate our lives and our fortunes, 
everything that we have, with the pride of those who know that 
the day has come when America is privileged to spend her 
blood and her might for the principles that gave her birth and 
happiness and the peace which she has treasured. God help- 
ing her, she can do no other." It was in these noble words 
that President Wilson announced his country's determination in 
his address to Congress which in forrefulness and dignity is 
destined t^' rank among America's most historic documents and 
humanity's broadest charters. 

America has entered its fourth war under the most auspicious 
circumstances. The first war was when the colonists fought 
the old motherland in 1812. The next, the war against Mexico, 
undertaken in 1846 to round out the contour of the States by 
annexing the Southern and Western Mexican Provinces of 
Texas and California. The third war was due to the desire to 
absorb the Spanish Colonies. No fine ideals inspired any of 
those wars. But the world has now reached a higher moral 
plane and the United States has formed a strong alliance with 
the most advanced of the nations, and goes forth to battle in 
the cause of democracy and a beautiful spiritual ideal of free- 
dom and humanity. Henceforth the American nation will be 
indissolubly associated with those nations which like Great 
Britain, are foremost in leadership in preserving freedom and 
civilization from whatever forces that may assail them. 

It is a fundamental doctrine of the United States constitution 
that " every nation is in law and before law the equal of every 
other state belonging to the society of nations." But until lately 
America was self-centered and isolated from the larger spheres of 
humanity. Her awakening, however, has been thorough, and 
has reverberated around the earth in a startling and pleasing 
manner, and everywhere, except in the benighted Teutonic 
countries, the people have seen a new, purposeful and very 
powerful champion and defender of the principles of justice and 
humanity bestir herself and rush into the breach to join Great 
Britain and France in crushing the Barbarians. 

And American statesmen have so clearly seen the light of 
international ethics that, they have subscribed to the British 
policy of a league of nations to afford sanctions to the princi- 
ples of international law. '-The principles of public right;" 
says President Wilson, " must henceforth take precedence over 
the individual interests of particular nations, and the nations of 
the world must in some way band themselves together to see 
that right prevails, as against .any sort of selfish aggression." 

Those who are familiar with American diplomacy and history 
will notice what a wonderful change in policy has been caused 
by America's entrance into the war. An absolutely new 
America has been born and taken the place of the country 
which the world recognized as the leading exprinent of self- 
interest and jingoism. Almost in a day Great Britain's "tail- 
twister " joined the great leader of detmcratic government and 
justice and pioclaiined her new spirit and altruistic principles 
to an expectant world. Realizing that democracy is a spiritual 
thing, a humane thing, a just thing, not a product of machinery, 
of organized force. America saw that by opposing democratic 
principles, by casting away the christian doctrines of ethics and 
by reverting to the barbaric practices of prehistoric times the 
Teutonic peoples became outlaws of civilization and the enemies 
of all mankind. And in awakening to these indisputable facts 
America redeemed herself and went forth into the great world 
with the principal moral powers to fight the pariah nations and

(Germany has shown how its accepted doctrine of national 
etiiciency, winch subordinates the individual conscience to 
State necessities, posits the " will to power " as the leading 
principle of government, and identifies public right with public 
might, leads a nation of dull but plodding people to undertake 
a vast campaign of despicable plundering, maniacal vindictivc- 
ness and fiendish criminal outrages. And the world wants nu 
more exemplilications ct these barbaric teachings. Wise nations 
have always recognized tlieir perniciousness. The Greeks 
termed the insatiable desire for power which drives a nation, 
like a crowd inflamed by alcohol, into mad acts of unbridled 
self-assertion a Hubris and Aeschylus, in his 'Agamemnon,' 
told us that: "An ancient Hubris ever breeds a fresh and 
active Aubris to add to the disasters of mankind." And 
Sophocles, in ' Antigone,' referring to the same idea said : 
"Through the future, near and far, as through the past, shall 
this law hold good : Nothing that is vast enters into the life of 
mortals without a curse. For that hope whose wanderings are 
so wide is to many men a comfort, but to many a false lure of 
giddy desires; and the disappointment comes on one who learns 
nothing until he stumbles and burns his foot in a hot fire." 
Particularly wise is the saying: "Evil seems good, sooner or 
later, to those whose minds are attracted to wicked designs ; 
and only for the briefest spaces do they remain free from 
trouble." 

The Greeks had the results of the wars of aggression of the 
Athenians before them. And they also knew that peace has its 
perils as well as war, and that the criterion of a peoples civilized 
condition is its ability to exercise sympathy and generosity, to 
discriminate between political and ethical illusions and reality, 
and to sternly enforce justice. 

Germany was warned against its aggressive ambitions as far 
back as 1870, by Nietzsche, one of its arch corrupters, who 
wrote that he was of opinion that: "Of all the evil results due 
to this last contest with France, the most deplorable, perhaps, is 
that widespread and almost universal error of public opinion and 
of all who think publicly, that German culture was also victori- 
ous in the struggle, and that it should now therefore be decked 
with garlands, as a fit recognition of such extraordinary defeats 
and successes. This error is in the highest degree pernicious ; 
not because it is an error — for there are illusions which are both 
salutary and blessed — but because it threatens to convert our 
victory into a signal defeat A defeat ? — I should say, rather, 
into the uprooting of the German mind for the benefit of the 
German Empire." 

Those were profoundly prophetic words and we are now able 
to perceive their truth. The German mind was, indeed, up- 
rooted and cast out into a phantom manifestation called the 
German " world power." The victory of 7870 has been con- 
verted into a signal defeat of the greatest significance, as the 
pretended supermen who govern the country are bewildered by 
the. extraordinary disasters they have invited and frantically 
strive to allay the fears of the starving and bleeding German 
peoples by the most primitive kinds of lying excuses. Never 
was there such a sorry spectacle seen like it before in history. 
And never before have nations been so clearly taught the value 
of high moral principles and international integrity. 

Germany started out on a wild orgy of conquest and robbery. 
As a result of nearly three years fighting she has been outlawed 
by the whole civilized world. Over five millions of her best 
men have been either killed in battle or have been permanently 
injured and crippled. She has lost all her important battles 
and weakened her military forces to such an extent that her 
complete defeat is only a question of time. Mesopotamia, 
upon which she set her heart, is in British hands, Armenia is 
under the control of Russia, Arabia has been restored to the 
Arabs under British protection except Palestine and Syria, and 
the British forces are quickly reducing these provinces. German 
ambitions with respect to Egypt and Russia have been com- 
pletely thwarted and Russia has been rejuvenated, like America, 
and will henceforth play a powerful and worthy role in the con- 
cert of the nations. German ships have been completely driven 



from the seven seas, her foreign commerce has been dead for 
three years and during that period the German Empire has 
been living on its savings and its commercial and industrial 
reserves, while current expenses have been met by mortgaging 
the future, by the issuing of bonds and paper money. Never 
before in history has any nation been brought to such a pre- 
carious state, and when she completely collapses, as she must, 
the catastrophe will be colossal. Her example will serve future 
nations as the Athenian collapse served the nations of antiquity. 
Evil, for a brief space, seemed good to the spurious supermen, 
and the biological role of power and might seemed a belter 
guiding principle for the Gernian.s than the well-tried christian 
principle of right. For a brief and exciting period the (Jermans 
entertained their Hubris and they will soon have abundant 
opportunities for reflecting upon its results. They will find that 
the condition of vicious frenzy into which it led them has 
caused a regeneration of the whole world, and that while the 
Teutonic peoples are left to heal their terrible national wounds 
as best they may, the civilized nations are speeding onward on 
paths of the highest moral and democratic significance. And 
for a people so jealously constituted as the Germans, the 
witnessing of these triumphs ol their enemies of to-day will be 
like wormwood and ^-M. 

America is completely aroused. The people know the part 
they have to play. They are in the war to see it through. They 
have determined to join the Allies heart and soul and will strive 
to emulate Great Britain's efficiency and nobility of conduct. 

President Wilson, simply emphasized facts known to all the 
people of the United States when he said in his conscription 
proclamation on May 19th : 

" The power against which we are arrayed has sought to im- 
pose its will upon the world by force. To this end it has 
increased armament until it has changed the face of war. In 
the sense in which we have been wont to think of armies there 
are no armies in this struggle, there are entire nations armed. 

" Thus the men who remain to till the soil and man the 
factories are no less a part of the army that is France than the 
men beneath the battle flags. 

" It must be so with us. It is not an army that we must 
shape and train for war — it is a nation. To this end our people 
must draw close in one compact front against a common foe. 
But this cannot be if each man pursues a private purpose. All 
must pursue one purpose. The Nation needs all men, but it 
needs each man, not in the field that will most please him, but 
in the endeavour that will best serve the common good. 

"Thus, though a sharpshooter pleases to operate a trip 
hammer for the forging of great guns, and an expert machinist 
desires to march with the flag, the Nation is being served only 
when the sharpshooter marches and the machinist remains at 
his levers. The whole Nation must be a team, in which each 
man shall play the part for which he is best fitted. 

" To this end Congress has provided that the Nation shall be 
organized for. war by selection, that each man shall be classified 
for service in the place to which it shall best serve the general 
good to call him. 

"The significance of this cannot be overstated. It is anew 
thing in our history and a landmark in our progress. It is a 
new manner of accepting and vitalizing our duty to give our- 
selves with thoughtful devotion to the common purpose of us all. 
It is in no sense a conscription of the unwilling. It is, rather, 
selection from a Nation which has volunteered in mass." 

And we who know America well are confident that her duty 
will be thoroughly vitalized, that her acknowledged duty will be 
splendidly done, that she will leave nothing undone until a 
complete victory is obtained over the enemy, and that the 
spectacle of this great people arising in mass in aid of 
endangered humanity will have exceedingly beneficial effects 
upon all peoples now and in the future.

The Same Good Stuff as Before!" 




-,7 UR men continue to do extremely well in France. 
■^ Their work in recent engagements has won them 
great praise from their commanding officers and 
from the British and French staffs. They are 
everywhere recognized as soldiers of the highest 
calibre. They are now veterans who have been 
tested in many a hard won battle and have a magnificent record 
of victories. They have never failed to do what their officers 
demanded of them, and have come out of every single engage- 
ment they have taken part in bearing the highest possible 
honors. 

One of the most recent battles our men were engaged in 
formed part of the great campaign on the front near the city of 
Arras. It was called the Battle of Monchy-le-Preux. after the 
village of that name. They put up a wonderful fight here in 
coiiip.iny with the Argyle and -Sutherland Highlanders, the 
Worcesters and one of the Middlesex battalions. Our men 
were in the very centre of the storm in this fight. They wrestled 
to and fro for three days. Once they yielded the middle of their 
assembly trench to overwhelming numbers, but held one end, 
and thence a handful shot every German who entered that 
straight corridor to death. Twice German counter attacks in 
mass flowed about them, and still they refused to give an inch. 
One of the most prominent British war correspondents, after 
lauding their feats in the finest terms, said of the Newfound- 
landers : " They paid the price and won the fame ?" 

The finest praise, however, was given by a distinguished 
general who wrote a letter to the Governor in which he said : 

"The Commander of the Division tells me that the New- 
foundland Battalion is his best ; and its ranks must be filled up 
at once; and with the same good stuff as before, please 1" 

This praise, coming in a most voluntary manner from a 
general on the field, wno was moved to comment on the bril- 
liancy and gallantry of our men, purely on account of the con- 
sistent excellence of their work, is a magnificent tribute to the 
Regiment itself; but reflects glory also upon the splendid little 
country that produces men of such praisworthy character and 
staying power. 

The Governor's correspondent gives the following account 
of this batde : 

"The Division to which they belong did not form part of the 
original assaulting Divisions on the first day but were held in 
army reserve. A few days afterwards they were, however, 
brought up to relieve the troops holding Monchy-le-Preux, our 
most advanced and most important point. Later an attack was 
launched to gain more ground here. The Newfoundland Bat- 
talion took part and pushed right on beyond their objective, 
two companies rushing a wood in which they saw formed bodies 
of Germans. A tremendous fight took place in this wood and 
only one man of these two companies returned ; and all he 
could say was, that it was the most glorious fight he had ever 
been in. The Germans immediately afterward counter-attacked 
in great numbers, endeavouring to re-take Monchy-le-Preux; 
but their strength had already been broken by this attack of the 
Newfoundlanders. Despite this, the Germans reached the out- 
skirts of the village whence they were driven back, chiefly by 
the remainder of the Newfoundland Regiment, led in person by 
their Colonel, who, with the Headquarters Staff of the Battalion 
and a couple of machine guns, caused great havoc in the 
German ranks, and rolled them all back." 

The. total number of casualties after the battle was 542 — 
32 men killed, 17 died of wounds, 226 wounded, 23 prisoners 
of War in Germany, 244 missing. 

The official account of the Battle of Monchy gires the follow- 
ing additional particulars : One day during the operations on 
the Cambrai-St. Quentin Road, two " tanks " waddled into this 



Hun rendezvous, the Boches toddled out and the place changed 
ownership. 

The British advanced line extends beyond Monchy, but this 
was not so on the 14th April. Look on the map r,ooo yards 
east of the villnge and you will find a Hill— contour " 100 "— 
that was the objective of the First Newfoundland Regiment on 
the date men tinned. 

We were into position at five o'clock in the morning — every 
rifle, every missile in order ; every tool, every implement in 
place, every man ready for the effort at hand. Dying night 
bade farewell to the brightness of coming morn, and the dawn 
of an eventful day became visible on the horizon. 

Suddenly from the flank, the message was passed, '' the enemy 
is advancing," and at the top of the ridge we beheld the blue- 
clad figures moving. Down they came in extended order, 
numerically strong, and splendid in formntii'n. Five minutes 
later we opened fire and checked the I'.oches, who took up a 
line of defense. 

.\t 5.25 the guns seemed to stop by common consent, and a 
solemn hush fell upon the battle area. Watchers were kept 
busy, and suddenly you heard the roar of artillery. " We're 
away," said someone behind you, and you were. You dug your 
toes into the parapet and jumped across the divide into the un- 
known " No Man's Land." 

We went over on a three Company frontage, each going to a 
special objective. The Companies were divided into two 
waves of two platoons each : Lieuts. Stephenson and Langmead 
in charge of A ; Lieuts. Gardener and James in charge of C ; 
and Lieut. Murphy in charge of D. Capts. Rowsell and 
Rendell, and Lieut. Clare had the second wave, assisted by 
Lieuts. N. Outerbridge, Herder, Smith and Alcock. B Company 
under Lieut. Bemister, with Lieuts. Clouston, Grace and Baird, 
furnished the supports. 

As soon as we began to double up to the "barrage" the 
superiority of our enemy's fire position became obvious. Frontal 
and infilade, they had a tremendous advantage, and we worked 
under a continuous hail of bullets. Many men fell on the top 
of the parapet, and some officers were wounded when only a few 
yards across. For the first time in our experience on the 
Western Front, the sniping was effective, and many a man 
dropped from the accurate shooting of a cunningly concealed 
Hun. Meanwhile, the battle continued, D Company getting the 
brunt of the machine gun fire, scattered into groups, each 
advancing under their own commanders. C Company were 
more fortunate, and I have a fine impression of them as they 
moved up. They hadn't then been much split up by fire, and 
were holding well together. Over on the right, A Company, 
traversed by merciless machine guns, were dwindling into 
groups, but everywhere the same spirit was in evidence. The 
lines frequently reminded one of the scenes which artists had 
selected from earlier campaigns — every figure was a study. 
Heads were held high, and eyes looked stern. Chins were 
firm, and the hands that held the rifle quivered not. And the 
first rays of the rising sun flashed on the faces of Newfound- 
landers, in the full richness of their manhood, advancing solid 
and determined — to their objective. 

Into the Huns they charged, and when they clashed a real 
hand-to-hand fight took place. It was sometimes four to one 
rgainst us, but it was a " back to the wall " fight. The 
" Kamerad " cry sounded loudly more than once, and parties of 
blue-clad figures ran quickly across the open with hands upraised 
and a smiling Terra Novan trekking behind as escort. Num- 
bers were against us and many times the gallant little groups 
rallied and attacked without avail. It was man and bayonet 
against machine guns and numbers, but eventually we got in, 
and being there we proceeded to improve the position. 

After six hours' hard fighting the field became comparatively

from occasional shelling and continuous sniping. Shortly after 
sunset, two Knglish llcgiments relieved the surviving detach- 
ments of our gallant band, who marched to billets and rest, 
following one of the stiffest little battles in which the First 
Newfoundland Regiment has been engaged. The work of 
rescuing the fallen then commenced, but it was not until day 
break on the following morning that the last of the wounded 
was brought in and the final signs of the fight removed. The 
gain might not have been great, nor the victory absolute, but 
to the days in France with which are associated our Regimental 
honours, another must be added : — July ist. i9i6'-, October i ?th, 
1916 ; April 14th, 1917. It is no wonder, after hearing of the 
Battle of Monchy, we hear persistent calls to us to send more 
men of " The same good stufif as before I "

Siberia is^a great wild country like Canada teeming with natural 
riches and supporting a prosperous and contented people It is 
true that the Russian GovL-rnnient sends political and war 
prisoners to some localities in Siberia. This is, however 
benehc\al to the prisoners ; because they are given freedoni 
within the hmits. This is far preferable to being shut up in a 
great prison in a city or citadel. 

Captain Robert A. Hartlett, of Brigus, is probably the first 
Newfoundlander to set foot on Siberian soil in the north-eastern 
province of Anadyr. He was carried there by fate, while pur- 
suing adventures in the Arctic Seas. 

He was appointed, in May, 1913, Master of the auxiliary 
schooner Kar/uk, the principal vessel of the Stefansson Arctic

E.xpedition, de-pitched to investigate the land areas north of the 
estuary of ihe Mackenzie River, Northern Canada. 

The Karliik siiled from Esquimault, British Columbia, on 
June 17th, 1913, rounded Cape Prince of Wales on June 27th, 
and arrived off Point Barrow on August 6th, after calling at 
Nome and Port Clarence. Heavy ice was met here. But the 
vessel was forced westward to Cross Island, situated midway 
between Point Barrow and Herschel Island. Here, on August 
iith, the ship was caught in the ice and subsequently frozen in. 
On August 26 a light northerly wind sprang up and the ice 
began moving westward. Thereafter the ice continued moving 
westward, carrying the Karliik with it. Often the ship was 
carried away at the rate of a knot per hour. Finally when the 
'ce packed, near the intersection of the 176 meridan and 76° 
lat., on November ist, 1914, the Karluk sank. The crew 
camped on the sea ice for a time and then made their way over 
the ice to VVrangel Island, off the North-eastern coast of Siberia, 
and went into camp. 



There were, practically, no supplies on the i.sland. which is a 
barren, uninhabited, lonely, spectre-lik waste in the Arctic Sea; 
so Captain Bartlett decided to endeavour to walk over the ice 
to the mainland, a direct distance of about 100 miles. He Itft 
the camp, with an Alaskan Eskimo named Kataktovick, on 
March i8th, 1915. The ice was not too .sound for travelling,. 
Frequent leads and rafted ice spots were encountered. Ww 
Siberia was rcachad at 5 p.m., April 4th, The two adventurers 
had travelled ov-er the ice a total distance of 200 milles, or twice 
the direct distance, owing to having lo go around the leads auM 
bad spots, in seventeen days. This was an average of a littl. 
more than eleven miles per day. Cabt. Bartlett dramatically 
describes his landing in Siberia as follows* : " The first thing 
the Eskimo saw when he reached the land was the trail of a 
single sledge along the tundra. 

' Aniegat (that's good), he said ; ' Eskimo come here.' 

I asked him if it was Siberia and he said it was. 

' Where we go ?' I asked. 

Without a moment's hesitation he pointed to the East. 

A snowstorm Ivad already begun, while we were still, on the 
march, and it/ was now coming on with rapidly increasing 
violence, so we set to work at once and in half an hour had an 
igloo built, and a shelter for our dogs, now reduced to four. 
When we got inside our igloo we made tea ; boiled some of the 
bear meat we had with us and ate until we could eat no more. 
Then we turned in. It seemed pretty good to sleep on land 
again." 

The landing was made a little east of Cape Jakan, on about 
the 183rd meridan, or sixty miles west of Cape North. V\'hen 
the next day dawned, the two travellers turned eastward and 
^llowed a sled trail. Soon two natives were seen ahead. 
iCapt. Bartlett went toward them with outstretched arms. The 
natives rushed and shook hands with him. They ihen un- 
harnessed the dogs, and led the strangers to their camp. An 
old woman brushed the snow off Capt. Bartletts clothes with a 
snow-beater, and when he had changed his garments for dry 
ones his hosts supplied, food was cooked. Wonderful hospi- 
tality was shown the new-comers, who might have been dropped 
from the skies as far as the natives knew. They did not under- 
stand a word of English, so the Captain could not tell them 
where he came from or whi'her he was going. It was the 
delightful custom of the country to entertain strangers without 
asking any questions or raising any doubt, and these natives 
were simply doing what their ancestors had done many years 
before for other guests. 

In this first aranga, as the native huts are here called, Capt. 
Bartlett was surprised by his principal hostess serving tea in 
dainty china cups. He says they were the prettiest cups he 
had ever seen. Not only did this good lady show kindness of 
heart in entertaining her stranger guests, but she exhibited fine 
taste in serving the food nicely in her best utensils. And this 
hearty welcome Capt. Bartlett met with in the first Siberian 
home he entered, was not an isolated instance but was typical of 
the customs of the natives all along the wild, Arctic shores of 
Siberia, from Cape Kanin, at the entrance to the White Sea, to 
East Cape, in Bering Strait, a distance of over 5,000 miles. 

The Siberian Coast is peopled by the Tunguses from the 
Yenesei River to the Lena. The Yukagirs inhabit the country 
between the Lena River aud the Kolima River. From the 
Kolima to East Cape the Chukches are found. In the back 
country, several hundred miles south, the Burials and Mongols 
live. The coastal tribes are called the Hyperboreans, and they 
form a natural connecting link between the Mongolian races of 
Asia and their allies of North America. All the natives on the 
northern coastline of Siberia migrated up the nun.erous river 
valleys from Mongolia at various early historical periods. And 
it was from them that the long-headed Eskimo and the numer-

The natives of North-eastern Siberia are fairly tall with clean- 
;ut Tartar or Mongolian features. The Tunguses are connect- 
xl with the Manchus. Their language is similar to that of the 
::hinese. They are a cheerful, hard-working, fearless, open- 
liearted race of hunters and reindeer-breeders. \ 

The natives Capt. Bartlett met belonged to the Chukche race. 
These people are quite unlike the Eskimo. They resemble the 
Tunguses, and their neighbors the Yukagirs, Koriaks and 
Kamchadales, of Kamtchatka, in their habits, methods of hunt- 
ing and dispositions. Their features clearly and prominently 
show their Mongolian ancestry. 

The Chukches are of medium height, sallow complexion and 
have square faces. The women and girls look like Chinese, 
but the men often appear like American Indian half-breeds. 
They live together in small settlements and are very sociable. 
It is estimated that there are only a few thousand of them living 
at present. Owing to the insanitary condition of the air in their 
arangas and the lack of variety in their food, they become easy 
victims of consumption and other diseases. Their death rate is 
very high. But as soon as the coast dwellers die off their places 
are taken by natives from the interior. This migratory process 
has been going on for mnny centuries. The new comers start- 
ing from the interior of Mongolia, steadily work their way along 
the Amur River and enter a northern river valley, which tliey 
follow until they reach the Arctic sea and are comptUed to settle 
down. 

The Chukches are chiefly reindeer breeders ; but those living 
near the sea are trappers, hunters and fishermen also. 

Captain Bartlett started lunch with his guests at the first 
Siberian home he visited at two o'clock in the afternoon, and 
the meal continued until late at night. There was so many 
questions to be asked and answered, so many cups of tea to be 
drunk, so many jokes to be cracked. The time passed quickly. 
Although no one could understand a word that was uttered, the 
visit was mutually profitable. The Siberians learnt that Capt. 
Bartlett was an English Captain from Newfoundland, whose 
ship was destroyed by the ice-pack north of Wrangel Island ; 
that other members of the crew were left on the island and 
wanted help ; that Capt. Bartlett was going to seek assistance 
to relieve them ; that Kataktovick was an Eskimo from the 
north coast of Alaska ; and that he was Capt. Bartlelt's servant. 
Capt. Bartlett learnt from the Siberians that there were many 
settlements all the way to East Cape, in the Bering Sea; that 
on the way there Russian traders would be met from whom 
supplies could be obtained, and there were no reasons why he 
should not set out for the East Cape as soon as he was rested 
and refreshed. 

At eleven o'clock at night Capt. Bartlett and his guests— men 
women and children — laid down together on the bed-platform in 
the aranga to sleep. But it was not a pleasant sleeping place 
for the travellers who had been used to the cool, freah air of 
igloos on the sea ice. The atmosphere in the aranga was sur- 
charged with hot, evil-smelling air, the smoke of Russian tobacco 
and the odours of the skin clothes worn by the natives. The 
hosts had tuberculosis, and the bad air, the heavy carbonaceous 
smoke from the seal-oil lamps and the tobacco smoke caused 
them to cough incessantly. 

At daylight next morning, April 6, 1915, the travellers left 
the aranga to repair their sledge and make new harnesses for 
the dogs. A violent snowstorm was raging, so another day and 
night were spent at this hospitable aranga. Early on the morn- 
ing of the yih Capt. Bartlett was ready to start eastwards. He 
was well-rested, had repaired his sledge, dried and repaired his 
clothes, and retained a native to guide him to his next objective 
—Cape North. As he was making little presents and saymg 
good bye to his amiable friends in the aranga, an old lady living 
in a neighboring aranga sent for him. She had some dried 
deer fat or suet, which the natives consider a great delicacy, 
and which she thought he would f^nd useful during his journey 



''■-■■'• snow. She presented him with all he wouhl tn',:c. 
nice pair of deerskin mittens and other useful 
1} ;jic..'„ii'i lo the visitors. While the lady was making ti; ' 
presents to Capt. Bartlett, her pretty daughter was prepariiig 
tea. When it was ready, the lady asked the Captain whether he 
liked sugar. He said he did, and eight cubes were discovered 
— all that remained from the winter's supply. These were given 
to the guests who were shown how to take tea in the Siberian 
manner among the Chukches. The tea is sipped and then a 
bite of sugar is taken. The sugar is used as candy or cake is 
with us. 

It was ten o'clock when the travellers started away. The 
morning was clear but very cold. This coast is the coldest in 
the world and Capr. Bartlett was never before in such a cold 
country. This morning the temperature was between 50° and 
60° below zero.

Chukche who had been at sea and could speak a little Engliah. 
Capt. Bartlett describes meeting with this interesting man as 
follows : 

" A native came along and said, ' You old man ? ' 
His question puzzled me at first ; presently it dawned on me 
that he was speaking in nautical parlance and wanted to know 
if I was a captain.. 
" Yes," I replied. 

' You come below in my cabin old man', he said, meaning 
that I was to go into his aranga. 

" I followed him and we entered his aranga together. Cold 
as it was outside, the air inside was very warm, too warm for 
comfort. There were a good many people there. Talking with 
my host as best I could, I learned that at one time he had 
lived at East Cape and had met some of the whalers there in 
the days when Arctic whaling was still a big industry ; he had 
been aboard them and knew there names." 

'Me know Karliik.' he said, in reply to a question of mine. 
' Me on board Karluk when she whale.' 

•' He was surprised to think that we were on a whaling 
voyage and I explained to him by the chart what we were trying 
to do and where we had been when the ship went down. He 
understood a good deal of what I told him and able to under- 
stand a little of Kataktovick's language ; but I could see that 
he was much surprised when he realized that we had walked all 
the way from Shipwreck Camp, (on the ice north of Wrangel 
Island where the Karluk sank;, to get to the land. He seemed 
to have an idea that this was a great feat. I explained to him 
that Kataktovick was with me and built our igloos and killed 
seals and bears, and that an Eskimo and white man could live 
indefinitely on the ice." 

This interesting talk was interrupted by a messenger from 
Mr. Caraieff saying that supper was ready. The travellers then 
repaired to the Russian's aranga and regaled the inner man w^ith 
Russian black bread, salmon, tea and milk. It was a good, 
well-cooked meal, cleanly served and was greatly appreciated. 
It was followed by the pipe of peace filled with Russian tobacco, 
and a big talk carried on chiefly in sign language. 

East Cape was reached, after many adventurs had been 
experienced, on April 19th. All the coast from Cape North to 
East Cape was originally surveyed, named and charted by 
Captain Cook, who had done so much similar work at an earlier 
date in Newfoundland waters. So, while it is true, Captain 
Bartlett is the first native Newfoundlander to visit the Anadyr 
Peninsula, as the North-east corner of Asia is called, Captain 
Cook, who knew Newfoundland well, had preceded him 137 
years before. 

At the settlement at Cape Serdze, Mr. Wall, a Norwegian 
electrical engineer, who spoke English, was met. He was a 
trader there. 

Emma Town, the settlement a few miles southwest of East 
Cape, was reached at 6 p.m. on the 37th day of the march from 
Wrangel Island ; a distance of over seven hundred miles being 
covered on foot and by sledge.

long them. They showed no impertinent curiosity and did 
it subject us to any unpleasant inquisition. They required 
I custom-house examination, no passports, no letters of recom- 
i^iidation ! We were not traders, yet we were obviously 
rangers with strange travelling gear, and it was hardly likely 
at we were taking a walk for our health. In more than one 
mi-civilizcd country shipwrecked mariners have from the 
rlicst times been considered fair prey for the natives. We 
1(1 our charts to be sure, but shipwrecked mariners who go 
.hore driving a team of dogs are not common, even in the 
rctic. Yet all the way along we were received without ques- 
3n, greeted hospitably, made comfortable and guided on our 
ay with no consideration of payment. We might have been 
ty cousins visiting around among country relative." 
Such kindness and generosity are everywhere exercised in 
ibcria, from the White Sea to the Gulf of Anadyr. It is the 
istoiu of that great snow-bound country to be generous to all 
iiinvitcd guests who call there — a splendid custom that pre- 
\ils only in those happy countries where people live close to 
ature and have not been corrupted by the desire to make 
loiii v and enjoy life selfishly like the rich who live in the great 
lit-' . That is what a Newfoundlander found in Siberia.

SLOTHED in the darkness of the mid-night hour, 

"Monchy" did not present a very attractive 

picture as we marched through (o our place in 

^^^^J the firing line. We were following closely in the 

wake of the great Arras offensive, and the signs 

of battle were everywhere visible. 

It stands upon a spur of ground which commands a splendid 
view of the valley and from which the spires of Douai can be 
seen on the horizon. Monchy was once the suggestion of all 
that pertains to chateau dominance and tradition, but the ter- 
rible fighting of April nth changed its beauty and repose. All 
along the road and through the wood it is the same distressing 
story— trees scarred with shell, boughs scatterring the road, 
fields torn with hurriedly constructed trenches ; here and there 
silent figures, and close by, a cluster of forms in the German 
gray — all evidence of the desolating influence of war. 

We halt for a few minutes near two buildings, the walls of 
which are standing. All the rest are shells— windowless, roof- 
less, doorless — skeleton-like, staring at the sky. Monchy, with 
its local historical beauty and its former rich agricultural pro- 
ducts, is a wasted ruin. 

We move on through the wood and across the glade where 
the star shells burst and the flares illuminate the re-taken area.

PASSPORTS. 



Residents of this Colony, intending to travel out of New- 
foundland, are hereby notified that they may be required to 
produce Passports at various points on their journey. 

Passports are issued at the Department of the Colonial 
Secretary, in accordance with Rules and Regulations approved 
by the Governor in Council, to persons domiciled in Newfound- 
land, who are : — 

1. Xatural-born British subjects ; 

2. The wives and widows of such persons, or 

3. Persons naturalized in the United Kingdom, in the 

British Colonies, or in India. 

A Passport cannot be issued on behalf of a person already 
abroad ; such person should apply for one to the nearest Britisfi 
Mission or Consulate. 'Passports must not be sent out of 
Newfoundland by post. 

-Applicants are requested lo have their Forms of Application 
(which can be obtained at this Department), properly filled in, 
according to marginal instructions thereon, and forwarded to 
the Department in sufficient time to permit of any necessary 
alttrations being made in the same before the date upon which 
the Passport would be required. 

The charge for a Passport is $2.50, wnich covers a period of 
two years, after which it may be renewed for four further 
periods of two years each, at a charge of Si-oo for each renewal. 

Copies of Rules and Regulations, Forms of Application, or 
any desired information may be obtaided upon request.

"An Act Respecting the Refining of 
Cod Liver Oils." 

(Passed May 4th, 1916.) 



Be it enacted by the Governor, the Legislative Council and 
House of Assembly, in Legislative Session convened, as 
follows : — 

I. — From and after the first day of June, one thousand nine 
hundred and sixteen, no person in Newfoundland shall engage 
in the business of refining Cod Liver Oil without having first 
obtained a License from the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries, under a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
to be recovered in a summary manner before a Stipendiary 
Magistrate or a Justice by any person who shall sue for same. 

2. — Such Licenses shall be issued by the said Department 
subject to such rules and regulations as may be made by the 
Governor in Council in that behalf. 

3. — Any person who, after the first day of July, one thousand 
nine hundred and sixteen, shall export from Newfoundland any 
refined Cod Liver Oil without having the same first inspected 
and branded in accordance with the provisions of Chapter one 
hundred and four of the Consolidated Statutes of Newfoundland 
(Second Series) shall be subject to a penaly not exceeding 
five hundred dollars to be recovered in a summary manner be- 
fore a Stipendiary Magistrate or a Justice by any person who 
shall sue for the same. 

4. — One-half of all penalties recovered under the provisions 
of this Act shall be paid to the party giving the information, and 
the other half to the Minister of Finance and Customs for the 
use of the Colony. 

The foregoing is published for the information and guidance 
of those interested, and they are required to govern themselves 
accordingly, and apply for a License to the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries immediately.

been pleased to order as follows : — 

1. The Colonial Secretary may, if he considers it expedient _ 
so to do, appoint a person to be Censor of the writings, copy or 
matter printed or the publications issued at any printing house, 
printing establishment or works, and any person so appointed 
shall have the right to enter and visit the premises with any 
assistant or assistants, from time to time, and remain there for 
such time or times as may be reasonably necessary, and to ex- 
amine, consider, approve or reject any writing, copy or matter 
printed or proposed to be printed at or issued for publication 
from the said premises, and, after the appointment of any such 
person and the notification thereof to the proprietor, manager or 
person in charge of the said premises, no writing, copy or other 
matter shall be printed there or issued for publication therefrom 
which is not approved by the person so appointed as Censor, 
and any such printing or issue for publication, without such 
approval, shall be deemvid to be a contravention of this order. 

2. The printing or circulation or procuring to be printed or 
circulated of any letter, communication, report or news concern- 
ing the operations of the present war or the movement of any 
of the forces, naval or military, of His Majesty or of His 
Majesty's Allies, or as to any of the naval or military forces or 
operations of His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies connected 
with or for the purpose of the war, or criticising or commenting 
upon the policv, proceedings or action of the Government or 
any neutral state, if such printing or circulation or any of the 
statements contained in such letter, communication, report or 
news be likely to cause disaff'ection to His Majesty or to prevent, 
binder or interfeie with the success of the forces by land or by 
sea of His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or to prejudice 
His Majesty's relations with any foreign state or otherwise to 
assist or encourage the enemy, or to prevent, embarass or hinder 
the successful prosecution of the war, shall be deemed to be a 
contravention of this order, and, in any prosecution for or in 
respect of any such offence instituted by the authority of the 
Attorney General, it shall be presumed, in the absence of proof 
to the contrary, that the printing or circulation of the statements 
in respect of which the prosecution is brought were likely to 
cause disaffection to His Majesty or to prevent, hinder or inter- 
fere with the success of the forces by land or by sea of His 
Majesty or of His Majesy's Allies or to prejudice His Majesty's 
relations with a foreign state, or otherwise to assist or encourage 
the enemy or to prevent, embarass or hinder the successful 
prosecution of the war. 

3. P^or any contravention of this order the offender shall be 
liable upon indictment to imprisonment for a term not exceed- 
ing two years, and to a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, 
or upon summary conviction to imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding six months, and a fine not exceeding two thousand 
dollars ; and the proprietor of the premises, and every director 
or officer of any corporation controlling or operating the pre 
mises, where any such offence is committed, shall also severally 
be liable upon indictment or summary conviction to imprison- 
ment and fine as foresaid. Moreover, all copies of any book, 
newspaper, periodical, pamphlet, or tract printed, issued, circu- 



Under the provisions of Section Six of the ^^'ar Measures 
Act, 1914, His Excellency the Governor in Council has been 
pleased to approve the following Rules and Regulations : 

1. No person shall without lawful authority, publish or com- 
municate any information with respect to the movement or dis- 
position of any of the forces, ships, or war materials of His 
Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or with respect to the plans of 
any naval or military operations by any such forces or ships, or 
with respect to any works or measures undertaken for or con- 
nected with the fortifications or defense of any place, if the 
information is such as is calculated to be or might be directly 
or indirectly useful to the enemy. 

2. No person shall, without the permission of the competent 
naval or military authority, make any photograph, sketch, plan, 
model or other representation of any of the forces or ships of 
His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or of any naval or 
military work, or of any dock or harbour work in or in connec- 
tion with any place in this Colony, and no person in the vicinity 
of such forces, ships or work, shall, without such permission, 
have in his possession any photographic or other apparatus, or 
other material or things suitable for use in making any such 
representation. For the purpose of this regulation, the expres- 
sion " Harbour work " includes lights, buoys, beacons, marks, 
and other things for the purpose of facilitating navigation in or 
into a harbour. 

3. No person shall, by word of mouth or in writing, spread 
reports likely to create disaffection or alarm among any of His 
Majesty's forces, or among the civilian population. 

4. Any person who attempts to commit, or procures, aid or 
abets, the commission of any act prohibited by the foregoing 
special regulations, or harbours any person whom he knows, or 
has reasonable grounds for supposing, to have acted in contra- 
vention of such regulations, shall be deemed to have acted in 
contravention of the regulations in like manner as if he had 
committed the act. 

5. No person shall, without lawful authority, sell, give, dis- 
tribute or permit the selling, 'giving or distributing of an news- 
paper, tract or pamphlet or any information which is forbidden 
to be published or communicated under paragraph one of these 
Orders and Regulations. 

6. No person shall, without lawful authority, sell, give, dis- 
tribute or permit the selling, giving or distributing of any photo- 
graph, sketch, plan, model, or other representation which is for- 
bidden to be under paragraph two of these Orders and Regula- 
tions. 

7. Any person contravening any of the provisions of the 
foregoing Orders and Regulations shall be liable, upon summary 
conviction before a Stipendiary Magistrate, to a penalty not 
exceeding five thousand dollars, or imprisonment for any term 
not exceeding five years, or to both fine and imprisonment.

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IT IS AN OFFENCE punishable by a fine not exceeding $200 for any person to have 
in his possession or under his control or keep in any building in this Colony, except in a building 
whose site and construction are approved of by the Governor in Council, more than FIVE bar- 
rels or tierces, or an equivalent quantity of gasoline, parriffin, naptha or other inflammable oils. 

Within the limits of the town of St John's, Harbor Grace, Carbonear and Brigus, the limit is 
two barrels or tierces or their equivalent, except in any building situate between southside of 
Water Street, St. John's, Harbor Grace or Carbonear or on board vessels m these harbors where 
the limit is f'iVE barrels or tierces or their equivalent. (See Inflammable Oils Act of 1897.) 

PROVIDED HOWEVER that it shall be lawful for any person to have in his possession 
a quantity of gasoline not exceeding fifty gallons, provided that such gasoline is kept in a secure 
iron can and stored in the open air, and that the can and the place of storage is approved by the 
Inspector General of Constabulary. Punishment on Conviction: A fine of 6% dohars or m de- 
fault of payment, imprisonment not exceeding three months.

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The Late Thomas Raffles Job, J«P» 

r TTR- Thomas Rafflfs Job, for some years principal here of 
\/| the firm of Job Brothers & Co., and later of the English 
branch of the same concern, died on May 19th at 131un- 
cU Sands, near Liverpool, where he had lived for half a century. 
Ir. Job was born in Newfoundland in 1837. being a son of 
'honias Bulley Job. one lime M-mSer for Trinity Bay, and a 
randson, on his mother's side, of Dr. William Carson, of St. 
Dhi's. Deceased was educated at the Church of England 



Academy and continued his studies at ?:dinburgh and Liver- 
pool. Relnrning from school he resided here until I'SO^, and 
there was no uujtc prominent figure in the country. In business 
circles he was both prominent and popular, and his name 
throughout the country was a household word. In his younger 
days he also played a prominent part in athletics, and he was 
always a well known figure on the cricket ground, and many are 
the stories that have been told of his prowess in this direction. 
In 1863 he married Miss Agnes Brown, daughter of the late 
Robert Brown, then Mani^ger of the Commercial Bank, and 
took with him into his married life the heartiest wishes for good 
fortune of the whole community. In 1865 business interests 
look him from Newfoundland to reside at Liverpool, and the 
regret which was expressed at his departure from here was but 
one of the many evidences of the thoroughness with which he 
had won the hearts of his countrynien. He made many visits 
to his native land, however, the last one being about six years 
ago, and on each such occasion he received a warm welcome 
from his hundreds of friends. The late Mr. Job was the happy 
possessor of a character and disposition which while they marked 
him as a leader amongst men, endeared him to all with whom 
he had either social or business intercourse and amongst all 
classes his was an honored name. Even though he had passed 
the four-score mile stone, he was an aaive man up to a very 
short linf^e ago, for time with its inevitable troubles and worries 
had dealt lightly with him. He was no less beloved and 
honored in the land of his adoption than in that of his birth and 
the fnr-reaching influences of his exceptional personality were 
felt with the same good effects iheie as here. For the past 
quarter of a century he held a commission as a Justice of the 
Peace for Lancashire and not infrequently during that time 
exercised the power of his office on the bench. 

Mrs. Job predeceased her husband about five years ago and 
the surviving relatives are two sisters, Mrs. William Crosfield 
and Mrs. C. J. Crosfield ; four sons, William C. job, New York ; 
Samuel E. Job and Thomas B. Job, Liverpool, and Robert B. 
Job, St. John's; and three daughters, Mrs. C. Taylor, Mrs. R. 
K. Feme and Miss Mildred Job, all resident in Liverpool. 
Dr. Henry Shea, of this city is a first cousin. In the general 
sympathy which will be felt for the relatives the Quarterly 
joins.

■|| OR many years I have been in dose connection 
S^'f^ ^'''^ tourists and sportsmen visiting the West 
?^i ■^, Coast of Newfoundland, especially Bay of Islands, 
and I have had an opportunity to know just what 
those people expect and in what we disappoint 
them. Not a few of them have referred to our seeinin- nrglect 
m not havmg a better class of hotels at tourist points, and a few 
hotels at least near the sea shore for their accommodntion. 
Those people do not come to Newfoundland to save money or 
to practice economy. On the contrary— they come prepared to 
pay liberally for anv attention we may give them. 

About thrrp hundred tourists and sportsmen visit the West 
Coast annii...|\, cniployin!» some two hundred and lifty guides. 
For outfitting and guides they spend something like twentv 
thousand dollars from June to October. -In the number o'f 
visitors this shows an increase of less than ten per cent, in the 
last tive years. This increase is far too small for a countrv 
offering such a wealth of sport with rod and gun as we do. 
That we have a game country second to none is proven, by 



the traveller than has Newfoundland. I could send you several 
letters full of genuine praise for Newfoundland's magnificent 
scenery from sportsmen who have been here within the last five 
years. One of them who has fished and hunted in all parts of 
the world has this to say : " The scenic grandeur of your coun- 
try rivals Europe's wonders." 

Tourist-seeking countries save no expense in beautifying and 
developing their lakes, rivers and mountains, to reap the millions 
in travellers' cheques that June and July sends North and West 
from the warm cities of the United States. 

Newfoundland will have to do something along these lines, 
otherwise we will never have a substantial tourist business. 
The Reid-Newfoundland Co. has spent a good deal in adveriis 
ing the country. I (hink the Government should do som'^th^M;; 
more than place an occasional adverli-ement in the periodicals, 
and the publication of a Hand Book some years ago. 

We want something worth while to off;:r the visitors, and one 
of the first things we should establish is an Inland Park, similar 
to the Canadian National or Provincial Parks. It should include 
at least one mountain, one lake, one salmon river, should be im-

the coming to our shores year after year so many of the best 
known sportsmen of America ,- many of them having interna- 
tional fame with rod and gun. They get all the salmon and 
game they wint, but miny of them desire some other recreation 
after several days fishing. We h^ve nothing to offer them, not 
even a good carriage drive around Biy of Islands. It is high 
time we set some place apart as a resort and provide the recrea- 
tion desired, such as mountain climbing, motorin/, or carriage 
driving. This is necessary if we intend to hold the splendid 
class of tourists we now receive and to increase their numbers. 

Switzerland offers her tourists mountain climbing with well 
constructed trails. Canada offers all three of the inducements 
to which I refer : — Mountain climbing, with even scientifically 
constructed roads ; for instance, Takakaw Falls Road in the 
Joho Valley near Field, British Columbia; Mount Robson Road 
in Mount Robson Park ; and in motor roads Canada rivals the 
world with the Atlantic to Pacific Motor Highway just about 
completed. Canada is making this highway — for what? Not 
for the farmer but the tourist, and to open up her treasure house 
of scenic wonders, thereby increasing her tourist travel a thou- 
sand per cent., and her income therefrom equally as much. In 
carriage roads one can choose her Lake Louise in Rocky Moun- 
tain Park where a carriage road encircles the lake, much of 
which had to be built up out of the water at a very great cost. 
It has repaid her well. The guests registering at the various 
hotels connected with those Parks reached a total of 72,000 for 
the year 191 6, an increase of 10,000 in the year and 50,000 
in ten years. 

Canada has no greater attractions in scenic grandeur to offer 



proved throughout by motor or carriage roads, trails to the 
mountain, and of course an up-to-date hotel »vith tennis courts, 
pleasure boats and a postal telegraph office in connection. 

I know one place at least offering these advantages, and fav- 
ourably situated. It is that point of land on the south side of 
the Humber Arm, bounded as follows : Bloinodin Mountain to 
the north, thence to Bear Head on the Gulf Coast, along the 
Gulf to Lewis Brook, thence to the line of Railway near How- 
ard's or Cook's Brook. This would f;ive Bloniodin, which is 
2,125 f^^^f' Mount Lewis 2,300 feet, and Serpentine Hills (over- 
looking Lake Serpentine) 2,046 feet. 

In lakes and rivers it would give the splendid Serpentine 
Lake, almost a dozen smaller lakes, and Serpentine River which 
is twenty miles long with several important salmon pools. Many 
of our tourists now spend their summer on this river enjoying 
splendid salmon and trout fishing, with the special advantage it 
affords of a fine sea breeze and almost an entire absence of the 
troublesome mosquito. 

An establishment like the Log Cabin (Spruce Brook), or the 
Bungalow (Grand Lake) at such a point, with the improvements 
that I refer to would soon increase our tourist business. 

The objection will be offered that it would be too great an 
expense on the country; but Canada finds her Provincial Parks 
self supporting by revenue derived from fishing and shooting 
licenses. 

This is only an idea, but everything succeeds from an idea 
followed up. Let us hope soon as the present war ends, if not 
before, that the Government will take the matter up; and I feel 
sure it would become a popular and successful move. 
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The attention of the Public is directed to the 
following Section of Cap. 39 of Consolidated

Under the provisions of the War Measures Act, 1914. His 
Excellency the Governor in Council has been pleased to order 
that the following Regulations shall come into effect as and 
from the 15th day of JUNE inst. 

JOHN R. BENNETT,

Dept. of the Colonial Secretary, 
June nth, 1917. 



1. The port and harbor of St. John's shall be closed entirely 
to the entry of shipping at night from nightfall on the 15th June 
instant until further order. 

2. The Light at Cape Spear will be reduced in visibility, 
and the Light at Fort Amherst and the Leading Lights of 
St. John's will pe extinguished. 

3. Measures shall be taken so that the glare or upward 
reflection from street or other outdoor lights in the City of 
St. John's shall be reduced to twenty-five per cent, of the 
normal. This Regulation will also apply to Bell Island, Con- 
ception Bay. 

4. No light shall be lit in any public building, shop, or 
private residence in the City of St. John's except the windows 
in such public building, shop or residence, are covered by 
suitable plinds or shades, so that the glare or reflection upon 
the heavens is reduced to twenty-five per cent, of the normal. 

5. No lights shall be lit upon any vessel or boat in the 
Harbor of St. John's unless suitably obscured. 

6. Head Lights used on any motor cars or motor cycles in 
or near the City of St. John's, or in or near any settlement in the 
Districts of St. John's East or West, or on any road approaching 
St. John's or on any of the said settlements, upon which lights 
may be visible at sea, shall be so obscured that the glare or 
upward reflection upon the heavens shall be reduced to twenty- 
five per cent, of the normal. Side lights on motor cars, motor 
cycles, or vehicles of any description must be obscured, and 
shall not be of greater strength than five Candle power. 

7. It will be the duty of the members of the Constabulary 
to see that these Regulations are strictly enforced, and all 
orders issued by them for their better observance shall be forth- 
with carried out. 

8. It shall be the duty of the Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries to see that these Regulations are observed on all 
shipping in the Harbor of St. John's, and all orders issued by 
him for their better observance shall be forthwith carried ont. 

9. Every person convicted of a viola'.ion of these Rules and 
Regulations before a Stipendiary Magistrate or Justice of the 
Peace, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding $100, or in 
default of payment, to imprisonment not exceeding Three 
Months.

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The Recruiting Committee of the Patriotic Asso- 
ciation deem it necessary tliat the King's subjects 
in Newfoundland should be made acquainted with 
the present condition of affairs and that, by a full 
knowledge of the needs of Empire, the patriotism of 
the Colony may be stimulated. 

From the beginning of the war now in progress, 
voluntary enlistment has been the basis upon which 
has. been built up the Naval and Military contin- 
i^cnts from Newfoundland. We have sent 1500 
men for the Navy and 3000 for the Army. Not a 
few have been decorated for bravery and all have 
sustained the highest traditions of the Empire and 
won for themselves and for the Colony undying 
fame. 

In the North Sea, on the Atlantic, on trade 
routes and wherever duty has demanded, our Naval 
volunteers have accjuitted themselves with dis- 
tinction. 

Wherever the Regiment has been called on to 
discharge its duty it has won unstinted praise. 

r>ut more men are needed to finish the work, to 
overwhelm the enemy, and secure the blessings of a 
lasting peace. We therefore appeal to the men of 
Newfoundland to offer themselves for service and to 
furnish His Majesty the King with a portion of that 
help which the Mother Country deems necessary to 
accomplish this result. 

The obligation rests upon us to furnish reserves 
to fill the ranks, and our comparative immunity 
from the consequences of a state of war must not 
be allowed to blind us to the stern need of more 
men, not alone that victory may be secured but that 
Newfoundland's place in the Colonial Empire of 
Great Britain may be assured. It must not be said 
of us that the blood shed and the treasure expended 
has been in vain ; but if the response which is 
anticipated be fully realized it will be blazoned to 
the remotest dependency of the Crown that the 
boast of this Colony has been well justified most 
ancient and most loval.

expectedly, and when they may cause the greatest embarassment 
I resumably this is one of nature's principles for keeping us 
alert and active. If our wishes were alway.s granted, life would 
have a very diiTerent aspect, and the world would be unable to 
make much progress. There would be no limit to our desires 
and like petted children, men would fret at obstacles, but be 
unable to summon the best of the courage that is in them and, 
gnashing their teeth, strive in every manner to surmount what- 
ever stood between them and the objects of their desires. Many 
trials and tribulations are necessary to develop courage and 
supply that practical philosophy essential to all efficient soldiers 
and every sentry who watches in the night. 

When our Regiment was in the firing line in Picardy, before 
the great battle of Beaumont Hamel, George King, of Triton, 
and myself were ordered to a sentry post on a' main road 
frequented by much traffic. The night was dark and windy. 
When we first went on duty, long files of supply wagons were 
carrying ammunition to the front, and officers were flying to 
and fro in automobiles on special duties. We had also to 
challenge many infantrymen returning from the trenches. 
These men belonged to many regiments at the front. Some- 
times dispatch riders on motor cycles would try to pass us 
without slowing down. Later in tr.e night the German artilery 
increased its firing and this effectively stopped the traffic pas- 
sing our post. But the noise of the bursting shells and the 
high tension of our nerves, caused us often to challenge, when 
no one was present. 

Our sentry posi was outside a small cottage in farming 
country. On the other side of the road from the cottage, the 
land was unfenced, and contained several fine oaks and elm 
trees. But the cottage stood in tilled land, excepting in front, 
where there was a little flower garden with geraniums, mar- 
guarites and other familiar plants. When the wind raced 
around the cottage, sweeping the rustling leaves, whistling 
under the eves, and bending and straining the solid limbs of the 
oaks, we heard the weirdest sounds. Sometimes we would 
think we heard men talking as they advanced along the road. 
On such occasions we would walk a few paces across the road, 
halt. Iov,rer our rifles and challenge : " Who goes there? " 

Then, when we found we could get no replies, we became 
furious with ourselves for being such fools and challenging 
will-o-the-wisps and other imaginary things of the night, like old 
maids haunted- with the fear of mice and roaches, and like those 
who see fearful portents in the commonest and most homely 
manifestations. 

Once, when we had challenged what seemed to both of us 
clearly to be a man who acted suspiciously, but which we later 
found to be only a scrap of paper blown about b)' the wind. 
King said to me he thought that we would catch a German spy 
before the morning. 

" Why, King," I said " You are becoming credulous. If you 
keep on like that you will have to go to a rest retreat for 
shattered nerves." 

"No," he replied, "I mean what I say. I have a feeling 
of impending trouble, and I believe it will come from an en- 
counter with a German." 

" What suggests such a thing to you ? All the time we hare 
done sentry work together we have never met with a spy, and 
we have not heard of any being caught about here since we 
have been to the front. Brace up man, you are getting down- 
hearted !"

Soon we could both see and hear a man walking towards us 
We were not mistaken this time. He came boldly on, walk 
with a military step that proclaimed a well-drilled soldier. 

" Here's your German," I said to King, who, looking straight 
at the stranger, challenged : " Who goes there ? " 

The man did not answer ; so we both lowered our rifles and 
challen;;ed again ; this time successfully. The soldier answer- 
ed : " A friend ; 3rd Inniskillings." 

" Allright, pass on," I said. 

" I wont then. It's after finding me regiment I am," he 
replied. 

"You will have to pass on to find it. There is no regiment 
here." 

" Begorra then I must find it. I've not heard of it these three 
days, and it was all through the kilties, it was." 

The booming of the guns became louder and numerous shells 
were bursting around us. It was difficult to hear what the 
Irishman said because he spoke with the peculiar brogue com- 
mon to the country people in the north-western districts in 
Ireland. So we took him into the cottage and questioned him. 
"It was after coming back from the Hun hunt I was, and I 
being alone, and my way lost, a Highlander called to me, and 
now I be thinking of him I'll say God bless his soul, and may 
he lono; keep his good health."

And I'll tell you its wonderfully good 
of the kilties to bring small joy to the likes of me." 

A German shell exploded with a terrific crash in the field 
beyond the oaks and we all rushed into the road. Our batteries 
at the front were replying to the Germans at a quick rate and 
the general din of the battle was terrible. I began to feel at 
this time quite tired and weary and being satisfied the Irishman 
was just a straggler from his regiment we sent him on his way. 
Barely had we paced across the road three times when we 
saw something coining down it at a rapid rate. " It's a mad 
dog," said King, as he lowered his rifle to fire at it. " Don't 
shoot it," I cried, it's only a frightened cat." ... If shot 
past us like a cannon ball, and although it came quite close for 
the fraction of a second, we could not tell whether it really was 
a cat or dog. I was inclined to think it was a cat. But King 
stoutly asserted it was a yellow mongrel pup. 

" Didn't you see how it threw up the dust as it went by?" 
He asked in a most distinguished tone, as though he thought 
it was most foolish of me to mistake the animal for a cat, 
which he believes runs so lightly as not to disturb dust.

Survey of Pot-Props. 

The Governor in Council shall appoint persons to be Surveyors of Lumber, who shall, pre- 
\i(nisly to their entering upon the duties of their office, give security to His Majesty, and shall 
be sworn before a Justice faithfully to discharge the. duties of such ofifice. 

Where lumber is sold by the cord, as in the case of pit-props, a cord shall mean the quantity 
of round timber that can be properly piled within a space of one hundred and twenty-eight 
cubic feet, without deduction for air spaces between the logs. 

If any person shall deliver or cause to be delivered any pit-props being sold by admeasure- 
ment, before the same shall have been surveyed by a duly appointed Surveyor of Lumber, such 
person shall be subject to a penalty not exceeding twenty-five dollars for each offence. 

Whenever the actual cutter of pit-props shall sell the same by measurement, he shall, before 
delivering any such pit-props, cause the same to be surveyed by a duly appointed Surveyor of 
Lumber, under a penalty not exceeding twenty-five dollars for each offence. 

Surveyors of Lumber appointed as aforesaid shall, in the absence of any agreement to the 
contrary, be entitled to receive from the vendors of all pit-props surveyed and measured or 
marked as aforesaid, the following fee, namely — 

For every cord of" v^ood, five cen-ts. 

This Act shall come into operation on the first day of July, 19 16, and may be cited as the 
"Weights and Measures Act, 1916." 



Survey of iViining . Locations. 

Within one year from the date on which notice is given by the applicant for a ninety-nine 
year lease of a mining location or locations to the Minister of Agriculture and Mines, that it is 
his intention to hold said land as provided by Section 47 of the said Crown Lands Act, 1903, 
such applicant shall, at his own expense, cause a survey of the location or locations referred to 
therein to be made by a Surveyor approved by the Minister of Agriculture and Mines, and shall 
cause a diagram thereof, with the notes of the Surveyor, to be filed in the Department of Agri- 
culture and Mines within the same period. In all such surveys of mining locations, the bearings 
of the boundaries shall be from the True Meridian.

UxDER the provisions of the War Measures Act, 1914, the 
following Rules and Regulations respecting Passports have 
been approved by His Excellency the Governor in Council.

Department of the Colonial Secretary, 
June, 1916.

(i) After the date hereof an alien coming from any place 
outside of the Island of Newfoundland and its Dependencies as 
a passenger shall not, without the permission of the Colonial 
Secretary, land or embark at any port in the Island of New- 
foundland or its Dependencies, unless he has in his possession 
a passport issued to him not more than two years previously by 
or on behalf of the Government of the country of which he is a 
subject or citizen, or some other document satisfactorily estab- 
lishing his nationality and identity, to which passport or docu- 
ment there must be attached a photograph of the alien to whom 
it relates. 

(2) Where any such special permission of the Colonial 
Secretary has been granted silbject to any conditions, and the 
person to whom it is granted fails to ^comply with any such 
conditions, he shall be deemed to be guilty of a contravention of 
these Rules and Regulations. 

(3) For the purposes of these Rules and Regulations the 
expression •' passenger " includes any person carried on a ship 
other than the master and persons employed in the service of 
the ship. 

(4) Any person found guilty of a breach of these Rules and 
Regulations .shall be liable, upon summary conviction before a 
Stipendiary Magistrate, to a penalty not exceeding one thou- 
sand dollars or imprisonment for any term not exceeding one 
year, or to both fine and imprisonment. 
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WHEN TOURISTS, ANGLERS and SPORTSMEN 
arriving in this Colony bring with them Cameras, 
Bicyc'es, Angler's Outfits, Trouting Gear, Fire-arms, and Am- 
munition, Tents, Canoes and Implements, they shall be admitted 
under the following conditions : — 

A deposit equal to the duty shall be taken on such articles as 
Cameras, Bicycles, Trouting poles, Fire-arms, Tents, Canoes, 
and tent equipage. A receipt (No. i) according to the form 
attached shall be given for the deposit and the particulars of 
the articles shall be noted in the receipt as well as in the 
marginal cheques. Receipt No. 2 if taken at an outport o^c^ 
shall be mailed at once directed to the Assistant Collector, 
St. John's, if taken in St. John's the Receipt No. 2 shall be sent 
to the Landing Surveyor. 

Upon the departure from the- Colony of the Tourist, Angler 
or Sportsman, he may obtain a refund of the deposit by pre- 
senting the articles at the Port of Exit and having them com- 
pared with the receipt. The Examining Officer shall initial on 
the receipt the result of his examination and upon its correctness 
being ascertained the refund may be made. 

No groceries, canned goods, wines, spirits or provisions of 
any kind will be admitted free and no deposit for a refund may 
be taken upon such articles.

Ships is called to the 74th Section of the " Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, 1894." 

74._(i) A Ship belonging to a British subject 
shall hoist the proper national colours— 

(a) on a signal being made to her by one of His 
Majesty's ships (including any vessel under the 
command of an officer of His Majesty's navy 
on full pay), and 

(b) on entering or leaving any foreign port, and 

(c) if of fifty tons gross tonnage or upwards, on 
entering or leaving any British Port. 

( 2) If default is made on board any such ship in 
complying with this section, the master of the ship 
shall for each offence be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred pound.s. 

At this time of war it is necessary for every Brit- 
ish Ship to hoist the colours and heave to if signal- 
led by a British Warship; if a vessel hoists no 
colours and runs away, it is liable to be f^red upon.

WHEREAS it is of great importance that full information 
should be obtained with regard to property in enemy 
territory belonging to British subjects, and also with regard to 
the claims of British subjects, against enemy persons and enemy 
governments. 

And whereas for the piirpese of obtaining that information, it 
is necessary that returns of such property and claims should be 
made to the officer appointed to receive the same. 

Now, therefore, I direct and enjoin Biitish subjects within the 
Colony of Newfoundland who are entitled to property of any 
description whatsoever in enemy territory, or to any interest in 
such property, or have claims against enemy persons or enemy 
governinents, forthwith to make returns of their said property or 
claims to the officer appointed to receive the same: provided 
that it shall not be necessary to make such returns respecting 
property or claims whereof returns have before the date of this 
Proclamation been voluntarily made to such officer as aforesaid, 
in the form prescribed by him. The officer appointed to receive 
such returns shall be the Colonial Secretary, Saint John's, 
Newfoundland. 

The returns shall be tnade in such form and with such par- 
ticulars as the Colonial Secretary may require for the purposes 
of this Proclamation. 

The expression " property " includes documents of title to 
property; the expression -'enemy territory " means the territory 
of any State at war with Great Britain (including the Colonies 
and Dependencies thereof) ; the expression " enemy persons " 
includes all persons, firms, companies, and corporations residing 
or carrying on business in enemy territory ; the expression 
'• enemy government " means the government of any State at 
war with Great Britain.

Valuable letters may be registered for delivery in 
Newfoundland for three cents, but to other places the registration fee is 
live cents, except to United Kingdom, where the charge is Two Pence — 
four cents. 

Circulars, that is, printed communication!, when posted in lots of not 
Ifvs than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all 
|>lnces in Newfoundland and the United Kingdom, at a special rate of two 
cents per lb. ; but papers under four ounces are accepted free of postage 
wilhin the Colony, also, books at two cents per lb. rate. Newspapers 



to the Dominion of Canada, the United States, France, Germany, etc., 
must be prepaid at the rate of one cent for each two ounces or fraction 
thereof. 

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to i lb., which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second lb. three cents additional, or 11 cents 
and three cents for each additional lb., or fraction thereof, up to 10 and 11 
lbs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addresses on the covers ; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Paicels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be supplied by the Post Office and are essential to ensure 
prompt despatch of parcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.

The outbreak of the war found Germany strong, with a well- 
prepsred, and wonderfully furnished army ; while the British 
and French armies were unprepared and disorganized. But 
when the armies came in contact British valour and French 
skill proved superior to German numbers and guns. They 
stopped the march of the Teutonic armies and forced ihem to 
entrench. The Allies then decided that they would hold the 
enemy to his trenches while they recruited and trained new 
armies, took advantage of the world's economic, industrial and 
financial resources, which the British Navy had kept open for

Iwtfod of eveiylhin.c; Genii.in that he will h.ive little hope of 
hcins able to h.ive an)- business icl.ilionships with the Russians 
for another century, lie has deslvoyfd conlidence in his integ- 
rity coniplelely and will remain a moral outlaw. He has 
demonstrated that he has no integrity, while his treacherous 
disposition is an ever present danger to anyone hiving dealings 
with Germans. They have impressed this deeply on eve7y 
living Russian, as well as on the rest of the world. They are 
people to be avoided. 

Last year, having failed against the British and the Russians, 
the Teutonic forces were thrown against the Italian forces in 
ihe Trentino, but failed to make any impression. 

Subsidiary raids against the British in Egypt, the Allies in 
Salonica, and at other parts of the great war girdle encircling 
them, showed them that their boasted military abilities are 
indeed puny. They could make no impression on the forces 
arrayed against them. 

Then, oti the advice of university professors, who thought 
they had noticed psychological deterioration in the French, and 
anticipating Germany's coming doom, suggested a concentra- 
tion of forces against the French armies. The first and second 
Battles of Verdun, and the recent fighting in the Chemin des 
Dames, were the result. And there was a like ending in 
Germany's complete defeat. The onslaught of the German 
armies were not only stopped m these encounters ; but they 
were also compelled to give up ground to the conquerors. 

And the toll in German lives made these contests the blood- 
iest in history. The German stafT considers its men as mere 
ciphers like pawns in a game of chess, and sacrifices them in 
enormous numbers. The Allies are always watching to take 
advantage of this and have done so well that now, in the fourth 
year of the war, they have a gre.it advant.ige in men, in guns 
and in munitions. 

The German military casualties have been about 5,000,000. 
Nearly twice as many men have been withdrawn from the 
ordinary avocations of life for three years, and have not married, 
nor had children. And their industrial labor has been lost 
to Germany. The result is that Germany is hard pressed for 
reserve troops, is rapidly exhausting her economic supplies, is 
financially embarrassed and has a seriously weakened birth-rale. 
Every day she continues to fight now will cumulatively intensify 
the adverse factors eating aw.iy the vi'a's of her industrial, 
financial, economic and political foundations, and the diseases 
they are bringing about will continue to cause havoc among the 
German people for many decades. 

France, like Great Britain, Russia and Italy, showed that 
Germany could not ovecome her. The German authorities, 
then came to the conclusion that their only hope remained in 
the effects of U-boat warfare, and in a:) arbitrated and com- 
promised peace-movement. 

The Emperor, Chancellor Von Bethman-Hollweg and the 
General Stai? publicly announced on many occasions that 
Germany's hope of victory was in forcing England, her most 
powerful and redoubtable enemy, to sue lor peace, on account 
of starvation caus-t;d by the loss of ships. This was their last 
hope, the German admirals suggested. And this, like all their 
other hopes, has vanished. There is not the remotest possi- 
bility of England being starved or weakened by the U-boats. 
No one who knows the British character, and the ingenuity and 
resourcefulness of her engineers and naval men, for one instant 
during the war, seriously treated the crazy ideas at the back of 
the U-boat policy. It was not a policy that could have been 
thought of, let alone acted on, by a sober and sane people. 
That U-boat policy alone has clearly shown the world that the 
German people is not a sane people. It has fixed upon the 
German people for all time the taint of insanity. Their numer- 
ous other crimes merely confirm their mental disease, and serve 
as intensifiers for the retaliation of mankind. 

While the Allies were increasing their armies, gathering 
supplies and munitions, they tested new military methods and 
forced the Germans to do likewise. The result is that war, as 
it is now practiced, is largely an engineering business. The 
engineers have taken over the principal work formerly done by 
tlie cavalry and infantry. Now the cavalry has little to do ; and 



the task of the infantry has been greatly simplified and cur- 
tailed. Many new instruments of «ar are being developed, the 
flymg machines of different types, armed tanks, caterpillar tractors 
for drawing guns, mortars, bombs of many kinds, grenades, and 
various classes of machine guns are being developed. The gas 
and fire machines, trenches, field forts and artillery supply 
trains are all made and managed by the engineers and save the 
infantry an immense amount of work. The armed tanks are 
rapidly becoming ambulatory field forts. 

In the Spring of 1916, the British armv w.is strengthened in 
men, guns and supplies, and a strong offensive was started on 
the Soinme in July. The German forces were greitly weakened 
and by November, St. Pierre-Divion, Beaucourt,' Beaumont- 
Hamel and other French towns were recovered by the A'lies. 
But the Somme results were not immediately apparent. It is 
true, that the fighting showed the British possessed a very 
marked superiority over the Germans in the air, in artillery 
practice, in hand-to-hand fighting and in strategy. It was not, 
however, until the spring of the present year that the full fruits 
of the Battle of the Somme appeared. It was shown that the 
German positions were so weakened that the Germans were 
compelled to make their famous " Hindenberg Retreat " to save 
their armies, and to keep ever since the flower of their men in 
front of the British. Tlie British demonstrated such a wonder- 
ful fighting capacity and power at the Somme, that the German 
staff was terrorized, and that terror caused them to make many 
serious errors in their tactics and strategy, and these mistakes 
have assisted tlieir defects in so many conflicts, and helped to 
seriously reduce the morale of their soldiers. 

In order to stay the morale disintegration of its army the 
Germans formed regiments of picked men which are termed 
shock batallions. Their duties are to undertake the most 
dangerous assaults. Every time these troops are repulsed, the 
shock reverberates throughout the German army. The troops 
of inferior quality see that the picked troops cannot stand up 
against the enemy, and consequently, there is little hope for the 
success of the inferior masses. Besides troops which are 
officially labelled as inferior troops cannot possibly stand up 
against such superb troops as the British and French with any 
confidence, and confidence is essential for success in war as in 
every other class of contest. Germany can never retrieve the 
downward steps taken by her armies every time her picked shock 
troops are defeated. The shock troops proclaim to the world 
Germany's confession of the deterioration of the mass of her 
army. And such a confession weakens her, not only in a 
military sense, but in a public sense. It forces her to sue for 
peace. And so depraved is her diplomacy, that it seeks to 
acquire peace by underhand means, which not only defeat their 
objects ; but intensify the anger of the civilized world againt 
Germany. The enemy will not openly state his peace terms and 
assumes the airs and strut of a conqueror, saying his peace will 
only be a German peace — meaning that Germany's desires must 
be completely met. 

The first phase of the war, the entrenched camp phase in 
which the Allies encircled the Germans in an immense com- 
pound, killing them, and filling them with intense fear, ended a 
year ago when the offensive was taken at the Somme. 

This year, when the British began to feel the true measure of 
their power, artillery practice was improved so that it is now 
the principal feature of the assault. And this has permitted 
the British troops to tackle the German troops in a number of 
places at the front, surprise them, and take from them any 
desirable position, all the while slaughtering great masses of 
them. Bapaume, Peronne, Nesle, Vaux, Ham, Fayette. 
Gricourt, Roye, Tarnier and hundreds of other positions were 
taken by this improved massed artillery practice. 

In Its improved aspects, the curtain of fire has lately resulted in 
the conquest of Arras, Monchy-le-Preux, Vimy Ridge, Messines, 
Hill 70, Langemark and other strongholds. These are all great 
names in the" history of the war, and register the steady advances 
of the conquering British, and the corresponding decline of 
, the German military strength. German power is now so weak 
that the British army, with certainty, can take any position held 
by the Germans that becomes desirable to possess.

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caused the Germans after their catastrophic defeat at Messines, 
uhich came upon them like a streak of lightning, to change their 
defense methods. Their experience showed them Ihatligainst 
the new artillery defensive of the British their elaborate under- 
ground steel and cement entrenchments, and so-called bomb- 
proof shelters, were but death traps and shambles for their men. 
The high explosive shells of the big guns dived down into the 
ground carrying destruction and death. 

Now the Germans are making a large number of separated, 
circular underground shelters, in place of the trenches. And 
these subterranean forts extends well into the rear, making it 
necessary for the Billish to extend the lime and ranges of thtir 
artillery preparations. But the results of this new system of 
defense are not very comforting to Germany. The handwritino- 
is plainly on the wall. Germany started out to crush the world", 
was stopped at the Marne and surrounded by an armed circle. 
Then she was weakened militarily, financially, economically and 
politically; so that the final phase of the war is. appearing. In 
this stage Germany will be completely vanquished. She will be 
given such a beating that the term war will in future be the 
most nauseating the Germau people could hear. 

The entrance of the American Armies into actual fighting will 
mark its final phase. The United States was very late in help- 
ing to prevent Germany from attaining her purpose of destroying 
European Liberty, and establishing a Universal Empire, like the 
Holy Roman Empire, or the greit Empire of the Romans under 
the Cajsars and of Charlemagne. America realized, after 
much trepidation, that the world must not be made unsafe for 
Democracy. And having been late in championing Democracy 
she is endeavouring to make up by supporting her great Allies 
in a whole-hearted manner, and her support is both extensive 
and powerful. 

America has organized and equipped a splendid army, which 
will be ready to take the field next year. By that time tlie 
German forces will have been so weakened by attrition that the 
Allies will be able to pursue open warfare, using great masses of 
men in movement. And when the time for this method of war- 
fare arrives, the end of Germany's capacity for resistance wi 



approach. 

While the Allied troops have been encircling the Germnr. 
armies with ?i grip of steel, weakening their man-power by lt;i 
rible slaughtering, the British navy has kept the seven seas clear 
of all enemy ships, except a few submarines. 

The punishment inflicted by the British on the few German 
warships they were able to encounter was so severe that the 
German navy will not now venture to sea. The Germans have 
discovered that, although they possess fine warships, their men 
are not constituted to fight sailors of the Britisii type, and they 
would simply sacrifice any ship they permit to venture to sea. 
The tremendous defeat of the whole German fleet in the Battle 
of Jutland taught the whole of Germany that Germany'.s future 
can never lie on the sea, and the brilliant destroyer aciions off 
the Belgian coast have confirmed the Germans in their tlM-ri 
belief that they can never hope to defeat the British on the sea. 
which is their own, undisputed element. No German ship will 
ever again stand up to fight a Briiish ship. 

The Allies success in the war is certain if the end is left to the 
fighting forces. These are absolutely triumphant on land as 
well as on the sea. The only danger of an imperfect conclusion 
exists in the politicians, particularly those in England «ho have 
proved so weak and vacilating duiing the great conflict. But 
the people may be trusted to support the fighting forces and it 
is probable that, long before the fighting is concluded, the poli- 
ticians who are believed to constitute Engl.md's weakness, will 
have long been in retirement from their present important 
positions. 

Germany can never again be permitted to have the same 
degree of freedom she formerly possessed. Her lusts have been 
proved during the war to be unique and dangerous to all people. 
She must be made forever powerless, or become a free republic 
with the Government in the hands of the people. The Allied 
nations can never permit Germany to repeat a ^jeneral war, or 
to possess colonies and foreign outposts that would threaten any 
people ; whether they are great or small. In a word, the Allied 
people must insist that the end of this war will be such as will 
forever assure the safety of Democracy.

SHE National Ministry was formed last July under 
'T^cS pressure of [lie Great War, and mainly to take up 



-^ the solving of pressing economic and war pro- 
blems. The constitution of the Ministry was 
arranged on the principle of numerical equality, 
and the number of members of the Ministry was raised from 
nine to twelve, the People's Party and tfie Liberal-Union Party 
obtaining equal representation in it. The personnel of the 
Ministry is as follows : People's Party — Rt. Hon. Sir Edward 
Alorris, Hon. R. A. Squires, Hon. M. P. Cashin, Hon. J. R. 
Bennett, Hon. J. C. Crosbie, Hon. M. P. Gibbs ; Liberal-Union 
Party— Hon. W. F. Lloyd, Hon. VV. F. Coaker, Hon. J. A. 
Clift, Hon. W. J. Ellis, Hon. A. E. Hickman, Hon. W. W. 
Halfyard. It has been freely alleged and stated in newspapers 
that the underlying object of the formation of the National 
Ministry was the promotion of Union with the Dominion of 
Canada. That allegation is untrue. Confederation is no part 
of the policy of the National Ministry, and there is no intention 
of either sending a deputation to Canada to seek terras of 
union or of making any other kind of overtures. Whatever the 
future has in store for Newfoundland in that respect, it is 
neither a major nor a minor object of the Ministry to take any 
steps to promote such a union. The main object of the forma- 
tion of the Ministry was to aid in preserving the industrial and 
economical life of the country which was seriously menaced by

the submarine peril, and that preserv.ition depanded in a 
large measure on obtaining sufficient tonnage to i7K)ve our 
staple article to market. The difficulties in regard to Portugal 
and Spain are very great, but they are immensely greater in 
regard to Italy and Greece. A Committee was formed con- 
sisting of the Hon. J. C. Crosbie, Hon. W. F. Co.ikcr and Hon. 
A. E. Hickman, under the chairmanship of the first named, and 
they have been and are doing yeoman service in tacklirg this 
problem, particularly has the Hon. J. C. Crosbie gone whole- 
heartedly into this work. The difficulties are still great, but 
there is reasonable hope that me ins will be found to take our 
fish to preserve its value and to prevent what may have been 
a serious embarrassment. In connection with the same problem 
efforts are being made to induce men to offer their services for 
the mercantile marine which take our fish through the War 
Zones. . The Government undertakes to place merchant-sailors, 
who face the risks of the war zones, on the same footing, as 
regards pensions and provisions for dependents, as the Naval 
Reservists, and it is hoped that this will have the effect of aid- 
ing ship owners in the manning of their vessels. 

Turning to the war problem, a Department of Militia has 
been created with the Hon. j. R. Bennett placed at the head of 
it. The work which has been hitherto done largely by the 
Patriotic Association has now become too large and onerous to 
be directed by voluntary effort, and the need of bringing all the

uiiclions of the Patriotic Association under tlie head of some 
nc person has been a long fe t want. One of the most 
ii|iortant functions of the Dep^irtment of Militia will be the 
' 'Hslment of men to preserve the identity and integrity of the 
.Ntwfoundland Regiment. It is hoped that the campaign to be 
iinilcrlaken this Fall and Winter will have the desired effect 
,;iul will obviate any need to resort to o'.her means of filling t'le 
Milks of the Regiment. The Recruiting Committee has 
iiiidcri-d excellent services in the past and with the earnest co- 
iperalion of the Press and the Recruiting Committee with the 
>liiii.sf;r there is un expectation that the ranks of the Regiment

will be kept up in numerical strength. Another important work 
of that Department is the administration of pensions to disabled 
soldiers and sailors and allowances to the dependents of those 
who have fallen in the War. The task is indeed a gigantic one. 
It not only entails the e-xpenditure of a very large and increas- 
ingly large sum of money, but it will call for the exercise of 
utmost tact, care and attention of the commission which wiil be 
associated with the Minister of this work. As the expenditure 
of large sums of money for purposes of war necessarily takes 
the form of additional expenditure it called for the imposition 
of additional taxation. This the National Ministry was called 
upon to face at the last session of Parliament, and they faced 
it by passing through the Legislature the " Business Profits Act." 
Tliis form of taxation was new to Newfoundland and largely 
experimental. The object 

sought was to place the ^-^f-^rs'jr^r-^^ 

additional taxation on 
those best able to pay it. 
The experience of the next 
few months will show how 
far this object has been at- 
tained and how far it has 
fallen short, and the experi- 
ence thus gained will show 
the Government and the 
Legislature how far and in 
what respects it may be 
desirable to modify this 
legislation.

WJUR field exercises were finished, one bright day in 
■ ^^ Spring, when we were taking a long route march, 
at the rear of the battle front, in a beauitful part 
of France. It was still beautiful to look upon, 
notwithstanding that the German Barbarians, in 
their wild rush on Paris, passed over this historic 
ground, and repassed it after their severe defeat at the Battle of 
the Marne. 

The Germans travelled so quickly on these occasions that 
they were unable to satisfy their bfood-lust, and do all their 
customary wicked deeds when on the war-path. Under the 
sting of their severe defeat their passions were husbanded until 
they were able to make a stand again on the high ground fur- 
ther Eastward where they had entrenchments. 

Their damage here abouts was confined to searing the hearts 
of those inhabitants they came in contact with — searing so 
deeply that the memories of their frightfulness will remain as 
long as the French people of to-day will have any progeny. 

No trees were felled in these parts where we marched ; no 
houses were levelled to the ground ; no churches were robbed 
and devastated ; no priests were shot or enslaved ; no families 
were torn from their homes and sent into the enemies country 
to do forced labor. The British army was behind the Germans 
and the fear of what might be done to them forced the German 
retreat at a rapid pace. 

It was, therefore, a pleasant route march we were engaged 
in. The roads, like most French roads, were wide and well- 
kept. The land was gently undulating, fully cultivated and 
well settled. 

We passed a number of small villages and farming centres, 
where the people welcomed us, and then entered a long wood 
abounding in oak-trees, willows and chestnuts. 

When we emerged from this forest, charmed with the singing 
of the finches, starlings and other feathered musicians, and 
cheered by memories of the home-fires aroused by the odours 
of the burning pine logs, we came into a long, flat stretch of 
road, lined, in many places, by tali, slim poplars and mulberries. 

The sun began to make the atmosphere warmer at noon, and 
we were all glad to hear our captain call us to attention, and, 
latter, command us to halt and disband for lunch. 

Several members of my company strolled with me a little 
further along- the road, where it is crossed by a bridged stream, 
in which we hopped to find water to refill our canteens. 

We had not rested long when a lady came out from a nearby 
farm house and called us to her. 

She was plainly dressed and, I should judge, was well on in 
the twenties. Like most women we have seen in France, she 
was not really good-looking, judging from our standards. But 
what is lacking in the looks of French women is often made up 
by vivacity. 

As soon as we approached Yvonne de Peronne, — we quickly 
learnt her name — we could see she was a very sentimental and 
vivacious person. 

"Ah ! you are English soldiers!" she cried. 

" Newfoundlanders," we all replied. 

"So!" she exclaimed with great astonishment, " from la Terre 
Neuve .'" 

" Yes," some of us answered, " we have come to save Demo- 
cracy and help France." 

" Ah ! that is so brave of you ; " Yvonne, remarked, looking 
at us admiringly; then, turning to an eldery woman standing in 



the doorway of her home, she said smilingly : " \vh:it a hand- 
some lot of boys I " 

That embarrassed us. 

Yvonne at once saw the effects of her praise, and turning to 
us said : " So you have come across the Atlantic from la Terre 
Neuve to help France? That is splendid ! We all know about 
la Terre \cuve. The sailors at St. Malo, Treguier and 
Paimpol tell us much about the stormy Grand Banks and the 
fisheries." 

"It was from St. Pierre men that we learnt about France." 

" Ah ! " cried Yvonne, " listen to Botrel's song. He is our 
sailors' poet and sings often about Newfoundland and St. 
Pierre. Listen I " 

Sitting at the piano she sang : 

" Poor little fisher-boys, will you put to sea 

Another year, for Newfoundland, to meet much misery ?" 

" Why, yes — our fathers did the same, our children too will go. 

And sail, like us, to Newfoundland, from sunny St. Malo." 

Yvonne sang that to us so prettily that we had to implore her 
to sing the whole song. 

"The Little Fisherboys " has a fine sea melody and is very 
popular in Brittany. But it strongly shows the Celtic love for 
melancholic brooding and when Yvonne came to the verse 
running : — 

" Between Cape Rouge and far Langlade, upon the Isle of Dogs, 
Is our appointed meeting place amid the mists and fogs." 

We could see by the wistful glances she shot at us that the 
words aroused much sorrow within her breast. They seemed 
to remind her that sailors and fishermen also, as she learnt by 
listening to their prayers for intercession to St. Rosalie, St. 
Corentin, St. Thenenan and St. Gilda, have sufferings like 
soldiers ; for uncertain are the lots of the sens of women, and 
hard even as their mother's lots are hard. 

Turning to her companion, Yvonne said, " Marie, these boys 
are tired and hungry, bring them some wine." 

We begged her not to trouble ; but she would not deny her- 
self the pleasure of comforting us. 

The little square tiled house in which Yvonne lived, was a 
typical farm house in this district. It was built of grey lime- 
stone and had two floors. A veranda ran a part of the way in 
front like a large porch. In the rear we noticed several large 
out-buildings for the servants. White curtains draped the little 
square-paned windows, which were furnished with old-fashioned 
wooden shutters, painted green, and on the window sills were 
boxes of flowering plants. 

Gardens with many familiar flowers were arranged in front 
of this snug little home, and we saw flowering here our old 
home favourites — poppies, violets, geraniums, marguariies and 
mignionettes — -all gaily telling us that the love of flowers is 
universal. 

We learnt later that this farm had belonged to Yvonne's 
ancestors for many generations. Her parents, and grand parents, 
like those of her neighbors, were all born and reared here, had 
their strenous little days and were then buried in the village 
cemetry where their tombstoties can be seen. It is astonishing 
how many families the fecund farming lands of France support 
in coinfort. Nature is most prodigal here. 

Marie called us to enter the house. 

The large table in the living room was loaded with good 
things. It is pleasant to see how generously the country people 
in France treat the British soldiers whom they recognize as the 
saviours of France. 

We protested against partaking of the banquet placed before 
us. But it was of no avail. Our hostess was grateful and would 
not be denied the expression of her gratitude to the Newfound- 
landers. 

Our chaps fell upon the viands, it has to be said, like a pack 
of huskies when given some seal-meat after a long sled journey 
over rough ice on the Labrador. The men were hungry and

.sometimes occur m the lives of soldiers on active service when 
such eagerness is easily pardoned. 

Many pleasantries were bandied during the meal, and when 
we had finished, \ vonne opened the piano and sang us a lovely 
French song. -^ 

I wondered, while she was singing, whether she was alone in 
the world : or whether other members of her family shared her 
comfortable little home. Her kindness, the manner of her wel- 
come, the ease wiih which she made the strangers from New- 
foundland feel like being among the home-like associations of 
an old friend's house, made each of us long to know more about 
this generous French woman. 

In the short time we had known our hostess her character had 
greatly impressed us. Her kindness and especially her vivacity— 
a new quality in women which we have found here— greatly 
influenced us. It is a wonderfully attractive quality which leads 
them to become active and very pleasant companions of men — 
the result. I believe it is, of some extraordinary blending of the 
best features of the heart and mind ; an additional sense, per- 
haps, which is designed to make those favored beings who 
rightly possess it completely adorable. 

Yvonne was a typical Pict— but she was not beautiful. Of 
medium height, she had an impressive countenance, an oval face 
with olive-complexion skin, bright dark eyes and heavy eyelashes^ 
all crowned with a wealth of black silk hair nicely tied on the 
head. Compared with the Scotch girls we knew in Inverness, 
Aberdeen and Ayre, she could not be classed with the beauties ; 
but her vivacious manners and comaraderie charmed us as we 
had never before been charmed. 

As we studied ^hei we asked ourselves whether it was her 
sparkling eyes that so rapidly bound us to her in friendship, or 
her quick wit — her repartee — her sympathetic and wistful smiles 
— her constant and agreeable efforts to please — the subtle skill 
she exercised in keeping us at ease in these strange surround- 
ings, feeling as we felt long ago, as it now seems, in our home- 
land, when we visited the friends of our youth. 

Thoughts like those passed rapidly through our minds when 
we were in her presence; because there was something different 
in her character to what we had noticed in other women. But 
we could not single out one prevailing character that charmed 
us. It was what we have since declared to be that aggregation 
of charms which we find in French women in all stations in life 
and called vivacity ; or, as one of our men described it, the 
irradiance of life, of joy and of hope. 

Yvonne was being pressed to sing another song when a young 
girl friend came into the room. She had a message for Yvonne 
— a message of sorrow, as most French messages now are. 

"Ah! the sadness of it all will rend my heart," exclaimed 
Yvonne as she read the message, " she was the last of the Saint- 
Yves ! " 

Sighing as she turned to us, she introduced her young friend 
as Elaine Olivant. 

Elaine courtesied. 

■ '■ Now gentlemen," Yvonne said, " I must tell you what the 
Boches have done to our dear neighbors the Saint-Yves family." 

"You noticed," she proceeded, "just before you marched 
through the forest of Carhaux, on the right hand side, about a 
mile back from the main road, a large, single-storied house 
surrounded by trees ? It is the Chateau de Marvail, the ances- 
tral home of the Saint- Yves— one of the old land-marks in this 
district.

He was a Major in the 29th Infantry Regiment. Leading his 
men in a terribly wild charge, he was shot down by a machine 
gunner, like many other men belonging to his brave Regiment. 



" His family heard of his death several weeks later when it 
was in retreat at St. Cloud, near Paris. This cruel tragedy 
affected Paul's old mother so greatly that she sickened, became 
paralized and soon died. Thus the family troubles began to 
grow. 

" They are immortal, all of the gallant men of the French 
and British armies who lost their lives in the Battle of the 
Marne, the most important, and the most glorious battle in 
history. That battle restored France's position in the world, 
gave our country a new and splendid lease of life, and above 
all, saved humanity. 

" That battle cleared the Germans away from this district and 
we were soon able to return from Paris." 

" But our neighbors were all called to the colors. Some of 
them fell in many of the fights throughout France. No family 
escaped and all are mourning at least one soldier. 

"When Madame Saint- Yves returned, shortly after we did, 
she was a different person to the generous, happy Cynthia of 
former days. Ah, how the war has changed everything 1" 

"Our friends most of all," interjected Elaine, who had been 
listening with keen interest to Yvonne's recital, " our friends 
seem different people now, just as France is different." 

" Cynthia had thoughts just like those when she came back 
here and she said to me, 'oh, Yvonne, France and all 
people are now so different. What awful powers have bruta: .,■ 
and grief 1 ' Aye, I answered, and particularly German brutality 
which seems to be everywhere particularly envenomed." 

" There was something in the tone of Cynthia's voice when 
she was saying the above words that indicated to me the depth 
of her anguish, the profundity of her anticipalion of impending 
tribulations and premonition of death." 

"Cynthia was temperamental," exclaimed Elaine, " and was 
easily impressed." 

" Yes," replied Yvonne, " but she had a sympathetic kindness 
that endeared her to all and intensified, unhappily, her own 
sorrows."

We could understand how all the martyr- 
dom, suffered by the French people through the wolf-like pro- 
pensities of the rapacious Teutons has refined and reinforced 
the good characteristics and the spirit of the French. Those

cinoiions than any aroused by tliesc over-power them, they be- 
come the subjects of spontaneous and very pressing desires to 
express themselves in better and nobler lives, to live in a hum- 
bler and more unselfish manner, to be more humahe in their 
intercourse with their fellows and become broader minded 
patriots than they were before they were touched by the war's 
regenerative forces. 

There was a deep silence when Elaine finished, 
seemed to move ever so slow, 
our sorrowing hostess and rejoining the Regiment. 

But none of us could make the effort to speak. All of us re- 
mained in pensive attitudes mesmerized by conflicting thoughts. 
The ticking of the clock, which was now distinctly heard, did 
not mark the passing of time. It seemed to have the function 
of exerting a pedal-like action in prolonging and spreading the 
pervading gloom. 

The canary on its perch in the cage uttered no song. 
The ladies did not stir. 

In these sorrowful circumstances, we reflected on the wrecking 
of this French family, and thought of the many families this war 
will rob the world of. Those of us who were blessed with sharp 
imaginations, pictured, in most vivid objectively, the decline and 
extinction of the Saint- Yves, and we were thoroughly moved 
to pity, so that, suggested by the words of Elaine's requiem, our 
minds were seized with a phrase which lingered, and was con- 
tinuously repeated, as we seemed to say : " May God in his 
great beneficence bless their souls 1" 



Later we heard footsteps approaching the house. Then the 
door opened and a young French officer entered singing a mili- 
tary song set to the music of the famous march, " The Sambre 
and the Meuse." He was surprised on noticing our men and 



bowed to us. The ladies screamed with delight on seeing him. 
and we noticed that Yvonne almost kissed him when she weii' 
to greet him. 

This visitor's entrance into the house destroyed the melan- 
choly sentiments we were harbouring, and his joyfulness v,'a ^ 
like the bright sunshine we sometimes see shining in the blue 
heavens far beyond the dark clouds in the skies. 

The new comer was introduced to us as Sous-Lieutenant 
Gaspard Ayral, of the 41st Artillery. 

He was a truly jolly chap and splendid company. 
Sitting down at the piano he sang, and talked and joked. 
Coming straight from the front, he was full of life and joviality — 
just as a soldier should be. 

Elaine said to me, with a bright sparkle in her eye, " He is 
Yvonne's ajnoreaux." 

And Yvonne became very cheerful. 

Amidst this joyfulness we heard our bugle sound the " fall in." 
and we had to rush away into the road to rejoin the regiment. 
It was hard to tear ourselves away from our kind friends; but 
military commands in war-time must be obeyed most carefully. 

Yvonne, Elaine and Lieut. Ayral came out into the garden to 
bid us Aue Rtvoir. 

When I took Elaine's hand in mine and said good bye, she 
withdrew it quickly to pin a spray of mignonette and forget-me- 
not to my coat. 

And the inspiration of this pretty compliment was fully 
appreciated ! 

Kind, indeed, and so very deep was her sympathy. 
We quickly fell in and, when we resumed our march to 
camp after this little episode of the day, we realized more 
clearly than before the extraordinary pranks Faith plays with 
us, how slender are threads binding Love and Death, Joy and 
Sorrow and how rapidly the equilibrium of life may be destroyed 
by the most insignificant, or at least the most inscrutable 
happenings, and the most whimsical ironies.

If the applicant does not reside in St. John's, the Passport may 
be sent by post, and a Postal Order for $2.t^o should in that 
case accompany the application. POSTAGE STAMPS WILL 
NOT BE RECEIVED IN PAYMENT. 

3. Passports are granted — 

(i) To natural-born British subjects; 

(2) To the wives and widows of such persons ; and 

(3) ' To persons naturalized in the United Kingdom, in 

the British Colonies, or in India. 

A married woman is deemed to be a subject of the State of 
which her husband is for the time being a subject. 

4. Passports are granted — 

(i) In the case of natural-born British subjects and 
persons naturalized in Newfoundland, upon the 
production of a Declaration by the applicant in the 
authorized form verified by a Declaration made by 
a member or official of any Banking Firm establish- 
ed in Newfoundland, or by any Mayor, Magistrate, 
Justice of the Peace, Minister of Religion, Barrister- 
at-Law Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary 
Public, resident in Newfoundland. The applicant's 
Certificate of Birth and other evidence may also be 
required. 

(2) In the case of children under the age of 19 years 
a separate Passport, upon production of a Declara- 
tion made by the child's parent or guardian, in a 
Form (B), to be obtained upon application to the 
Office of the Colonial Secretary. 

(3) In the case of persons naturalized in the United 
Kingdom or in any of the British Self-governing 
Colonies, upon production of a Recommendation 
from the Colonial Office, or the High Commissioner 
or Agent-General in London of the State concerned ; 
and in the case of natives of British India, and per- 
sons naturalized therein, upon production of a 
Letter of Recommendation from the India Office. 
Persons naturalized in any of the Crown Colonies 
must obtain a Letter of Recommendation from the 
Colonial Office. 

5. If the applicant for a Passport be a Naturalized British 
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For the information of persons belonging to Newfoundland 
who propose to go to the United States of America, notice is 
hereby given that the immigration Laws of the United States, 
which came into effect on the first May last, provide : 

1. That all aliens entering the United States shall pay a tax 
of $8, but children under sixteen years of age, accompanying 
their father or their mother, shall not be subject to such tax. 
In the case of persons not remaining sixty days in the United 
States, the said tax will be returned upon their leaving the 
country. 

2. All aliens over sixteen years of age, who cannot read the 
English language, or some other language, will not be permitted 
to enter. 

3. Amongst other classes of aliens not admitted into the 
United States are the following : — idiots, insane, epileptic, pau- 
pers, those physically defective and childen under sixteen who 
are unaccompanied. 

Cases have been brought to the notice of the Government where 
Newfoundlanders for one or other of the above reasons have 
been refused admission to the United States, and much disap- 
pointment and inconvenience, as well as expense, has been the 
result.

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The Recruiting Committee of the Patriotic Asso- 
ciation deem it necessary that the King's subjects 
in Newfoundland should be made acquainted with 
the present condition of afl'airs and that, by a full 
knowledge of the needs of Empire, the patriotism of 
the Colony may be stimulated. 

From the beginning of the war now in progress, 
voluntary enlistment has been the basis upon which 
has been built up the Naval and Military contin- 
gents from Ne\vfoundland. We have se'nt 1500 
men for the Navy and 3000 for the Army. Not a 
few have been decorated for bravery and all have 
sustained the highest traditions of the Empire and 
won for themselves and for the Colony undying 
fame. 

In the North Sea, on the Atlantic, on trade 
routes and wherever duty has demanded, our Naval 
volunteers have acquitted themselves with dis- 
tinction. 

Wherever the Regiment has been called on to 
discharge its duty it has won unstinted praise. 

But more men are needed to finish the work, to 
overwhelm the enemy, and secure the blessings of a 
lasting peace. We therefore appeal to the men of 
Newfoundland to offer themselves for service and to 
furnish His Majesty the King with a portion of that 
help which the Mother Country deems necessary to 
accomplish this result. 

The obligation rests upon us to furnish reserves 
to fill the ranks, and our comparative immunity 
from the consequences of a state of war must not 
be allowed to blind us to the stern need of more 
men, not alone that victory may be secured but that 
Newfoundland's place in the Colonial Empire of 
Great Britain may be assured. It must not be said 
of us that the blood shed and the treasure expended 
has been in vain ; but if the response which is 
anticipated be fully realized it will be blazoned to 
the remotest dependency of the Crown that the 
boast of this Colony has been well justified most 
ancient and most loyal.

1 — Every instrument shall be stamped on its face. 
2 — Cancellation of Stamps shall be made by person cancel- 
ling by writing name or initials, with date, accross Stamp. 

3 — Pills of Exchange, Cheques, and Promissory Notes, Bills 
of Lading, Shipping Receipts, Charter Parties, and Receipts 
for Money, shall be stamped, and the Stamps thereon can- 
celled : 

(i) Bills of Exchange, Cheques and Promissory Notes drawn 
in the Colony by the person signing the same. Provided 
that in the case of a Banker, the Banker to whom it is 
presented for payment may, if it is unstamped, stamp 
the same and cancel the stamp. 

(2) Bills of Exchange, Cheques and Promissory Notes drawn 

or made outside the Colony by the person into whose 
hands same shall come before the same is paid or 
negotiated. 

(3) Bills of Lading and Shipping Receipts by the shipper. 
Provided that if presented unstamped they may be 
stamped by person receiving same. 

(4) Charter Parties by the Charterer. 

(5) Receipts for sums of Money over $10.00, by the person 
signing the same. 

4 — The person on whom the obligation to stamp and cancel 
is imposed by these Rules, shall be deemed to be a person 
issuing an instrument, and if he issifes such an instrument 
without its proper stamp or without properly cancelling same, 
he shall be liable to the penalties imposed by Section 23 of the 
Act 61 Victoria, Cap. 14, entitled " An Act respecting the pay- 
men of certain fees and charges by stamps."

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UxDER the provisions of the Inspection of Foods Act, the 
following Regulations respecting the sale of condensed or eva- 
porated milk were approved, namely : — 

I. — No person shall sell, or offer or expose for sale, any con- 
densed or evaporated milk containing less than eight per cent. 
of railk fat. 

2. — The Medical Health Officer, Government Analyst, or any 
Inspector appointed for the purposes of the Inspection of Foods 
Act, may enter any store or any other place where any con- 
densed or evaporated milk is kept or exposed for sale, and may 
take or purchase any reasonable sample of such condensed or 
evaporated milk for the purpose ot having the same analysed. 

3. — Any person who shall sell, or offer for sale, or expose 
for sale any condensed or evaporated milk which is found on 
analysis by the Government Analyst to contain less than eight 
per cent, of milk-fat, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
One Hundred Dollars, or in default of payment, to imprison- 
ment for a period not exceeding thirty days. 

4. — These- Regulations shall come into effect on the First 

day of January, 1918.

nates his fellows, softens manners, elevates 
minds, and teaches justice, a beautiful and sub- 
lime science. ]]ut the warrior makes us observe justice. His 
object is to procure us the lirst and sweetest blessings, peace, 
gentlest peace, so necessary to human happiness. This peace, 
adorable blessing, gift divine, full source of happiness, is the 
object of war. The soldier labours to procure this and, 
therefore, the soldier performs the most valuable labour in the 
world.'' — Miguel de Cervanes. 

The present war differs from all other wars, because it funda- 
mentally involves the question whether the world shall be gov- 
erned by morality or immorality, by German military' kultur 
which holds that might is right, or by the democratic Christian 
world's principles of benevolent sympathy and equal justice 
founded on the inalienable rights of man. When England, 
France or America calls for soldiers, the call is for cavaliers to 
defend the most cherished basic rights of humanity against the 
degenerate assaults of the barbaric" German hords. We have 
seen how Britain's millions of heroes gaily went forth to block 
the iniquitous Teutons' barbarous designs, how nobly the 
French forces fought and fell, and we are now seeing America 
stripping for the fight. And from our observations we are able 
to gain an insight into the feelings, the emotions, the intimate 
heart thoughts of the great souls who are standing in the breach 
against the Prussian savages. 

Alan Seeger, a young American who joined the French 
Foreign Legion early in the war, has left us, besides his poems, 
a number of letters in which he expresses his inmost thoughts 
when on the battlefield and in the impressive presence of death. 
Before he volunteered he was a student at Harvard University, 
where he enjoyed life through books. Writing to his mother 
from the trenches he said : " My life at Harvard was intellectual 
to the exclusion of almost ereryttiing else. The events of that life 
were positive adventures to me. Few, I am sure, have known 
more than I did then the employment of intellect as an instru- 
ment of pleasure. 1 shut myself off completely from the social 
life of the University. . . . At an age when social instincts 
are usually most lively, I came to understand the pleasures of 
solitude. My books were my friends. The opening to me of 
the shelves of the College library, a rare privilege, was like 
opening the gates of an earthly paradise. ... I never regret 
those years. Their pleasures were tranquil and pure. Their 
desires were simple and all the means of satisfying them were 
at hand." 

But when the Barbarians of the North began to crush Belgium 
and over-run France, the chivalrous heart of this intellectual 
sensualist was touched and he went to France and joined the 
First Brigade of the Moroccan Division of the French Army. 
He yielded to the promptings of his heart; for he believed, as 
he wrote to a friend : " If ever you find yourself suddenly de- 
voured by a divine passion, consult your heart. Yield to your 
instincts. Possessed by the force which holds the stars in their 
orbits, you cannot err. For it is Nature that is asserting itself 
in you, and in Nature alone is Truth. What though your aban- 
donment to it bring deception and unhappiness you have en- 
riched your life with some particle of a beauty that can never 
fade. For love is the sun of life. The soul that draws near to 
it is beautiful as "Venus, whose rays, so close it is, are never 
seen but mingled with the sun's own. The lives that deny it 
are like Neptune or those dead planets still farther off, if such 
there be, wandering around in the cold, outer spheres, without 
greeness, without warmth, without joy." 

His soul, however, craved joy, and when his heart prompted 
him to be a champion of civilization he hastened to war to 
battle for moral order, for the Christian virtues and for the 
brotherhood of man. 

When his mother wrote, expressing her fears that she might 



never see him again, this is what he wrote to her: 

" Magneux, France, June i8, 1915. 
Dearest Mother : 

I am not thinking of anything else but the business on hand, 
and if I write, it is only to divert the tedium of the trenches and 
to get a little intellectual exercise of which one stands so much 
in need of now. You must not be anxious about my not com- 
ing back. The chances are about ten to one that I will. But if 
I should not, you must be proud, like a Spartan mother, and fee) 
that it is your contribution to the triumph of the cause whose 
righteousness you feel so keenly. Everybody should take part 
in this struggle which is to have so decisive an effect, not only 
on the nations engaged but on all humanity. There should be 
no neutrals but everyone should bear some part of the burden. 
If so large a part should fall to your share, you would be in so 
far superior to other women and should be corresponding])' 
proud. There would be nothing to regret; for I could not have 
done better. Death is not terrible after all. It may mean some- 
thing even more wonderful than life. It cannot possibly mean 
anything worse to the good soldier. So do not be unhappy, 
mother, but no matter what happens walk with your head high 
and glory in your large share of whatever credit the world may 
give me. . . . ." 

There, in those fine, consoling words, written on the battle- 
field under the booming guns, we see bared the calm brave sou) 
of one of the very bravest of the brave, one who passionately 
enjoyed life, but who enjoyed honor more — bared as clearly as 
any soul can be bared either by words or deeds. 

A few months after this letter was wiitten, another last letter 
of a hero to his mother was penned in France by Lieut. Eric 
Townsend. The wording is different, but the thoughts are 
similar to those expressed by Alan Seeger. He firmly believed 
the honest soldiers mission is divine, and that the brave will live 
forever. Here is his letter : 
" Dearest Mother and Father : 

You are reading this letter because I have gone under. 

Of course, I know you will be terribly cut up, and that it will 
be a long time before you get over it, but get over it you must. 
You must be imbued with the spirit of the navy and the army 
to ' carry on.' You will still have dear little Donald, who is 
safe, at any rate for some while. If he should ever have to go 
on active service I somehow feel that his invariable good luck 
will bring him through. 

You must console yourselves with the thought that I am 
happy, whereas if I had lived — -who knows? 

But for this war I and all the others would have passed into 
oblivion like the coundess myriads before us. We should have 
gone about our trifling business, eating, drinking, sleeping, 
hoping, marrying, giving in marriage, and finally dying with no 
more achieved than when we were born, with the world no 
different from what they found it. 

But we shall live forever in the results of our efforts. 

We shall live as those who by their sacrifice won the great war. 
Our spirits and our memories shall endure in the proud position 
Britain shall hold in the future. The measure of life is not its 
span, but the use made of it. I did not make much use of my 
life before the war, but I think I have done so now. 

Well, I have talked a lot of rot which must have given you 
great pain to read and which will not bring you much comfort. 
I had intended to try and say words of comfort, but that scarcely 
being possible, it has drifted into a sort of confession of faith. 

To me has been given the easier task ; to you is given the 
more difficult— that of living in sorrow. Be of good courage 
that at the end you may give a good account. 

Kiss Donald for me. 

Adieu, best of parents. Your loving son, ERIC. 

Sept. 8, 1916." 

This hero found himself during the war. His hfe was aimless 
until the booming of the guns and the carnage at the front 
made him see there is much more in life than merely physical 
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The attention of the Public is directed to the

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existence. Man owes a serious duty to the state to which he 
belongs And when he fights for it as a true soldier and sacri- 
fices his hfe, then his glorious reward will indeed be in the proud 
position to which his country, partly by his own efforts however 
small they might have seemed, shall attain after the war. 

This war has shown how potently Christian humanity has 
hound mankind together. England and France have been 
linked through the peril of barbaric power threatening their 
peaceful freedom and their generous and noble ideals. And 
these two Christian nations have been brought to feel a cordial 
relationship with the great mystical soul of Russia. Whole 
nations as well as men have been spiritually awakened by the 
great conflagration and in making their souls bare. 

We must not, however, think while watching the heroism of 
men that only men are brave. Edith Cavell and many other 
women have shown us that women can also be brave when 
confronted with great crises. Read this magnificent letter 
written by a French woman to her only son, a boy under twenty 
years of age, after he had been sent into the trenches : 

" My Dearest Child, — 1 am almost dumb in thy presence, as 
I am afraid to break down while speaking, and thus weaken 
thy courage, of which I am so proud I 

However, my heart is very full, and I would not let thee go 
without thy having at least an echo of all that vibrates in my 
heart for thee. 

Go, my dear child, to duty and sacrifice. Thou shalt take, 
away with thee my smile and my blessing. 

Be brave, submissive, patient in spite of all trials : it is for 
our France ! Be not spareful of thy strength on her behalf. 

But, in the measure of the possible, be prudent. Do not trifle 
with health and life ; it is for us I ask this of thee. 

Be kind to thy comrades, devoted to thy officers and merciful 
to the disabled enemy : it is a humane duty. 

Remember God, to whom I am going to pray so much on thy 
behalf I He alone is the righteous Judge; and His mercy is 
granted to whomsoever seeks Him honestly. If [ knew thee to 
be in His full grace, with the faith and purity of thy first Com- 
munion, my heart would be less broken in saying au revoir, 
because that au revoir would, whatever may happen, remain as 
ray cloudless hope. 

Keep this, my dear boy, as the will of my motherly tender- 
ness. Keep it near thy heart and in the hour of solitude thou 
wilt find the kiss which I put here. 

Yes, at this solemn hour 1 bless thee from my deepest soul, 
and I ask thee, as I asked God at thy birth, as I shall ever ask 
Him, that thou be faithful to the motto which has been mine 
from my youth up, through my whole life : ' For my Country, 
my Family and my Duty.' 

Thy mother who loves thee so much." 

These letters, written with so much anguish of soul, speak to 
us with the greatest eloquence. What literary artist with all the 
aids of rhetoric could write such a splendid letter as that French 
mother? When the soul speaks its words are always eloquent 
and the speaker needs no art to express and exemplify his feel- 
ings. The mirror of the soul is plainly seen in the words and 
in its crj-stlline phrases. What could be more expressive, 
braver, more natural than the magnificent opening sentence of 
the above letter : " I am almost dumb in thy presence. . . . 
I am afraid to break down while speaking, and thus to weaken 
thy courage, of which I am so proud!" A life's study in the 
world's greatest library, furnished with all the best books ever 
printed, could not teach us to write a better paragraph than that, 
or one that in brief expresses so much, so gracefully and with 
such supreme eloquence. And do we not feel, as we read that 
charming note, that the boy's brave mother experiences all the 
excitement and grandeur of battle through him and would not, 
if she could, have foregone the experience? And her experience 
was not singular, it is the common experience of the mothers 
who inspire the souls of gallant men. 

With what ineffable love must Signora Borsi have received the 
following letter from her son — Giosue Borsi — a young Italian 
soldier after his death in the Battle of the Isonzo last year? It 
is a long letter and only a part can be reprinted here. The 
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splendour of the boy's soul, however, and his remarkable gifts 
of expression can be gauged from the following: 

"Mother: This letter, which you will received only in case 
that I Should fall in this battle, I am writing in an advanced 
trench, where I have been since last night, with my soldiers, in 
expectation of the order to cross the river and move to tiie 
attack. 

I am calm, perfectly serene, and firmly resolved to do my 
duty in full and to the last, like a brave and good soldier, confi- 
dent to the utmost of our final unfailing victory ; although I am 
not equally sure that I will live to see it. But this uncertainty 
does not (rouble me in the least, nor has it any terror for me. I 
am happy in offering my life to my country ; I am proud to 
spend it for so noble a purpose, and I know not how to thank 
Divine Providence for the opportunity— which I deem an hon- 
our — afforded me, on this fulgent autumnal day, in the midst of 
. this enchanting valley of our Julian Venetia, while I am in the 
prime of life, in the fulness of my physical and mental powers, 
to fight in this holy war for liberty and justice. All is propitious 
to me, all is favorable to die a beautiful and glorious death ; the 
weather, the place, the season, the opportunity, the age. A better 
end could not have crowned my life, and I feel the pleasurp r,f 
having made a good and grncr'.ui^ ire -if it. \ht tir,', ^licvn i:>-:r 
my death, mother, or else you will offend my good fortune. Do 
not weep, mother, for it is written in Heaven that I should die. 
Do not mourn for me, mother; for then you would regret my 
happiness. I am not to be mourned but envied. 

You know the ineffable hopes that give me comfort because 
they are the very same hopes in which you also have 
placed all that is dear to you. When you read these words, I 
will be free, unfettered and in a safe place, quite far from the 
miseries of this world. My struggling will be finished and I 
shall be peaceful ; my daily death shall have come to an end, 
and I shall have reached the place on high, to the life without 
end where the good soldiers go. I shall be face to face with the 
Judge whom I have greatly feared, with the Lord whom I have 
greatly loved. 

Think of it, mother o' mine, when you are reading these lines. 
. . . No, no, don't cry, good and saintly mother ; but be 
brave as you have always been. Should the pleasure of having 
offered to our adored Italy, this glorious country, this land pre- 
destined by God, should the pleasure of having offered the 
sacrifice of this life of one of your sons be not sufficient for you, 
remember, nevertheless, that you must not rebel, not even for an 
instant, against the divinely loving decrees of our Lord. . . . 

In the world there are so many battles to fight, for love, for 
justice, for liberty, for our ideals, and for a time, I must confess, 
I presumptuously believed myself predestined and assigned to 
the arduous and terrible task of winning one or other of these 
battles. 

All this was, I fully admit, beautiful, flattering desirable ; but 
it cannot compare with my present lot. This is really true, and 
indeed I cannot say how I would be distressed if you thought 
otherwise. At the same time I must confess that I found I'^e a 
long and continuous struggle. It is a sad, painful and annoying 
duty, a long exile in the uncertainty of our own lot. In order 
that life might go quickly in accordance with my wishes, and 
without leaving me a thousand disappointments, there would be 
need of many very rare and difficult occurrences. Besides, I am 
and feel weak. I have little confidence in myself. The whole batde 
against the ingratitude and wickedness of the world would not 
have frightened me as much as the battle against myself. It is 
better, therefore, dear mother, as it has happened. God, in his 
infinite goodness has reserved for me just the destiny that was 
fit for me ; a destiny that is easy, sweet, honourable, rapid ; to 
die in battle for my country. 

With this beautiful past, fulfilling the most desired of all 
duties as a good citizen and champion of liberty, I retire amidst 
the good remembrances of those who loved me. . . . 

I will now speak of forgiveness, mother, and to you have only 
one simple request to make in all humility. Forgive me. For- 
give me all the sorrows that I have caused you ; all the agonies 
that you have suffered on my account, every time I have been

The attention of Owners and Masters of British 
Ships is called to the 74th Section of the " Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, 1894." 

74. — (i) A Ship i>elonging to a British subject 
shall hoist the proper national colours — 

(a) on a signal being made to her by one of His 
Majesty's ships (including any vessel under the 
command of an officer of His Majesty's navy 
on full pay), and 

( b) on entering or leaving any foreign port, and 

(c) if of fifty tons gross tonnage or upwards, on 
entering or leaving any British Port. 

( 2) If default is made on board any such ship in 
complying with this section, the master of the ship 
shall for each offence be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred pounds. 

At this time of war it is necessary for every Brit- 
ish Ship to hoist the colours and heave to if signal- 
led by a British Warship ; if a vessel hoists no 
colours and runs away, it is liable to be fired upon.

Under the Provisions of the War Measure Act, 
1914, His Excellency the Governor in Council has 
been pleased to order as follows : — 

1. The Colonial Secretary may, if he considers it expedient 
so to do, appoint a person to be Censor of the writings, copy or 
matter printed or the publications issued at any printing house, 
printing establishment or works, and any person so appointed 
shall have the right to enter and visit the premises with any 
assistant or assistants, from time to time, and remain there for 
such time or times as may be reasonably necessary, and to ex- 
amine, consider, approve or reject any writing, copy or matter 
printed or proposed to be printed at or issued for publication 
from the said premises, and, after the appointment of any such 
person and the notification thereof to the proprietor, manager or 
person in charge of the said premises, no writing, copy or other 
matter shall be printed there or issued for publication therefrom 

, which is not approved by the person so appointed as Censor, 
and any such printing or issue for publication, without such 
approval, shall be deemed to be a contravention of this order. 

2. The printing or circulation or procuring to be printed or 
circulated of any letter, communication, report or news concern- 
ing the operations of the present war or the movement of any 
of the forces, naval or military, of His Majesty or of His 
Majesty's Allies, or as to any of the naval or military forces or 
operations of His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies connected 
with or for the purpose of the war, or criticising or commenting 
upon the policv, proceedings or action of the Government or 
any neutral state, if such printing or circulation or any of th;e 
statements contained in such letter, communication, report or 
news be likely to cause disaffection to His Majesty or to prevent, 
hinder or interfeie with the success of the forces by land or by 
sea of His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or to prejudice 
His Majesty's relations with any foreign state or otherwise to 
assist or encourage the enemy, or to prevent, embarass or hinder 
the successful prosecution of the war, shall be deemed to be a 
contravention of this order, and, in any prosecution for or in 
respect of any such offence instituted by the authority of the 
Attorney General, it shall be presumed, in the absence of proof 
to the contrary, that the printing or circulation of the statements 
in respect of which the prosecution is brought were likely to 
cause disaffection to His Majesty or to prevent, hinder or inter- 
fere with the success of the forces by land or by sea of His 
Majesty or of His Majesy's Allies or to prejudice His Majesty's 
relations with a foreign state, or otherwise to assist or encourage 
the enemy or to prevent, embarass or hinder the successful 
prosecution of the war. 

3. For any contravention of this order the offender shall be 
liable upon indictment to imprisonment for a term not exceed- 
ing two years, and to a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, 
or upon summary conviction to imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding six months, and a fine not exceeding two thousand 
dollars ; and the proprietor of the premises, and every director 
or officer of any corporation controlling or operating the pre 
mises, where any such offence is committed, shall also severally 
be liable upon indictment or summary conviction to imprison- 
ment and fine as foresaid. Moreover, all copies of any book, 
newspaper, periodical, pamphlet, or tract printed, issued, circu 



lated or published in contravention of this order, in the posses- 
sion of whomsoever they may be, may be seized and destroyed 
by any peace officer, and, if the Colonial Secretary so direct, 
the printing presses, plant and machinery within or connected 
with the premises shall be seized, and the premises may be 
closed indefinitely or for such period as the Colonial Secretary 
may name.

Under the provisions of Section Six of the War Measures 
Act, 1914, His Excellency the Governor in Council has been 
pleased to approve the following Rules and Regulations : 

1. No person shall without lawful authority, publish or com-' 
municate any information with respect to the movement or dis- 
position of any of the forces, ships, or war materials of His 
Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or with respect to the plans of 
any naval or military operations by any such forces or ships, or 
with respect to any works or measures undertaken for or con- 
nected with the fortifications or defense of any place, if the 
information is such as is calculated to be or might be directly 
or indirectly useful to the enemy. 

2. No person shall, without the permission of the competent 
naval or military authority, make any photograph, sketch, plan, 
model or other representation of any of the forces or ships of 
His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or of any naval or 
military work, or of any dock or harbour work in or in connec- 
tion with any place in this Colony, and no person in the vicinity 
of such forces, ships or work, shall, without such permission, 
have in his possession any photographic or other apparatus, or 
other material or things suitable for use in making any such 
representation. For the purpose of this regulation, the expres- 
sion " Harbour work " includes lights, buoys, beacons, marks, 
and other things for the purpose of facilitating navigation in or 
into a harbour. 

3. No person shall, by word of mouth or in writing, spread 
reports likely to create disaffection or alarm among any of His 
Majesty's forces, or among the civilian population. 

4. Any person who attempts to commit, or procures, aid or 
abets, the commission of any act prohibited by the foregoing 
special regulations, or harbours any person whom he knows, or 
has reasonable grounds for supposing, to have acted in contra- 
vention of such regulations, shall be deemed to have acted in 
contravention of the regulations in like manner as if he had 
committed the act. 

5. No person shall, without lawful authority, sell, give, dis- 
tribute or permit the selling, giving or distributing of an news- 
paper, tract or pamphlet or any information which is forbidden 
to be published or communicated under paragraph one of theie 
Orders and Regulations. 

6. No person shall, without lawful authority, sell, give, dis- 
tribute or permit the selling, giving or distributing of any photo- 
graph, sketch, plan, model, or other representation which is for- 
bidden to be under paragraph two of these Orders and Regula- 
tions. 

7. Any person contravening any of the provisions of the 
foregoing Orders and Regulations shall be liable, upon summary 
conviction before a Stipendiary Magistrate, to a penalty not 
exceeding five thousand dollars, or imprisonment for any term 
not exceeding five years, or to both fine and imprisonment.

INFLAMMABLE OILS. 



IT IS AN OFFENCE punishable by a fine not exceeding $200 for any person to have 
in his possession or under his control or keep in any building in this Colony, except in a building 
whose site and construction are approved of by the Governor in Council, more than FIVE bar- 
rels or tierces, or an equivalent quantity of gasoline, parrififin, naptha or other inflammable oils. 

Within the limits of the town of St, John's, Harbor Grace, Carbonear and Brigus. the limit is 
two barrels or tierces or their equivalent, except in any building situate between southside of 
Water Street, St. John's, Harbor Grace or Carbonear or on board vessels in these harbors where 
the limit is FIVE barrels or tierces or their equivalent. ( See Inflammable Oils Act of 1897.) 

PROVIDED HOWEVER that it shall be lawful for any person to have in his possession 
a quantity of gasoline not exceeding fifty gallons, provided that such gasoline is kept in a secure 
iron can and stored in the open air, and that the can and the place of storage is approved by the 
Inspector General of Constabulary. Punishment on Conviction: A fine of fifty dollars or m de- 
fault of payment, imprisonment not exceeding three months. (See Inflammable Oils Act, 191 1.)

His 
Excellency the Governor in Council has been pleased to order 
that the following Regulations shall come into effect as and 
from the i^th day of JUNE, 1917.

1. The port and harbor of St. John's shall be clo.sed entirely 
to the entry of shipping at night from nightfall on the 15th June 
instant until further order. 

2. The Light at Cape Spear will be reduced in visibility, 
and the Light at Fort Amherst and the Leading Lights of 
St. John's will pe extinguished. 

3. Measures shall be taken so that the glare or upward 
reflection from street or other outdoor lights in the City of 
St. John's shall be reduced to twenty-iive per cent, of the 
normal. This Regulation will also apply to Bell Island, Con- 
ception Bay. 

4. No light shall be lit in any public building, shop, or 
private residence in the City of St. John's except the windows 
in such public building, shop or residence, are covered by 
suitable plinds or shades, so that the glare or reflection upon 
the heavens is reduced to twenty-five per cent, of the normal. 

5. No lights shall be lit upon any vessel or boat in the 
Harbor of St. John's unless suitably obscured. 

6. Head Lights used on any motor cars or motor cycles in 
or near the City of St. John's, or in or near any settlement in the 
Districts of St. John's East or West, or on any road approaching 
St. John's or on any of the said settlements, upon which lights 
may be visible at sea, shall be so obscured that the glare or 
upward reflection upon the heavens shall be reduced to twenty- 
five per rent, of the normal. Side lights on motor cars, motor 
cycles, or vehicles of any description must be obscured, and 
shall not be of greater strength than five candle power. 

7. It will be the duty of the members of the Constabulary 
to see that these Regulations are strictly enforced, and all 
orders issued by them for their better observance shall be forth- 
with carried out. 

8. It shall be the duty of the Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries to see that these Regulations are observed on all 
shipping in the Harbor of St. John's, and all orders issued by 
him for their better observance shall be forthwith carried ont. 

9. Every person convicted of a violation of these Rules and 
Regulations before a Stipendiary Magistrate or Justice of the 
Peace, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding $100, or in 
default of payment, to imprisonment not exceeding Three 
Months. 
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1. It shall be lawful for the duly qualified electors, resident within an 
area or district within this Colony, to present to the Governor in Coun- 
cil a petition or requisition in the form prescribed in the .Schedule to this 
Act, or as near thereto as may be, setting forth the limits or boundaries 
within which such area or district is comprised, and the names of the 
towns, harbours or settlements included therein, and praying for a Procla- 
mation prohibiting the keeping of dogs within such area or district. 

2. Such petition or requisition shall be sent to the nearest resident 
Stipendiary Magistrate, and shall be by him (after examination and certi- 
ficate as hereinafter provided) furnished to the Governor in Council. 

3. If, upon due scrutiny of such petition or requisition, the Stipendiary 
Magistrate shall find that the same contains the bona fide signatures of • 
majority of the duly qualified electors resident within the limits "t Iimih. ■ 
aries set forth in the said petition 01 requisition, he shall forthwith have a 
certificate to that effect endorsed upon or attached to the petition or re- 
quisition, and shall fonvard the same to the Governor in Council. 

4. Any Stipendiary Magistrate to whom such petition or requisition may 
be presented may, before certifying the same to the Governor in Council 
as aforesaid, require proof to be made before him of the bona fide signa- 
tures of any of the names subscribed to such petition, upon the oath of 
either the party whose name purports to be signed or of a witness to such 
signature. 

5. Upon receipt of any such petition or requisition containing the signa- 
tures of not less than one-third of the electors resident within any such 
area or district, certified as aforesaid, the Governor in Council shall issue 
a Proclamation or Public Notice prohibiting the keeping of dogs within 
such area or district. 

6. From and after the date prescribed in and by such Proclamation or 
Notice, it shall not be lawful for any person resident within such area or 
district, to keep, or have in his possession, or under his control, any dog 
within the area or district to which such Proclamation or Notice shall 
relate, under a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars or imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding three months. This prohibition shall not apply to any 
person or persons travelling or passing through such areas or districts and 
having a licensed dog or dogs in his or their possession, charge or control, 
and not at large.

These letters from the battle fields, written by soldiers close 
to death, brightly illumine the soldier's soul.

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'he attention of 'the Public is called to the following:— 

Survey of Pit-Props. 

The Governor in Council shall appoint persons to be Surveyors of Lumber, who shall, pre- 
viously to then- entering upon the duties of their office, give security to His Majesty, and shall 
be sworn before a Justice faithfully to discharge the duties of such ofifice. 

Where lumber is sold by the cord, as in the case of pit-props, a cord shall mean the quantity 
of round timber that can be properly piled within a space of one hundred and twenty-eight 
cubic feet, without deduction for air spaces between the logs. 

If any person shall deliver or cause to be delivered any pit-props being sold by admeasure- 
ment, before the same shall have been surveyed by a duly appointed Surveyor of Lumber, such 
person shall be subject to a penalty not exceeding twenty-five dollars for each offence. 

Whenever the actual cutter of pit-props shall sell the same by measurement, he shall, before 
delivering any such pit-props, cause the same to be surveyed by a duly appointed Surveyor of 
Lumber, under a penalty not exceeding twenty-five dollars for each offence. 

Surveyors of Lumber appointed as aforesaid shall, in the absence of any agreement to the 
contrary, be entitled to receive from the vendors of all pit-props surveyed and measured or 
marked as aforesaid, the following fee, namely — 

For every cord of wood, five cents. 

This Act shall come into operation on the first day of July, 19 16, and may be cited as the 
"Weights and Measures Act, 1916." 



Survey of Mining Locations. 

Within one year from the date on which notice is given by the applicant fora ninety-nine 
year lease of a mining location or locations to the Minister of Agriculture and Mines, that it is 
his intention to hold said land as provided by Section 47 of the said Crown Lands Act, 1903, 
such applicant shall, at his own expense, cause a survey of the location or locations referred to 
therein to be made by a Surveyor approved by the Minister of Agriculture and Mines, and shall 
cause a diagram thereof, with the notes of the Surveyor, to be filed in the Department of Agri- 
culture and Mines within the same period. In all such surveys of mining locations, the bearings 
of the boundaries shall be from the True Meridian.

Neither of Loti's gorgons are 
as bad as that; but a glimpse of their evil looking visages does not really 
leave us with a happy feeling. Kew among the millions of the world's 
peoples are thus afliicted. — Ei).] 

iiERK nre certain faces of the accflrsed, which re- 
veal in the end, with the coming of old age, the 
accumulated horror and darkness that has been 
seething in (he depths nf the soul. The features 
are by no means always ignoble, but on these 
faces something is imprinted which is a thousand 
times worse than ugliness, and none can bear to look upon 
them. Thus it is with the German Kaiser. The sight of his 
sinister presentment alone, a mere glimpse of the smallest 
portrait of him reproduced in a newspaper, is sufficient to make 
the blood run cold. Oh I that viperine eye of his, shaded by 
flaccid lids, that smile twisted away by all his abominable secret 
vices, his utter hypocrisy, morbid brutality, added to cold 
ferocity and ov(!rwe.ining arrogance which in itself is enough to 
provoke a horsewhip to lash him of its own accord. 

It is well known how highly the Japanese esteem gruesome 
and morbid works of art, and what masters their artists are of 
the cult of the horrible. I once saw in Japan a mask of a 
human face, with features rather regular and refined ; but when 
you studied it attentively its appaling expression, at the same 
time cruel and lifeless, haunted you for many days and nights. 
From out the cadaverous flesh, livid and lined; gleaned its two 
eyes, partly closed, but one more so than the other, and they 
seemed to wink, as if to say : " For a long lime, while I lay 
waiting there in my box, I meditated some ghastly surprise for you, 
and at last you have come ; you are in my power, and here it is." 
Well, for those who have eyes to see the face of the German 
Kaiser is as shocking as that mask, hidden away in an old 
temple in Japan ; it matters not in what kind ot helmet, more or 
less savage in design, he may choose to trick himself out, 
whether it have a spike or a death's head. In all the years 
during which the terrible expression of this ferocious man has 
haunted me, I not only shared the presentment common to 
everyone else that he was " meditating some surprise for us," 
but I had a foreboding that his plot would be laid with diaboli- 
cal wickedness and would prove more terrible than all the 
crimes of old, uncivilized times. And I said to myself : " It 
is of vital importance for the safeguarding of humanity to kill 
that thing." 

Indeed he should have been killed, the hyena ought to have 
been slain, before his latent rabieness had completely developed, 
or at least he should be chained up, muzzled, imprisoned be- 
hind close set and solid iron bars. 

The Kaiser, the unspeakable. Protean German Kaiser, when- 
ever it seems that everything possible has been said about him, 
bewilders us by breaking out in some new direction which no 
one could have foreseen. After his almost doltish obstinancy 
in persistently posing his Germany as the victim who was 
attacked by her enemies, in spite of the most blinding evidence 
to the contrary, most formal written proofs, most crushing con- 
fessions which escaped the lips of his accomplices, did he not 
recently feel a need to : " Swear before God," that his con- 
science was pure and that he had not wished for war ? Before 
what God ? Obviously before his own, " his old God," proper 
to himself, whom in private he must assuredly call, " my old 
Beelzebub." What excellent taste for a modern, moreover, 
how cynically he couples that epithet " old " with such a name I 
The Kaiser seems to have received from his old Beelzebub 
not only a mission to spread abroad the uttermost mourning, to 
cause the most abundant outpouring of blood and tears, but also 
a mission to shoot down all forms of beauty, all religious 
memorials ; a mission to profane everything, defile everything 



and disfigure everything that he should fail to destroy. He has 
succeeded even in bringing dishonor on science, by degrading it 
to play the part of accomplice in his crimes. Moreover, it is 
not merely that this war of his, this war which he forced upon 
us with such damnable deliberation, will have been a thousand 
times more destructive of human life than all the wars of the 
past collectively, but he must needs likewise attack with vindii.- 
tive fury, he and his rabble followers, all those treasures of art 
which should have remained an inviolable heritage of civilized 
Europe. And if ever he had succeeded in realizing his dream 
of morbid vanity and becoming absolute tyrant of the world, 
not by means of explosives and scrap-iron alone would be have 
achieved the ruin of all art, but through the incurably bad tiste 
of his German peoples. It is suflicient to have visiic<l Picili'. 
the cnpilal riiy of pinrhbcckdoin, nf the gilded dccnrnUw 
the parvenu, to form an idea of what our towns would liave 
become. And with a shudder one contemplatesthe rapid and 
final decadence of those wonderful Eistern towns, Cairo, 
Stamboui, Damascus, Bagdad and Benares, upon the day when 
they should submit to his law. 

This unspeakable Kaiser, how cunningly sometimes he adds 
to dishonour a touch of the grotesque. Did he not lately offer 
as a pledge to that insignificant deposed King of Grci-'i' lii=; 
word of a Hohcnzollern ? 

The day after the violation of Belgium to dare to offer his word 
was admirable enough, but to add that his word was that of a 
HohenzoUern, what a happy conceit 1 Who that has some 
slight tincture of history is ignorant of the fact that during the 
five hundred years of its notoriety the accursed line of the 
HohenzoUern has never produced anything but shameless 
liars, human vultures, kites that prey on flesh ? As early as 
1762 did not the great Empress Maria Theresa write of them in 
these terms: " All the world knows what value to attach to the 
King of Prussia and his word. There is no Sovereign in 
Europe who has not suffered from his perfidy." 

The Kaiser, whose mere glance is ominous of death, baffles reason and 
common sense. The degeneracy of his brain is undeniable, and yet in cer- 
tain respects it is nevertheless a brain excellently ordered for planning evil, 
and it has made a special study of the art of .slaughter. For the honour of 
humanity let us grant that he is mad, as a certain Sa.xon Prince declares. 

Agreed ; he is mad. His case may actually be classified as tetratologi- 
cal and in any other country but Germany this war of his would have 
resulted for him in a strait->vaistcoat and a narrow call. But. alas for 
Europe 1 the accident of his birth has made him Kaiser of the one nation 
the world that is capable of tolerating him and of implicity obeying him — 
a people most cruel by nature and rendered ferocious by civilization, as 
Goethe avers ; a people of infinite stupidity, as Schopenhauer confesses; 
a most hateful people as Nietzche suggests. 

In some respects this infinite stupidity he himself shares. Otherwise 
would he have failed so immediately in his first outset in 1914 as to 
imagine up to the very last moment that England would not stir, even in 
face of Belgium's great sacrifice ? And is there not at least as much folly 
as ferocity in his massacres of civilians, his torpedoing of ships belonging 
to neutral countries, his many outrages in America, his zeppelins, his 
asphyxiating gas, his poisoned wells; all of those odious crimes which he 
personally instigated and which have had merely the result of concentrating 
upon himself and his German Empire the hatred and disgust of all the 
civilized world .' 

After forty years of feverish preparation, with such formidable resources 
at his disposal, shrinking from r.o measures however atrocious and vile, 
tramelled by no law of humanity, by no pang of conscience, to wallow thus 
in blood, and yet after all to achieve nothing but failure — there is no other 
explanation possible; some essential quality must be lacking in his murder- 
ous brain. And his whole nation must indeed be thoroughly German in 
character to suffer itself so long to be led onwards to its downfall by such 
an unbalanced lunatic, responsible for most of the blunders made by his 
Government. They were led onwards to downfall and butchery, millions 
of them. And there was never a limit set by his sheepish people who suffered 
themselves to be slaughtered in huge droves in attacks directed with im- 
becile fury by his microcephalus son, equally devoid of intelligence and soul! 

This insane scoundrel King dreamed of forcing upon us all the ways of 
two thousand years ago in the back parts of Asia and the degrading serf- 
dom of ancient times, the bloody ages of old ; he plotted to bring about 
for his own profit a general bankruptcy of progress, liberty, human thought 
and charity, by his orgy of robbery, destruction, massacres and bloodshed. 
Enough, let the whole world arise I Whosoever holds back today, will he 
not be ashamed to keep his place in the sun of victory and peace when it 
once more shines on the earth ? Oh, everywhere let the tocsin clang, a full 
and rousing peal, ringing from end to end of the earth ; let the supreme 
alarm ring out loudly, and let the drums of all the armies roll out the 
charge: "Down with the German Beast for ever!"

Under the provisions of the War Measures Act, 19 14, the 
following Rules and Regulations respecting Passports have 
been approved by His Excellency the Governor in Council.

(i) After the date hereof an alien coming from any place 
outside of the Island of Newfoundland and its Dependencies as 
a passenger shall not, without the permission of the Colonial 
Secretary, land or embark at any port in the Island of New- 
foundland or its Dependencies, unless he has in his possession 
a passport issued to him not more than two years previously by 
or on behalf of the Government of the country of which he is a 
subject or citizen, or some other document satisfactorily estab- 
lishing his nationality and identity, to which passport or docu- 
ment there must be attached a photograph of the alien to whom 
it relates. 

(2) Where any such special permission of the Colonial 
Secretary has been granted subject to any conditions, and the 
person to whom it is granted fails to comply with any such 
conditions, he shall be deemed to be guilty of a contravention of 
these Rules and Regulations. 

(3) For the purposes of these Rules and Regulations the 
expression •' passenger " includes any person carried on a ship 
other than the master and persons employed in the service of 
the ship. 

(4) Any person found guilty of a breach of these Rules and 
Regulations shall be liable, upon summary conviction before a 
Stipendiary Magistrate, to a penalty not exceeding one thou- 
sand dollars or imprisonment for any term not exceedmg one 
year, or to both fine and imprisonment. 
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WHEN TOURISTS, ANGLERS and SPORTSMEN 
arriving in this Colony bring with them Cameras, 
Bicycles, Angler's Outfits, Trouting Gear, Fire-arms, and Am- 
munition, Tents, Canoes and Implements, they shall be admitted 
under the following conditions : — 

A deposit equal to the duty shall be taken on such articles as 
Cameras, Bicycles, Trouting poles. Fire-arms, Tents, Canoes, 
and tent equipage. A receipt (No. i) according to the form 
attached shall be given for the deposit and the particulars of 
the articles shall be noted in the receipt as well as in the 
marginal cheques. Receipt No. 2 if taken at an outport office 
shall be mailed at once directed to the Assistant Collector, 
St. John's, if taken in St. John's the Receipt No. 2 shall be sent 
to the Landing Surveyor. 

Upon tlje departure from the Colony of the Tourist, Angler 
or Sportsman, he may obtain a refund of the deposit by pre- 
senting the articles at the Port of Exit and having them com- 
pared with the receipt. The Examining Officer shall initial on 
the receipt the result of his examination and upon its correctness 
being ascertained the refund may be made. 

No groceries, canned goods, wines, spirits or provisions of 
any kind will be admitted free and no deposit for a refund may 
be taken upon such articles.

An Act Respecting the Refining of 
Cod Liver Oils." 

(Passed May 4lh, 1916.1 

Be it enacted by the Ciovernor, the Legislative Council and 
)use of Assembly, in Legislative Session convened, as 

lows : — 

1.— From and after the first day of June, one thousand nine 
lulred and sixteen, no person in Newfoundland shall engage 
ihe business of refining Cod Liver Oil without having first 
tained a License from the Department of Marine and 
shtries, under a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
be recovered in a summary manner before a Stipendiary 
agislrate or a Justice by any person who shall sue for same. 

2.— Such Licenses shall be issued by the said Department 
liject to such rules and regulations as may be made by the 
pernor in Council in that behalf. 

3.— Any person who, after the first day of July, one thousand 
lie hundred and sixteen, shall export from Newfoundland any 
lintd Cod Liver Oil without having the same first inspected 
1(1 branded in accordance with the provisions of Chapter one 
iiidred and four of the Consolidated Statutes of Newfoundland 
'ccond Series) shall be subject to a penaly not exceeding 
■e hundred dollars to be recovered in a summary manner he- 
re a Slipendiary Magistrate or a Justice by any person who 
lall sue for the same. 

4— One-half of all penalties recovered under the provisions 
i this Act shall be paid to the parly giving the information, and 
"^ other half to the Minister of Finance and Customs for the 
^c of the Colony.

tcordingly, and apply for a License to the Department of 
larine and Fisheries immediately.

PROCLAMATION. 

By His Excellency Sir VValtkr E. Davidsov. 

Knight Commander of the Most Distuigii 

W. E. I^AviDSON, ished Order of St. Michael and St. Gcoige, 

Governor, Governor and Commander-in-Chief, in and 

[l. s.] over the Island of Neufoundland and its 

Dependencies. 

WHEREAS it is of great importance that full information 
sfiould be obtained with regard to property in enemy 
territory belonging to British subjects, and also with regard to 
the claims of British subjects, against enemy persons and enemy 
governments. 

And whereas for the pnrpese of obtaining that information, it 
is necessary that returns of such property and claims should be 
made to the officer appointed to receive the same. 

Now, therefore, I direct and enjoin Biitish subjects within the 
Colony of Newfoundland who are entitled to property of any 
description whatsoever in enemy territory, or to any interest in 
such property, or have claims against enemy persons or enemy 
governments, forthwith to make returns of their said property or 
claims to the ofificer appointed to receive the same: provided 
that it shall not be necessary to make such returns respecting 
property or claims whereof returns have before the date of this 
Proclamation been voluntarily made to such officer as aforesaid, 
in the form prescribed by him. The officer appointed to receive 
such returns shall be the Colonial Secretary, Saint John's, 
Newfoundland. 

The returns shall be made in such form and with such par- 
ticulars as the Colonial Secretary may require for the purposes 
of this Proclamation. 

The expression " property " includes documents of title to 
property; the expression " enemy territory " means the territory 
of any State at war with Great Britain (including the Colonies 
and Dependencies thereof) ; the expression " enemy persons " 
includes all persons, firms, companies, and corporations residing 
or carrying on business in enemy territory ; the expression 
'• enemy government " means the government of any State at 
war with Great Britain.

LETTFR POST— INLAND. 

A LETTER enclosed in an envelope, whether sealed or open, 
addressed to any place in Newfoundland and the Labrador Coast, which 
does not exceed an ounce in weight will be conveyed to its destination for 
two cents. This late is applicable for letters posted in one settlement for 
delivery in another settlement a mile or more distant. 

LETTER POST— FOREIGN. 

Letters for Great Britain, the Dominion of Canada, and the United 
States of America are forwarded to destination for two cents per ounce 
or fraction thereof. Valuable letters may be registered for delivery in 
Xe«^oundland for three cents, but to other places the registration fee is 
live cents, except to United Kingdom, where the charge is Two Pence — 
four cents. 

Circulars, that is, printed communications, when posted in lots of not 
less than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all 
places in Newfoundland and the United Kingdom, at a special rate of two 
cents per lb. ; but papers under four ounces are accepted free of postage 
within the Colony, also, books at two cents per lb. rate. Newspapers 



to the Dominion of Canada, the United States, France, Germany, etc., 
must be prepaid at the rate of one cent for each two ounces or fraction 
thereof. 

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to i lb., w'hich is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second lb. three cents additional, or n cents 
and three cents for each additional lb., or fraction thereof, up to 10 and 11 
lbs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addresses on the covers ; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Paicels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be supplied by the Post Office and are essential to ensure 
prompt despatch of parcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.

" The lads from our oldest Colony realise that they are coming 
to a great regiment. Newfoundland's army was born an hour 
or two after war was declared. It is no.v numbered l)y the 
thousand. You can hardly raise a large army from a country 
numbering less than a quarter of a million people. Its killed 
and missing, however, already number nearly twice as many as 
the original force. And for every man killed or wounded, two 
volunteers spring up. Among the officers staying at this camp 
training the recruits and teaching them what real war is are men 
who helped to lead the regiment in some of its hardest fighting. 

There are several here who went through the ghastly days in 
Gailipoli, when the troops, reduced to short rations, chilled to 
the bone, swept by winter storms of rain, wind and snow, faced 
nature at its worst. Those were the times when, first from heat 
and enteric and then from win'er slonns. it was no inicommon 
thing to hue over a hundred men breik down in a day. 

But Gailipoli was a long time ago. Its horrors have grown 
dim now. 

Beaumont H imel was a more recent experience. Tne Ad- 
jutant of this camp — Captaiii Raley — was one of the onl)- two 
officers who survived that heroic advance. Here it was that

Newfoundland now, as a result of this regiment's sterling 
work, is favorably known from Pole to Pole, as a country of 
hardy and patriotic Britishers, who not only listened to the 
Motheiland's call %\hen it was made in the fateful hour in 1914; 
but is stubbornly detern.ined to keep on fighting until the inevit- 
aWe result is obtained, and the Allies secure for the world a 
lasting and substantial peace. 

Speaking of the spirit of the Regiment as he found it in a part 
of it in a training camp in Scotland, F. A. McKenzie, a British 
journalist, writing for a London newspaper, recently said : 



the Newfoundlanders won inilitary immortality. They were or- 
dered to advance against an impossible German position. They 
kept on without swerving to right or left untill over 700 out of 
811 men were killed, wounded or missing. Sir Douglas Haig 
declared that the heroism they showed " had never been sur- 
passed." 

Here is a sergeant who took part in another great fight, the 
counter attack upon the Germans at iMonchy-le-Preux. A Ger- 
man division had gathered to wipe out the Newfoundlanders.

bringing them in he saved a German officer from death a' the 
hands of an English soldier. The officer was a gentleman, "a 
rare thing among the Germans," and out of gratitude he gave 
his. cross, perhaps his most valued possession, to Gardner. 
After Le Transloy the Regiment moved to Sailly Saillisel— or 
" Silly Sally " as the boys called it. It is the glory of the 29th 
Division that they never lost a trench. Here, however, the 
record was endangered, and it was only the gallantry, of Lieut. 
Gerald Byrne, who seized a bucket of bombs and shouting to 
his men to come along dashed at the Huns and not alone drove 
them out of the forty yards they had overrun, but cnpturei si.xty 
yards of their trenches and held it. Later the Regiment was 
moved to the region of Arras, where there were 170,000 troops, 
but none among them were a happier or a more willing lot than 
the Newfoundlanders. Capt. Nangle speaking of the battle of 
Monchy said : Only the heroic conduct of Lt.Coi. Forbes- 
Robertson, Capt Keegan, Sergts. Parsons, Waterfield, Corp. 
Rose, Ptes. Pitcher, Hounsell, Hillier, and Curran prevented a 
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" n:ewfoi;nt)I,and week" in London. — the regimental band's visit to the metropolis, September, 1917. 



The Rev. Father Nangle, Chaplain to the Regiment, who 
recently visited St. John's, spoke in splendid terms of the mag- 
nificent efficiency of the Regiment at the front. 

In briefly reviewing some of this year's work Father Nangle 
gave some particulars of interest to friends of the men. After 
Ypres, and another rest, he said, the Regiment was again trans- 
ferred t(5 the Somme. On the i'2th of October at Guedecourt, 
the Regiment " went over," winning the only success of the day. 
They not only gained their own objective, but also those of an 
Essex Regiment which was unable to maintain its position. It 
W'as a glorious, but a sad day, for the Regiment, for by the fall 
of evening many of their finest and bravest officers and men 
had " crossed the border," amongst the number being Captains 
O'Brien and Donnelly and Lieutenants Cecil Clift, Steve Norris, 
and Sam Ebsary — all gallant officers. The next time the Regi- 
ment was in action was at Le Transloy, on the Kaiser's birth- 
day, January 27lh, where they were acting as supports to the 
Borderers and Enniskillings, and were not expected to take part 
in the action. But when there's a scrap on 'tis hard to keep the 
Xewfondlanders out of it, and they " unofficially " went over, 
it was here that Sergt. Major Gardner received his Iron Cross. 
Single-handed he had captured sixty-eight prisoners, and while 



disaster to British arms that day, for the way was open to Arras. 
The Regiment had faced a huge German army. It was over- 
whelmed and its losses were great, but it had given a magnifi- 
cent account of itself. The last engagement was at Steenbeke. 
Here our boys held a post of honour, being placed next the 
French '• Blue Devils," the picked soldiers of France. The 
objectives were taken with only three men wounded, but stray 
shells subsequently caused some losses and among them the 
gallant Barrett. 

The latest exploit of the Regiment was in Flanders. Reports 
from British Headquarters in France dated October 7 show- 
that in the British attack on Poelcapelle the Germans sustained 
particularly heavy losses. Six battallions of the front line were 
either all killed or taken prisoners. Two battallions seen com- 
ing down the road, presumably as reinforcements, were blown 
to pieces by the British artillery before they could get into action. 
From one blockhouse an Australian officer, single-handed, 
brought forth thirty-one prisoners. The New Zealanders fought 
magnificently and moved their guns around with all the ease of 
a military tournament. During the day a German airman Hew 
down low over the British infantry and at least one was brought 
down.

Mr. Beech-Thomas, writing nn account of the fighting around 
Poelcapehe for the London Daily Mail, s, id : The gallant 
band of Newfoundland troops to which the Empire owes such 
agreat debt went straight to their final objective, vooo yards 
from where they started, and not content with this, they pressed 
on to ihe forest beyond. 

Similar references to the Newfoundlanders in th 
ment were made in Ihe other l>ondon |)apers. 

Reviewing the work of our Regiment "during 19,7 the 
London Times paid it the following tribute: In proportion to 
their numbers there are no troops in the Army which have 
earned for themselves a finer reputation than the Newfound- 
landers. Noihing could have exceeded the splendour of their 
.sacrifice on July I last year on the Somme. Nothing could 
have been sterner or better than their later fighting there upon 
the Switch Line. This year at Arras, beyond Monchy, they 
behaved magnificently, and, as I told in my dispatches at the 
time, inflicted relatively colossal losses on the enemy. Once 
more in the recent fighting here they have done superbly. 



early morning, wading, stumbling, forcing a way as best they 
could. Tiiose who were badly hit sank into the dreadful ooze. 
Some lightly wounded went on after their comrades or made 
their painful way back. But the rest went on, and, mud from 
head to toe, with only their rifles held above their heads still 
dry, panting and almost worn out, on the heels of the barrage 
they rushed the German fort. There was a short burst of wifd 
fighting and the fort was theirs after as fine an exhibition of 
mere physical endurance as men have often been called on to 
show. Then, when it was over, they turned to help their com- 
rades who were still embedded in the slime, and, in bodies of 
three or four together, they pulled them out and got them safely 
to shore. It is largely owing to them that our line here is now 
well beyond the Broenbeek, up the first stages of the ascent on 
the other side of the dip to the little valley bottom. 

While the Newfoundlanders breasted the morass English 
troops on their right woiked round the south side of the great 
swamp and stormed the fortified positions which the Germans 
had established there. They had drier going, but were even 
more exposed to the machine gun fire which swept their 
advance, and they, too, behaved with the greatest dash and 
gallantry. 

The Daily Telegraph, editorially, also took occasion to 
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It was in the advance beyond Steenbeek, when they were 
among the troops whose task was to cross some 500 yards of 
what is known as " Floating Swamp " to attack a strong forti- 
fied position with, concrete defences on the farther side. Float- 
ing Swamp is the name for a quaking morass which gives no 
foothold anywhere, but heaves and oozes and bubbles to un- 
known depths as you wade through it. 

In this case experience showed that the depth varied from 
the height of a man's waist to his chest or throat. When a man 
sank much above his waist he had to stay there to be pulled 
out, if fortune favored, later. Those who were only knee high 
or waist-high or less than up to the armpits went on. There 
was no time to stop then to pull a comrade out, for the barrage, 
like a pillar of smoke by day, moved on before, and they must 
follow as close as might be behind it. 

The swamp itself was a fearsome thing to breast, and it was 
swept by machine-gun fire, which, however, spluttered blindly 
through our barrage. Among the Newfoundlanders are men of 
the hardy fishing class, and especially trappers and lumber-men 
from the woods, accustomed to fight with nature in all her 
moods, whom nothing in the way of floods or swamps or man 
can appal. 

Behind our barrage they went doggedly on in the grey of the 



applaud the feats of the Newfoundland Regiment and the value 
of Newfoundland to the Empire. It said : It is already certain 
that when the war is over no community of the British Empire 
will have better cause for pride at the patriotism and valor of its 
sons than Newfoundland. The paper dwells on the changes in 
the Colony in recent years since the interior was opened by the 
railway, and says that Newfoundl ind has in a way been the 
Cinderella of British Colonies. When the war is over we hope 
she will reap the just work of her pledge given in the Elmpire's 
cause. At any rate, we Bitons know her to-day for something 
more than fogs and codfish : We know her as the home of the 
breed of men true as steel and as brave as lions, and we are 
glad that London this week will be able to see and applaud the 
band of her immortal Regiment. 

During the year, many members of the Regiment, like our 
gallant sailor.^, received decorations for magnificent feats of 
bravery. Not only have the Regiment, and many of its members, 
gained great renown ; but the Regimental Bind, which has 
been doing a large amount of work for the British charities, has 
been greatly applauded. It has the distinction of being one of 
the finest military bands in the British Empire. 

Recently it spent a week in London, giving concerts in aid of 
the Red Cross, and various London hospitals.

Reminisences of an Xmas spent with the British Expeditionary Force in France.

^cg^NOTHER Christmas is upon us, and with it conies 
the reminiscences of the past — the far-off happy 
days when the wish of " peace on earth, good will 
to men " was no mere phrase — no empty expres- 
sion. It is characteristic of the Xmas Festival 
that one's thoughts turn melancholy to the absent 
friends, and that the warmth and glow of the Yule-log fire 
furnish vivid pictures of by-gone incidents. 

T remember distinctly Christmas Day in 1916 1 We were 
then serving in France, and the fortunes of war had favoured 
us, in that our Division had been relieved from the trenches 
about a week before, and we had shaken the mud of the Somme 
off our feet for a period. 

We were billited in a quaint little French village, that had 
never seen Colonial soldiers before, and the: peasantry looked 
askance as we marched along the poplar bordered road, but the 
cheerful, honest smile of the Newfoundlanders soon re-assured 
them, and a few hours later I saw several groups of the boys in 
various kitchens having " cafe au lait," while gray-haired dames 
and gesticulating " mademoiselles " hovered around in feverish 
hospitality. 

The announcement that we would be out of the line for 
Christmas was gladsome tidings, and immediately arrangements 
commenced for celebrating the P"estival in right good spirit. 
Major Bernard rode into a town several kilometres distant, and 
secured a large number of turkeys, and Capt. Nangle undertook 
the management of a joint officers' dinner — the first and only 
occasion that the Battalion Officers were enabled to dine 
together. The Christmas festivities of the Newfoundlanders in 
France looked promising I 

A keen crisp air and a dull sky greeted the eye on Christmas 
morning ! Services were held and the beautiful story of Noel 
extolled from the pulpit of the old village church, while a sym- 
pathetic representation of quiet peasantry gazed in religious 
awe at the impassive figures of the khaki-clad worshippers. 
Several " Poilu " on leave, in their French-blue uniform.s, lent 
a tinge of colour to an impressive scene. 

At twelve-thirty dinner-call went, and the men lined the 
broken-down houses where the " cookers " were located. There 
was a generous ration of real English ale for each soldier, 
oranges and choclates, and cake besides. All the officers were 
present with their companies, and later they repaired to the 
billets where the turkeys were carved, and the vegetables issued. 
Never have I seen such a cheery scene out of the line — there 



was a realization of the Christmas spirit predominating, and 
these well-kept barns, with their carpet of straw, had never 
before held such a merry throng, or a braver body of men. The 
good cheer, the hearty laughter, the buzz of conversation, the 
applause that greeted the arrival of the Xmas mail — a happy 
finale to an excellent meal — is present with me as I write ! 

At seven-thirty in the evening the officers began to gather at 
headquarters mess for dinner. A warm blaze of light flashed 
from the windows of the Chateau and brightened the pathway 
leading through the plots of dead and withered plants to the 
leaf-covered portico. A huge fire blazed in the big open grate 
that formed a conspicuous object in the long, oak-stained room. 
Candles in profusion were burning everywhere. Capt. Raley's 
gram-o-phone whirred tunefully in a corner and the light flashed 
on cut-glass and silver, produced from some secret recess in 
this ancient French home. There was a hearty welcome for 
each officer as he arrived, and his particular friends chipped 
him merrily until it was time to sit to the table. 

The menu showed excellent taste, and a variety of dishes that 
was truly remarkable for active service. The environment was 
delightful ; all military formalities were dropped for the occa- 
sion, the Colonel exchanged jests with the youngest subaltern, 
and the "Padres" became " bhoys " in the real sense of the 
word. " Noel " had struck the right note, and the snow-white 
streets of St. John's and the joy-bells with their merry peal did 
not seem so far away ! 

The toast of "The King " was loyally honoured, and seldom 
has it been drunk with greater dignity or deeper feeling. The 
impromptu speeches that accompanied the port showed a great 
depth of thought, and a stern realization of the duties of the 
Regiment, and they brought out a surprising array of eloquence 
and humour. 

At midnight the National Anthem concluded proceedings, 
and the happy gathering left to take up the duties of the 
morrow. Overhead a clear cold moon bathed the village roads 
with a pale blue light, and the thought crossed our mind that 
just such a heavenly orb rode in the sky over the homes of our 
dear ones many hundreds of miles away, and we knew that the 
Yule-tide wish that we sent across the divide from our inmost 
souls had found a responsive chord in every loved one in the 
rock-bound coast I 

" Murphy, write a jolly old letter about our Christmas cele- 
brations one of these days, won't you," said Lt.-Col. Forbes- 
Robertson to m!e the following morning. — Well, here it is 1

British ; the infinitely greater resourcefulness of 
the British troops; the brilliancy of the British aerial squadrons, 
the cavalry and intelligence service and the genius of British 
generalship. 

The generalship of General Allenby at Vimy, and of General 
Byng, at Cambrai, ranks with that of General Joffre, at the 
Maine, and General Plummer, at Messines. No German mili- 
tary leader during the war has done anything comparable with 
these great deeds. The nearest approach to them was attained 
at the beginning of the war by General Von Kluck, when he 
saved his army from annihilation at the hands of General 
French's army on the Somme, after the battle of the Marne in 
1914. 

Messines, Vimy, Cambrai, these are all splendid names, 
newly engraved during the present year on History's scroll, 
and they are great banners proclaiming the valour and efficiency 
of England's gallant armies, the finest Europe has ever seen, 
and the grandeur of England. 

The three great battles of Messines, Vimy and Cambrai pro- 
claims the fact that the absolute superiority of the British army 
over the German army is such that, notwithstanding the great 
concentration of picked German troops and guns opposite the 
British, the German army can be pushed back at will. 

The three great battles of this year also abundantly show 
that the British army is superior to the German in every way. 
The German troops will not face the British at close quarters 
and the German officers always are careful to keep well in the 
rear of their men. Details of the fighting disclose the fact that 
the British artillery, infantry, cavalry, and flying corps are just 
as superior to the corresponding German arms as the men of 
the British navy are superior to the men of the German navy. 

This year has been a most disastrous one for Germany. 
Her losses on land and sea have been enormous. Recent 
statistics published by the German Government admit losses 
by Germany since the beginning of the war exceeding six 
millions of men. This year's casualties were nearly double 
those of last year. 

The naval battle off Jutland proved to the Germans that they 
had no hope of using their navy successfully against the British 
fleet. They narrowly escaped losing all their navy in that 
remarkable sea fight. Had they not run away when they did, 
or had the British Admiral been less conservative, no German 
ship would have reached her port again. This year's minor 
naval engagements were all easily won by the British and 
merely confi.rm 'he lesson taught Germany by the Battle of 
Jutland. Germany has on many different occasions paid 
homage to the superiority of the British army. The Hymn of 
Hate is an immortal tribute to its valour and greatness. In all 
history there is no lyric ode comparable with this in showing 
the superiority of one nation over another. In this ode the 
German people have put on record for all time their fear and 
jealousy of the British people. And in accordance with the 
deep emotional fear expressed in this great lyric outburst, the 
German Government and General Staff have centred their worst 
offensiv'e blows against the British ; and with the like results- 
regular defeats. The> now acknowledge British superiority 
both on sea and land and have decided to undertake only 
defensive action against the British forces. In many ways they 
confess inferiority. German inferiority has not only been 
-.hown by her operations against the British this year; but on 
other fronts. Russia has, practically, withdrawn from the war. 
But Germany has been afraid to advance her army into Russia 
beyond Riga. Lately troops were withdrawn from the Russian 
front to b'olster up the German line in Flanders and the 



Somme, and for the expedition against Italy. 'I'his expedition 
is one of the greatest of the many serious military blunders the :, 
CJermans have made during the war. It was designed to draw 
the attention of the German people from the great British 
victories on the Western front. It served to show the impotency 
of the great German war machine. Although this large fight- 
ing unit was carefully built up during a period of more than 
forty years, with the view of gaining victories over its present 
foes, it has shown itself perfectly incapable of victory. 

At the beginning of the war the German army was held up 
for over a week by the Belgian army. But it could not conquer \ 
it. When the German army was re-inforced, the fielgians 
retreated. They were never conquered. And the same story 
has to be told after every great offensive undertaken during the 
war by the German army — against the French, the British, the 
Russians, the Serbs, the Roumanians, the Montenegrians, the 
Italians — the Germans could never find the way to victory. 
They forced retreats by shear weight of numbers — that is all. 
But, of course, that is not the way to victory. The attainment ! 
of victory is only gained by conquering or annihilating the 
enemy's army. That the German army has proved itself quiet 
incapable of doing, even against small enemies like the Serbs : 
and Roumanians. German military genius has proved itself 
inferior, and the German armies would not be able to move 
anywhere but for the weight of their numerical strength. They I 
always lose heart when victory is near their grasp. ,'l"he 
Italian thrust failed completely ; because the slight gain in 1 
territory was offset by the graet British gains in Flanders, at 
Cambrai, in Palestine and in Mesopotamia. While it resulted 
disastrously for the Germans, it has given' the Allies an oppor- 
tunity, which was immediately seized, to put a large army into 
Italy. Next year, when the weather becomes suitable for the' ^ 
Allied armies in Italy to commence their offensive operations, 
the magnitude of the German blunder will be plainly seen. 

While German power has so greatly weakened during the 
year, that of England has come to the front. It is now plain 
that the war is between the Germanic and British peoples, with 
the other peoples playing auxiliary parts. And the British are i 
everywhere the winners. It is now quiet evident England is 
the victor of this war. Germany has not been able to win a 
single contest with the British forces on land or sea. The , 
Germans have not taken an inch of British territory. Whereas 
the British forces, both naval and military, have taken millions 
of miles of German Colonies, and Turkish territory, and have 
cleared the world's seas of German ships. In all history no 
nation has gained such a clean-cut victory over another as • 
England has obtained over Germany in this war. And tlie end 
is not reached yet. When this victory is completed it will 
be far more stupendous than it now appears. 

While victory for England is positively assured, it is quite 
probable that, from time to time, the British people will receive 
bad shocks and bad news. That is inevitable. No victory in 
any walk in life is attained without conllict, and in all severe 
conflicts there are set-backs. Since the war began, the Briiish 
people have had to endure many failures of minor endeavor, 
like the defense of Antwerp and Gallipoli, and the capture of 
the forces at Kut-el-Amara, near Bagdad. But one of the 
finest indications of the nobility of character of the British 
people is the splendid fortitude they exhibited whenever the 
tide of battle or events turns for a day against them. Their 
immense superiority in this respect is only properly seen when 
the way they react to bad news is contrasted with the reactions 
of other nations. The historical character of the British people 
is never to turn back once they have decided to operate on a 
definite plan ; never to release the enemy until they obtain 
absolute mastery over them, never to give up the bull-dog grip. 
The people all through this war have felt their moral and men- 
tal superiority over their barbarous enemy. British chivalry has 
always felt its immense advantage over German savagery, and 
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his hi:;li mov^l elevation hr\s supported the British jjeople 
hroiiglwiil the war and is the secret of their wonderful power 
at all times bear to hear the truth. And it is strange to see 
hit, while the Urilish people' demand at all times to hear the 
;riilh, their enemies want to move in an atmosphere of ilkisions 
ili the lime, and avoid the truth as much as possible. The 
inanner in which the Teutonic governments have fed their peo- 
ples on im^iginary victories and other misstatements is one of 
the most extraordinary phenomena of the war. Neither politic- 
jlly, morally, nor in a military way have the Germans worked 
[or victory. Their military strategy has been poor, their terti. 
porary advantages over their enemies in Kussia and Italy were 
sained by their spies in Russia and Italy debasing Russian and 
Italian soldiers, and the German and Austrian governments 
have consistently fed their people on untruthful news throughout 
the war. Substantial victories and permanent peace were never 
obtained by such objectionable means, and the extraordinary 
duliiess or stupidity of the directors of German policy could not 
be indicated more clearly than by referring to these practices. 

Not only have the practices of primitive man, to which the 
Germans have reverted, prevented them from entertaining any 
hope of victory, but they have definitely alienated the entire 
world from the German people. For centuries after the war the 
Germans will be considered savages and will be avoided, as the 
jews throughout the ages have been avoided, by all people pos- 
sessinu; higner moral att'ibuies. And it is singular that both of 
these people claimed world dominence on account of assumed 
mor,\l superiority. Perverted intellects generally work in such 
paradoxical ways. 

The command of Arabia is now almost in British hands. 
B.if;dnd is now as much a British city as Cairo and Bombay. 
The Mesopotamian army controls Samarra, at the lailhead on 
theT'igiis, about loo miles north of Bagdad. It also controls 
the country nonh of Musbaid and Ramadie, on the Euphrates, 
about So miles west of Bagdad. 

Jaffa and Jerusalem, in Palestine, are now firmly in British 
hands. The ne.xt rnove here might be against Damascus or 
Aleppo. At AI:-ppo the Germans are massing a large army. 
But the British-Palestine expedition is a match for it, and future 
developments here will be watched with interest. This center 
is becoming one of the most important areas of the war. The 
British conquest of the Aleppo would be followed with most 
important developmen's. 

The P.riish armies in Africa continue to clean up the remain- 
ing mirilla bands in the German colonies, and the British army 
in Salonica and the new one in Italy assure stability to the 
armies of the Allies in those fields. 

Throughout the Briiish Empire conditions remain normal. 
The people everywhere remain extremely loyal, and glory in the 
jreainess exhibited by the Empire during the war. 

Next year the British forces will be supported in France 
and Italy by over a million troops. America has determined 
:osee, in conjunction with England and France, the war pushed 
a decisive conclusion and to a peace dictated by the Allies. 
The American people have no illusions with respect to what is 
expected of them. Thev stand ready to do their duties. 

The Editor of the Pro-German Evcniii):; Mail, of New York, 
•onfesses that the war spirit prevails throughout the United 
■itates. In a recent editorial he describes the results of his own 
nvestigations as follows : 
"Since Oct. II, I have traveled constantly, visithig cities in California, 
Oregon, Washington, Idaho, Nevada, Texas, Iowa, Minnesota, lUmois, 
<.wiucky and North Carolina. I have addressed scliools, colleges, cham- 
IMS of commerce. Red Cross associations, commercial club meetings, to 
I'ge food conservation and to sell Liberty bonds. 

' have spoken nearly every day and sometimes I have addressed two or 
li'ee meetings ir, a day. I have naturally met a great many representative 
leople. 
All this time I have studied the state of mind of the American people, 
"St a.s I studied the people of France and England, 
■'•his is my conchision, that the United States is in this war in exactly 
'•« same spirit as I found in England and I' ranee. It is to be war till 
iclory is won. . I hear no grumbling about taxes, or about sending our 
"uih to France. The only complaints I hear are those demanding 
:«ater energy or prompter action in regard to matters affecting the success 
'' the war. 

I have visited many of the cantonments. I have seen lecrnits in many 
0"mries, but none that please the eye more than these young Americans 



1 saw several Idaho companies march to entrain at lioise, and 1 can 
honestly say there was something about them in force, alertness, elan and 
steadiness that made them seem )ust a little belter than any soldiers I had 
seen in any of the ten other warring countries I visited these last two years. 

Perhaps it was partly because they were our own soldiers that made • 
them seem so supperior, however. \Ve are organizing an army that will 
be a credit to the United .States. 

Everywhere I have seen men in every business working for the common 
need in organization and production. The I'residenl has the country with 
him. There is some anxiety as to elTiciency in certain lines, but no Presi- 
dent in American history has ever had so much goodwill and hope behind 
him as Mr. Wilson has to day. 

All recognize that as a country we are on trial, that we must make good 
or lose the respect of mankind. 

There is more anxiety aWont shi)i)iing than about anything else. The 
whole country is behind the I'resident. They all want him to do the best 
possible. All are ready for any sacrifice." 

Not only will America give military assistance of great value, 
but her industrial, food, munition and financial resources have 
been dedicated unreservedly to the benefit of the Allies. 

The Battle of Cambria, a victory attained by the British army 
at a uniquely critical time was greatly appreciated in America, 
and other Allied countries, and raised British prestige immensely. 
And, in later times, probably, the most significant aspect of that 
great victory will be the way it showed the world the marvel- 
ously prominent place England holds and the immensity of the 
British Empire's strength and resourcefulness.

f."-" "'^S'^UKING the dying year, the harvester— Death— has 
• been busier than ever before. On the sea, on 
the battle-lield, in the training camps, on our 
native shores here in Newfoundland, he has taken 
tribute of our best and bravest. In many a 
cottage, the wreath of dried inaple leaves, and 
withered pansies and rosebuds, shows why the hot tears were 
shed, when thoughts strayed away to the dear face of the bright 
young hero, who three years ago, so blithly stepped out, into 
the wild ocean, into the fiercest areas of the battle field, to 
defend his home and his simple principles of righteousness. 

Him, the Reaper had touched, and the hero, conscious of his 
duty being done, right manfully too, looked up, and went forth- 
with, willingly and uninurmuringiy ; knowing such was orderly 
and for the best of all. 

We think of each hero, not only with tears ; but, at times, 
with joy and right thankfully, for his grand deeds, his stepping 
into the breach so gallantly at the tiine of crisis, and doing it 
gayly too, smilingly and jokingly ; as a normal duty; a task 
assigned by God at birlh ; a loute straightly charted in the 
mysterious book of Fate, decipherable only by the initiated, and 
by those led on ainbitiously behind the emblems of patriotism 
and justice, and by the adventurers who ever revel in great 
deeds and in enjoying great dangers everywhere. 

They had their pleasures, their excitements, their joys and 
laughter.

Far happier is he constituted, and his humaness prompts him, 
too to run a different course. Sole paragon, he is, in all the 



world, of the cheerful, considerate soldier, and his character \v, 
this respect is so remarkable, that surely we may consider thai 
in the great twilight country, to which he has now journied, he 
will be led into the company of the elect, and assigned to those 
enchanting parts where the jasmine lavishes i's incomparable 
odours, and where the almond and orange blossoms rival thi 
stephanotis and magnolia flowers wooing the attentions of the 
colored insects that wing about the air, rivalling the firefly.'

It is impossible to imngine men of heroic calibre going sadl): 
along the trail of the pallid company of the departed. Such 
suggestions would give death an aspect which it certainly does 
not possess, and would make the task of duty very dilfereut tc 
what it is. 

Our heroes have lived up to the best traditions of their hard) 
forefathers, who made our rugged, storm-experiencing,- belovec 
island home, the cha'ming country it is. 'J'hey have full) 
proved themselves worthy of their splendid ancestry, and reaped 
the richest rewards. 

We have followed their glorious deeds with wonder — with 
amazement — with supreme joy. And their many triumphs have 
thrilled us, and given us such a sterling pride in our close 
associations with then., that we would not, if we could, have 
had the course of Time run otherwise than it has: we would 
not, if we could, have had history relate a less enduring tale 
and unfold to future generations canvasses with less brilliant 
colorings, and less heroic figures. Our heroes, we now mourn 
lived the lives we expected them to live; did their duty, as we 
knew they were ordained at birth to do it, and as their mothers 
in their long and tiresome vigils over their cradles, long ago 
dreamed and pictured them doing when Fortune brought their 
the occasions. 

Duty called them from us to the battlefield, and in doin^ 
their duties well, they attained the highest success that is pos 
sible in life for those who are mindful of their responsibilities 
and in triumphing in those duties they concurrently triuinphee 
spiritually, and earned everlasting gratitude, remembrance and 
soul-ease. 

If we could see them now, it would be impossible to have ir 
mind any remorse, any regrets, any secret longings — only jo) 
would come from such a pleasing spectacle; and, if we couk 
hear their messages to us, they would be phrased like Christina 
Rossetti's song, even sweeter, wherein they would say : " Ueai 
heart sing no sad songs for me ; plant thou no roses at m) 
head, nor shady cypress tree : be the green grass above me with 
showers and dewdrops wet ; and if thou wilt remember, and ii 
thou wilt forget. 

" I shall not see the shadows, I shall not feel the rain ; I shall 
not hear the nightingale sing on, as if in pain : and dreaming 
through the twilight that doth not rise nor set, haply I mas 
remember and haply I may forget." 

And is it not proper that they would like us neither to regiet 
nor forget them and their imperishable deeds and sacrifices: 
Our grief would be thtir pain : our moans their heart-throbs: 
our regrets their sighs: our fears their anxieties : our forgetful 
ness their repugnance. 

Our happy recollection of them, and our joy in remembering 
their great exploits are all they ask of us — nothing more nor 
less — can we not assure them those ? 

And in our hearts the response flames back like vivid light- 
ning : of course we will, the character of their actions, and their 
individual regard and love for us were such, that so long as our 
li/es rerfiain, so long as the history of civilization and the hero- 
ism of mankind are embalmed in the hearts of a grateful people, 
our heroes will not be forgotten and will not be le.ss admired.

the places that possess the natural magic to charm away the 
nightmare of nerves and restore to exhausted systems the 
vitality that alone ensures our lives being worth the living. 

Placentia, with its beautiful South East Arm, and Salmonier 
with its wealth of .sylvan scenery are too well known to require 
special reference. They are ideal resorts and both trout and 
salmon fishing are good— especially in the Salinonier waters. 
Their only possible dravbick is want of greater isolation. 

For absolute restfulness, for the full measure of mental and 
physical calm — the real restorers — begotten of the plentitude of 
soothing influences appealing alike to eye and brain, a selected 
camping site in the neighbourhood of George's Brook, on the 
Bonavista Branch, would appear to be unrivalled. In the 
vicinity are Glovertown and Brooklyn, both beautiful places, 
while Random and Smith's Sounds furnish ideal motor boat 
cruising waters. The picturesque Random Island too, if the 
pa.st season's forest fire has not marred its beauty, affords 
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CLODE RIVER FALLS, RONAVISTA BAY. 

are plentiful and, perhaps, are the best flavored of any th 
country affords. The magnificent scenery on the lake, howeve 
is the outstanding feature of this locality. 

The lower portion of Indian Arm Lake is thickly studded wit 
islands, of from less than one to a score or more acres each i 
area, and all are covered with a delightful growth of evergree 
and deciduous trees that spring gracefully into cone shapes nit 
the apexes thirty or more feet in height. 

To reach the Horwood dam at the foot of the lake afforc 
one the most delightful boating trip to be found anywhere, 
maze of serpentine channels between the islands, in places ( 
but a few yards in width, must be threaded to reach this obje 
tive, and as dilferent channels may be taken on each tiip, 
never-ceasing panorama of delights is being constantly unrolle 
to the eye. It is quite possible that a novice to woodcraft an 
to "compass bearings" may become lost for hours in th 
arcadia. 

The rivers flowing into and out of Indian Arm Lake ui\ 
fine fishing, and a pleasant walk of two miles brings one i 
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Solre UAWe juucUon where a train may be taken for Lewis- 
loit. At Lewisport the bay steamer may be used for a trip to 
Botwood— the shipping port of the Anglo Newfoundland 
Dev'elop neiU Company, and historic Halls Bay, renamed 
Spriiigd.ile, the selected terminus of the original Newfoundland 
railway system, and othsr interesting points. Altogether a most 
enjoviihle holiday may be spent at Indian Arm. 

Deer Lake— beautiful, incomparable Ueer Lake— in the Bay 
of Islands country, takes precedence of all others as the ideal 
summer vacation bcality. The lake itself, about ten miles in 
lengtli, is beautifully embowered between densley wooded hills 
on which leaf trees alternate with evergreen. A peculiarily of 
Deer Lake is tlie marvellous clearness of the redaction cast on 
its waters by the surrounding hills. At times this is truly 
wonderful; so realistic is the reflection that the placid lake sur- 
face is hardly perceptible and one imagines that one is looking 
into a heavily timbered bottomless abyss. The railway skirts 
the east side of the lake for its entire length and the walk 
there along is amidst the most beautiful foliage and wild 
flowers. 

Camp sites may be selected everywhere, but the head of the 
Like has the advant.ige of being nearer the mouth of the Upper 
Humber River which skirts the farms of the Nicholas families, 
rennell and others. To loiter lazily through a long summer 
day amidst such surroundings is a panacea for all ills and, with- 
out profanity; might be He-^cribed as a foretaste of Paradise. 

An advantage of the Like as a summer camp site is the faci- 
lity it atifuds of visiiing other interesting places without risk of 
the slightest discomfort. The '-goige" of the Lower Humber 
River may be reached by train in about forty minutes and a walk 
from there to Humbermouth is a succession of kaleidosc ipic 



views of infinite charm. From Humbermouth to Curling, via 
Corner Brook— the selected site of the Newfoundland Products 
Company's works— the distance, four miles, may be covered on 
foot along a picturesque, ro id that presents a succession of magni- 
ficent views of the Bay and its Arms, or it may be done by train 
or by the motor ferry. 

Curling is destined to become an important town : it has 
good hotel accommodations and from it may be visited daily by 
steamer, or motor ferry, Summerside, Point Pleasant, The 
Meadows, Woods Island— the garden of the Bay ;— Lark Harbor 
and Middle, Penguin and Goose Arms. The view while steam- 
ing p.ist Biomidon Mountains is in itself a sight worth the entire 
journey. 

Bay of Islands in the near future is destined to take front 
rank in the industrial life of this country. Its fisheries are pro- 
lific and diversified, and it has beside admitted great potential 
possibilities in its mineral, agriculture and forest resources. 
These, backed by climatic conditions of the best, and a hardy, 
industrious, intelligent people to exploit them, fully warrant 
such conclusion. 

I would have no fear of the interest of a vacation party along 
this route lagging, but readers, patience may so I shall reserve 
reference to St. George's and its Bay and the beautiful Codroy 
country for another occasion and hasten on to Port aux Basques 
to connect with the s.s. Portia or s.s. Ghncot for Placentia, visit- 
ing enroute the busy, prosperous and picturesque centres of the 
West Coast, and return to St. John's to long for the advent of 
another sunmier and the opportunity to again revel for a few 
days in the riot of natural splendour that all of the above 
named and many other almost equally favored localities offer in 
such full measure.

The vegetable house was so clean and spotless that it 
was some days before we could bring ourselves to scrubbing a 
potato there. The bins were also scrubbed white and the 
vegetables arranged best side up, until the place looked like a 
series of " Still Life " pictures. I spent Friday morning in 
scrubbing tables and scouring tin boxes, while someone else 
pohshed tlie cauldrons until they looked like rising suns. Even 
the roller towels were of unblemished whiteness, in striking con- 
trast to their usual " popular" appearance. We had our lunch 
early and at eleven Kathleen and I repaired to the dairy, and 
after " scrubbing up," changed our aprons and sleeves and 
perched crisp clean caps on our heated brows. Then we all 

started on our " show " work, as Miss G very sensibly 

judged we should look too silly, standing round with 'an air of 
conscious achievement and a too suspicious cleanliness. In 
the kitchen they started rubbing butter into flour and paring 
apples. Kathleen and I were banished to the dairy to unpack 
egss. The last dozen we packed, and unpacked, and repacked 
with frenzied fervour at each false alarm. At five minutes to 

twflve the' Duchess , and her whole parly of notables, 

petering down to the usual clergymen in and out of khaki, 
sailed in. They sailed in at one door and out of another, 
graciously smiling on all around, but without one glance at the 
" Vegie " house, not one poke of the nose round the door to the 
dairy 1 

We gave them a few minutes to vanish, then took to our 
heels, to try to secure a hearing or set ing place for the speechi- 
fying. Alas ! the whole of A was there. Those who were 

not in time for the guests' enclosure were craning their necks 
over the partition, like horses in a loose-box, standing on beds 
and kneeling on locker boxes in a way that roused the ire of the 
orderlies, — " Get off the boxes, please. Kindly no one stand 
on the beds." Kathleen and 1 felt very virtuous, for we had 
descended a minute before he appeared. We could see nothing, 
so could not very well see less. We caught a glimpse of lovely 
carnation bouquets, and rows of white-faced nurses and cooks, 
watting to get their medals, indicative of one year's consecutive 
work, with a bar for the second year. 

We saw one or two of the cooks ad\Mnce nervously, heard 
echoes of speeches drowned in oceans of applause, for the cooks 
are great favourites with the men ; then — " the subsequent pro- 
ceedings interested us no more," and we returned to our 
kitchen. As we passed down the ward the men were chanting — 
"We want our dinner." "We want our dinner." They 
stopped to ask iis "When?" I told them "one o'clock," 
not that I knew, but thought it would probably not be later, 
and if it were earlier, what a pleasant surprise 1 The place was 
over-run with visitors who had given up all interest in the open- 
ing ceremonies, and who poked their noses into every nook and 
cranny, even if the Duchess hadn't, so our energetic cleaning 
was not all for naught. At lunch we heard, from some lucky 
ones, little details of what had been said and what had happen- 
ed. Many compliments had been paid to the nurses and 
sisters, and a great puff for the cooks — " Lastly, to those with- 
out whose help we could not exist, without whom surgeons and 
doctors would be useless — The Cooks," loud and prolonged 
cheering. A nice slap for " those nurses," who have been 
known to remark we were "only the cooks." The bouquets 
were to have been presented by the littlest scout, but he appear- 
ed in a dirty shirt and had to go to buy another, so gossip runs. 
At any rate a " limbless man " did the honours, much more 
appropriately we all agreed. Great dissatisfaction with the 
public for standing on the new beds, but rumours go that nurses 



showed them the bad example. Woundy, the store man, was 
most indignant that we had not had " seeing" places. Woundy 
is the pivot on which all kitchen things swing. Do we want 
strawberry jam .'—Ask Woundy. Do we want our knives 
sharpened ? Again ask Woundy. He is a discharged soldier, 
and really not a bad old sort. 

******** 
Our Christmas doings will interest you, I hope. It was cold 
and wet and dark when I went to the hospital on the morning 
of December 24th. The streets were even quieter and more 
deserted than usual, for we generally have the postman on his 
rounds for company. In the kitchen all was bustle and con- 
fusion. The turkeys were all stuffed and ready, and there were 
great hurryings to and from the larder, with huge pans, in which 
they lay, adorned with great lumps of dripping, ready for the 
ovens. A new gas range had just been put in, and I really do 
not know what we should have done without it, the girls who 
attended to basting the turkeys just went from one oven to 
another, and when they got to the end, started again at the 
beginning. At twelve the doctors arrived, with big white aprons 
and carrying their own nice sharp carvers, and started in to 
carve the birds. You should have seen the beautifuul brown 
turkeys, sitting on the warm carving boards, and the doctors 
getting redder and redder, and the turkeys ceasing 10 be brovn 
and beautiful darlings ! Such a hurrying up with fresh ones 
from the ovens, and taking away of the pathetic carca-sis! I 
helped to turn out the plum puddings and decorate them with 
spiigs of holly and flags. They looked very ^ay as th-y were' 
taken away on the trolleys. Then the doctors left to go to 
another hospital, and we, in nice clean aprons, hunied 10 the 
" Wing " to see the men at table. We were met at the door by 
the Matron, who said " Go right on in," and when we appeared 
in procession, the men cheered and cheered for the cooks I It 
was quite unexpected, to me at least, and rather embarrassing. 
As we passed the tables the men thanked us and wished us a 
" Happy Xmas." In each ward we received the same welcome. 
The men certainly were having a lovely time. The wards look- 
ed splendid, and the paper flowers were a great success. 
Arches and festoons of flowers were arranged everywhere, and 
over each man's bed was a thistle, a shamrock or a rose, accord- 
ing to his regiment. The men had made wonderful models of 
submarines, aeroplanes, tanks, and du<i-ouls covered in snow, 
also a field ambulance and hospital ship, with everything com- 
plete. It was evident the men had entered into the prepara- 
tions with all their hearts. Before I came away, the sun had 
shone out and the wards looked bright and cheery.

The Attention of Vessel Owners is called to the following 

Section of Harbor Regulations: 

If in the opinion of the Harbor Master, any vessel anchored in 
the harbor is likely to sink or to become an obstruction to navi- 
gation, the Harbor Master may, after giving twelve hours' notice 
to the owner or agent of such vessel, or without notice where 
there is no owner or known agent in St. John's, take charge of 
and remove such vessel, and may deal with and dispose of such 
vessel in such a manner as he shall think necessary, to provide 
for the free navigation of the. port ; and all expenses incurred 
under this section shall be borne by the vessel or her owners, 
and may be recovered with costs in an action in the name of 
the Harbor Master before a Stipendiary Magistrate.

The attention of Owners and Masters of British 
Ships is called to the 74th Section of the " Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, 1894." 

74. — (1) A Ship belonging to a British subject 
shall hoist the proper national colours — 

(a) on a signal being made to her by one of His 
Majesty's ships (including any vessel under the 
command of an ofiticer of His Majesty's navy 
on full pay), and 

( b) on entering or leaving any foreign port, and 

(c) if of fifty tons gross tonnage or upwards, on 
entering or leaving any British Port. 

( 2) If default is made on board any such ship in 
complying with this section, the master of the ship 
shall for each offence be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred pounds. 

At this time of war it is necessary for every Brit- 
ish Ship to hoist the colours and heave to if signal- 
led by a British Warship ; if a vessel hoists no 
colours and runs away, it is liable to be fired upon.

PROHIBITION ACT 



RULES AND REGULATIONS. 



A. — The strength of Intoxicating Liquors supplied by the 
Controller to Licensed Druggists and Practitioners and dis- 
pensed by Controller, Licensed Druggist or Licensed Practitioner 
shall be 20 per cent, under proof for Brandy, Gin, Rum and 
Whiskey. The strength of Port Wine, Claret, Sherry, Porter, 
Stout, Benedictine, Vermouth, Champagne, Liquers, Ale and 
Beer shall be as imported by Controller, 

B. — All prescriptions for private patients for intoxicating 
liquors to be limited to one prescription at any one time of not 
more than 8 ozs. per patient for all Districts supplied by 
Licensed Druggists and Licensed Practitioners ; and outside 
the Electoral District of St. John's where not so supplied the 
amount to be limited to a 12 oz. prescription per patient, except 
as provided hereinatier. No person is to receive more than one 
prescription per week, and the Controller, Licensed Druggist 
and Licensed Practitioner shall refused to fill more than one 
prescription for any one person from any other medical practi- 
tioner within the said period of ons week. 

C. — All prescriptions for Port Wine, Claret, Sherry and 
Champagne shall be limited to a 24 oz. prescription per patient. 

D. — All prescriptions for Stout. Porter, Ale, and Beer shall 
be limited to i doz. pint bottles per two weeks. 

E. — Medical Practitioners may prescribe under Section B. 
up to the aggregate amount of three gallons only per month 
each, where Licensed Druggists and Licensed Practitioners are 
established, and 4)^ gallons in Electoral Districts where not so 
supplied. 

f . — Medical Practitioners may prescribe under Section C. up 
to the aggregate amount of five gallons only per month. 

G. — The total amount may be exceeded by any Medical 
Practitioner at the discretion of the Controller up to five pre- 
scriptions per month, and any further amount by a special 
ruling of the Board. 

H. — The unused amount which may be to the Doctor's 
credit any month will not be carried forward. 

I.— The Controller shall notify each Medical Practitioner 
weekly as to the amount of any intoxicating liquor remaining 
subject to his prescriptions. 



J. — When any Medical Practitioner reaches the limited amount 
at his disposal, the Controller shall notify by post all Licensed 
Druggists and Licensed Practitioners to refuse further prescrip- 
tions signed by that doctor for that month. 

K.— Prescriptions shall be written only on printed forms 
numbered consecutively, supplied by the Controller. The forms 
to contain spaces for name and address of patient, character of 
liquor, prescribed dose, doctor's name and the date. 

}^- — The Controller. Licensed Druggist and Licensed Prac- 
titioner shall cause to be written on prescription the name of the 
messenger who procures the liquor. 

M.^Gummed labels showing the name of the patient, char- 
acter and strength of liquor, prescribed dose, doctor's name, 
date, and by whom supplied, shall be placed on each pack.ige 
when prescription is filled. 

N. — All manufacturers who obtain intoxicating liquors for 
manufacturing purposes shall keep a record of the amount sup- 
plied by the Controller, and report weekly the uses to which 
same were put, stating the amount of goods manufactured and 
the percentage of alcohol used. The Controller shall refuse to 
re-sell to any manufacturer until such returns are received. 

O. — The Controller shall have the right to regulate the 
amount of intoxicating liquor to be supplied to Licensed Drug- 
gists and Licensed Practitioners, according to the probable 
number of prescriptions to be filled by each per month. 

P. — The Controller shall keep a separate record for each 
Medical Practitioner, Licensed Druggist and Licensed Practi- 
tioner, and shall prepare and submit a statement to the Board 
on Monday of each week, showing the number of prescriptions 
given by each Medical Practitioner, the quantity of liquor sup- 
plied from each doctor's allotment, and the balance (if any) 
remaining to his credit ; and also showing the amount of intoxi- 
cating liquor ordered by Licensed Druggists and Licensed 
Practitioners located in the Electoral District of St. John's, and 
the amount supplied by them on prescriptions, also the amount 
supplied by the Controller on prescriptions. 

The report for Licensed Druggists and Licensed Practitioners 
located outside the Electoral District of St. John's shall be made 
not more than one week later. The report shall also include 
an inventory of all sto:k on hand, stating character and strength. 
The strength of draught liquor to be certified by H. M. Govern- 
ment Analyst by distillation.

Notxyithstanding any provisions in the Acts relating to Crown Lands or the cutting or 
exportation of timber contained, it shall be lawful for the Governor in Council to grant a license 
to any person to cut pulp wood on any Crown Lands in Labrador and to export the same, and 
to grant a license to any person, being the holder of a license to cut timber under the Act relat- 
ing to Crown Lands, to export pulp wood cut on any area in Labrador held under such license: 
such licenses shall be granted subject to the following conditions : 

L The license shall continue in force for a period of ten years from the 5th day of June, 1915 ; 

2. The licensee shall pay an export duty on any pulp wood exported of $1.00 per cord; 

V 

3. The Governor in Council may prescribe the rate of wages to be paid men employed by 

the licensee for the purpose of cutting and exporting such pulp wood.

Under authority of the Timber Exportation Acts, 1914-1Q17, timber or lumber cut for pit 
props before the first day of January, 19 17, may be exported to the Dominion of Canada or the 
United States of America on compliance with the provisions of the said Acts. 

The actual cutter of pit props, being a creditor for any portion of the price of such pit props 
or any portion of the wages earned by him in cutting same, shall have a lien on such pit props 
for the amount due him for such price or wages, and no Customs Officer, having notice of any 
claim of lien, shall accept any export entry for such pit props without proof that such lien has 
been discharged. 

The provisions of Sec. 5 of the Saw Mills Act, 19 15, under which all property in timber cut 
on Crown Land lapsed unless such timber was, within eighteen months from the date of cutting, 
removed to a place of safety under the owner's control, is declared under authority of the Saw 
Mills Amendment Act, 191 7, not to apply to pit props cut after November, 191 5.

Under the provisions of the Inspection of Foods Act, the 
following Regulations respecting the sale of condensed or eva- 
porated milk were approved, namely : — 

I. — No person shall sell, or offer or expose for sale, any con- 
densed or evaporated milk containing less than eight per cent, 
of milk fat. 

2. — The Medical Health Officer, Government Analyst, or any 
Inspector appointed for the purposes of the Inspection of Foods 
Act, may enter any store or any other place where any con- 
densed or evaporated milk is kept or exposed for sale, and may 
take or purchase any reasonable sample of such condensed or 
evaporated milk for the purpose ot having the same analysed. 

3. — Any person who shall sell, or offer for sale, or expose 
for sale any condensed or evaporated milk which is found on 
analysis by the Government Analyst to contain less than eight 
per cent, of milk-fat, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
One Hundred Dollars, or in default of payment, to imprison- 
ment for a period not exceeding thirty days. 

4. — These Regulations shall come into effect on the First 
day of January, 19 18.

jR. Devereiix, who was elected for the District of Placentia 
and St. Mary's under the banner of the People's Party 
and Sir Edward Morris in 1909, was born at Trepassey 
in 1865, and was educated at St. Bonaventure's College, where 
he graduated in 1881. He entered commercial life after leav- 
ing College, and for a period of about twenty years was con- 
nected with a large fish exporting firm at Bonavista. Here his 
general and thorough knowledge of all the details connected 
with the cure and marketing of codfish was of great value, and 
he perfected this knowledge by travelling extensively in the 
Mediterranean countries where so much of our fish is marketed. 
His intimate acquaintance with the fisheries was used to the 
great advantage of the Colony afterwards in the House of 
Assembly, and being one of the most fluent and eloquent 
speakers that graced the House the past ten years, his contribu- 
tion to debate carried great weight in Parliament. 

In 1913 Mr. Devereu.x was again elected at the head of the 
poll by an increased majority, and to-day is one of the most 
popular representatives of any constituency in the Colony. He 
held positions both as Agricultural and Fishery Commissioner 
for nine years, and when the office of Controller became vacatit 
he was given the appointment by the unanimous vote of his 
party. Since taking charge of the Department Mr. Devereux 
has made many improvements, and is carrying out the law to 
the satisfaction of all concerned. He entered office with an 
unprejudiced mind, and is, therefore, in a position to perform 
his duties in a judicial and unbiased manner. 

While wishing him every success in his new career, he will 
pardon us, we trust, for offering regret that such a capable and 
experienced gentleman has withdrawn his services from the 
larger political arena of our public life. The time is coming 
when, as we see it, such men as Mr. Devereux will be needed 
in the councils of the country. There are big questions affect- 
ing the Colony on the horizon, and experienced men with 
practical knowledge and capable of taking a broad outlook on 
public affairs as they concern the welfare of the people, will be 
needed more than ever in our public life. 

His many friends and admirers in the country, particularly 
in Placentia and St. Mary's, are expressing the hope that his 
retirement to an office is only temporary, and that when the 
emer-ency arises he will respond to the call and round out the 
destiny for which his natural talents have evidently fitted him.

Under the Provisions of the War Measure Act, 
1914, His Excellency the Governor in Council has 
been pleased to order as follows : — 

J, The Colonial Secretary may, if he considers it expedient 

so to do, appoint a person to be Censor of the writings, copy or 

matter printed or the publications issued at any printing house, 

tinting establishment or works, and any person so appointed 

ijll have the right to enter and visit the premises with any 

,ssistint or assistants, from time to time, and remain there for 

!cii time or times as may be reasonably necessary, and to ex- 

iiiiiie, consider, approve or reject any writing, copy or matter 

tinted or proposed to be printed at or issued for publication 

■oin the said premises, and, after the appointment of any such 

icrson and the notification thereof to the proprietor, manager or 

cison in charge of the said premises, no writing, copy or other 

matter shall be printed there or issued for publication therefrom 

which is not approved by the person so appointed as Censor, 

and any such printing or issue for publication, without such 

approval, shall be deemed to be a contravention of this order. 

2. The printing or circulation or procuring to be printed or 
circulated of any letter, communication, report or news concern- 
in;' the operations of the present war or the movement of any 
.' the forces, naval or military, of His Majesty or of His 
Majesty's Allies, or as to any of the naval or military forces or 
operations of His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies connected 
with or for the purpose of the war, or criticising or commenting 
upon the policv, proceedings or action of the Government or 
any neutral state, if such printing or circulation or any of the 
statements contained in such letter, c>omniunication, report or 
news be likely to cause disaffection to His Majesty or to prevent, 
hinder or interfeie with the success of the forces by land or by 
sea of His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or to prejudice 
His Majesty's relations with any foreign state or otherwise to 
assist or encourage the enemy, or to prevent, enibarass or hinder 
the successful prosecution of the war, shall be deemed to be a 
contravention of this order, and, in any prosecution for or in 
respect of any such ofifence instituted by the authority of the 
Attorney General, it shall be presumed, in the absence of proof 
to the contrary, that the printing or circulation of the statements 
in respect of which the prosecution is brought were likely to 
cause disaffection to His Majesty or to prevent, hinder or inter- 
fere with the success of the forces by land or by sea of His 
Majesty or of His Majesy's Allies or to prejudice His Majesty's 
relations with a foreign state, or otherwise to assist or encourage 
the enemy or to prevent, embarass or hinder the successful 
prosecution of the war. 

3. For any contravention of this order the offender shall be 
liable upon indictment to imprisonment for a term not exceed- 
iig two years, and to a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, 
or upon summary conviction to imprisonment for a term not 
"ceeding six months, and a fine not exceeding two thousand 
(iollars ; and the proprietor of the premises, and every director 
Of officer of any corporation controlling or operating the pre 
"lises, where any such offence is committed, shall also severally 
l^e liable upon indictment or summary conviction to imprison- 
ment and fine as foresaid. Moreover, all copies of any book, 
newspaper, periodical, pamphlet, or tract printed, issued, circu- 



lated or published in contravention of this order, in the posses- 
sion of whomsoever they may be, may be seized and destroyed 
by any peace officer, and, if the Colonial Secretary so direct, 
the printing presses, plant and machinery within or connected 
with the premises shall be seized, and the premises may be 
closed indefinitely or for such period as the Colonial Secretary 
may name.

Under the provisions of Section Six of the War Measures 
Act, 1914, His Excellency the Governor in Council has been 
pleased to approve the following Rules and Regulations : 

1. No person shall without lawful authority, publish or com- 
municate any information with respect to the movement or dis- 
position of any of the forces, ships, or war materials of His 
Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or with respect to the plans of 
any naval or military operations by any such forces or ships, or 
with respect to any works or measures undertaken for or con- 
nected with the fortifications or defense of any place, if the 
information is such as is calculated to be or might be directly 
or indirectly useful to the enemy. 

2. No person shall, without the permission of the competent 
naval or military authority, make any photograph, sketch, plan, 
model or other representation of any of the forces or ships of 
His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or of any naval or 
military work, or of any dock or harbour work in or in connec- 
tion with any place in this Colony, and no person in the vicinity 
of such forces, ships or work, shall, without such permission, 
have in his possession any photographic or other apparatus, or 
other material or things suitable for use in making any such 
representation. For the purpose of this regulation, the expres- 
sion " Harbour work " includes lights, buoys, beacons, marks, 
and other things for the purpose of facilitating navigation in or 
into a harbour. 

3. No person shall, by word of mouth or in writing, spread 
reports likely to create disaffection or alarm aniong any of His 
Majesty's forces, or among the civilian population. 

4. Any person who attempts to commit, or procures, aid or 
abets, the commission of any act prohibited by the foregoing 
special regulations, or harbours any person whom he knows, or 
has reasonable grounds for supposing, to have acted in contra- 
vention of such regulations, shall be deemed to have acted in 
contravention of the regulations in like manner as if he had 
committed the act. 

5. No person shall, without lawful authority, sell, give, dis- 
tribute or permit the selling, giving or distributing of an news- 
paper, tract or pamphlet or any information which is forbidden 
to be published or communicated under paragraph one of these 
Orders and Regulations. 

6. No person shall, without lawful authority, sell, give, dis- 
tribute or permit the selling, giving or distributing of any photo- 
graph, sketch, plan, model, or other representation which is fur- 
bidden to be under paragraph two of these Orders and Regula- 
tions. 

7. Any person contravening any of the provisions of the 
foregoing Orders and Regulations shall be liable, upon summary 
conviction before a Stipendiary Magistrate, to a penalty not 
exceeding five thousand dollars, or imprisonment for any term 
not exceeding five years, or to both fine and imprisonment.

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Since the outbre.ik of the present great War, this 
Colony, m common with all other parts of the Brit- 
ish Empire, has sent forth her bravest and best sons 
to uphold the glorious traditions of our Flag and 
Empire. 

Amongst the fighting Forces of Great Britain and 
her splendid Allies the men of the Newfoundland 
Regiment have established a name and record for 
themselves and their beloved Countr)-, that will live 
for generations to come, and will redound to the 
lasting glory and honour of this most ancient and 
loyal Colony. 

Up to a few months ago a steady number of re- 
cruits were available to fill up the gaps, in the ranks, 
that were continually occurring, owing to our Regi- 
ment being called upon to participate in all, or most, 
of the important battles in France and Flanders, as 
well as the earlier days in Gallipoli. But, unfortun- 
ately, for the past few months there has not been 
sufficient men offering to replace those who are no 
longer able to hold their places in the fighting line, 
who have to retire through wounds or sickness — in 
addition to those who have laid down their lives in 
the righteous cause for which we are fighting. Are 
we, the kinsmen, at home of these glorious soldiers 
of Newfoundland, to turn a deaf ear to the call for 
help that they are continually sending forth ? Are 
we to let go for naught the great and valiant deeds 
that they have accomplished, by holding back and 
failing to keep the gaps filled up. 

In as much as the lads who have fought and suf- 
fered and died so heroically and nobly for us, — our 
Country and our homes, in the past, — are those who 
are left behind content to allow their deeds and 
sacrifices to go for naught, and have the world realize 
that the young men of Newfoundland who still re- 
main at home, are not made of the same good stock 
as those who won distinctions in the British line. 
No. I feel that there are hundreds of young men 
who only want to be awakened to a realization of 
their responsibilities, when they will come forward 
and take the places of those who are gone, or inca- 
pacitated, and relieve for a time at least, those brave 
boys (especially those of the first five hundred) who 
have borne the heat and turmoil of the Battle, and 
who should be given an opportunity to return to 



their homes for that well earned rest which they 
naturally desire and long for. 

We are about to start on an active recruiting 
campaign, and recruiting parties will be sent to all 
parts of the Island, so that every man who is eligible 
for service will be given an opportunity to enlist. 
Every provision will be made for the comfort and 
care of those dependents whom they leave behind. 
In the case of married men, and others leaving de- 
pendents separation allowances are provided under 
Regulations just published. 

Pensions will' be provided for those who are inca- 
pacitated through wounds or sickness, as well as the 
dependents of those who make the supreme sacrifice. 
Therefore, I confidently appeal to the young men of 
the Country, who are of Military age, to offer them- 
selves as recruits for a Regiment that every man, be 
he Newfoundlander or otherwise, might well feel 
proud of. Do your duty now ; play the man's part, 
and never let it be thrown in your faces or the faces 
of your children, that you failed in your duty to your 
Country in her hour of greatest trial. I appeal to 
the mothers, to the fathers, and to the sisters, to help 
the boys to realize their duty, and spur them on, to 
quit themselves like men, so that they may partici- 
pate in the great victory that is surely coming, and 
which cannot be delayed much longer. 

If this appeal, and ovfr present recruiting efforts 
are not fruitful of the necessary number of recruits 
before the end of the year, we will then have reached 
the parting of the ways; we must then take one of 
two courses — either withdraw our Regiment as a 
separate unit, which would be a most unfortunate 
and deplorable occurrence, or the Government of the 
Colony will be reluctantly compelled to consider 
other means of acquiring men to keep our fighting 
Forces up to the required strength. Prove, there- 
fore, men of Newfoundland, that this ancient and 
loyal Colony is able, and is prepared, to keep at least 
one Battalion in the fighting line, composed entirely 
of volunteers, to maintain the magnificent record al- 
ready gained right through to the close of hostilities. 

Men who are not altogether fit for active service 
will find an opportunity to do "their bit" by apply- 
ing for admission into the Forestry Companies, 
which are also badly in need of more men.

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The following regulations, governing the regulating and de- 
spatch of parcels and money to Prisoners of War in Germany 
are published for the information of the public. The New- 
foundland War Contingent Association is appointed by the 
Central Prisoners of War Committee to handle all matters ap- 
pertaining to the forwarding of parcels and money to New- 
foundland P. of W. in Germany. 

The N. W. C. A. forward a regular supply from London 
to Germany as follows : — 

(a) Food. Three parcels per man per fortnight, containing 

such things as tinned beef, tinned salmon, biscuits, milk, 
sugar, margarine, dripping, baked beans, carbolic soap, 
chocolate, cigarettes, tobacco, and a few toilet neces- 
saries. 

(b) Clothing. The following outfit is sent periodically to N. 

C. O.'s and men in Germany by the Pay and Record 
Office: I greatcoat, i jacket, i pr. of trousers, i cap, 
(the foregoing is a special uniform for P. of W.), 1 pair 
of drawers (woollen, i undervest (woollen), 2 towels, 
3 handkerchiefs, i pair of boots. . 

(c) Money. 

It is unadvisable to send money, unless P. of W. ask for it. 
The amount which may be sent is Two Shillings per week 
for any one man. The Army Council have instructed the 
Central P. of W. Committee to the effect that they may not 
accept gifts of food stuffs or clothing from members of the 
public, whether for despatch to a particular P. of W. or as a 
contrribution to the general stock of the Association. This 
instruction has arisen through an arrangement with the German 
authorities that all parcels forwarded should be packed and for- 
warded by the Association. 

Relatives may rest assured that everything possible is being 
done in London for the comfort and welfare of Prisoners of 
War in Germany.

WHICH THE APPLICATION FOR THE PASSPORT 

AS BEEN RECEIVED, except on Sundays and Public 
.lolidays, when the Office is closed. Applications should, if 
possible, reach the Office before 4 p.m. on the previous day. 
If the applicant does not reside in St. John's, the Passport may 
be sent by post, and a Postal Order for $2.50 should in that 
esse accompany the application. POSTAGE STAMPS WILL 
NOT BE RECEIVED IN PAYMENT. 

3. Passports are granted — 

(i) To natural-born British subjects; 

To the wives and widows of such persons ; and 

To persons naturalized in the United Kingdom, in 
the British Colonies, or in India.

A married woman is deemed to be a subject of the State of 
which her husband is for the time being a subject. 

4, Passports are granted — 

(i) In the case of natural-born British subjects and 
persons naturalized in Newfoundland, upon the 
production of a Declaration by the applicant in the 
authorized form verified by a Declaration made by 
a member or official of any Banking Firm establish- 
ed in Newfoundland, or by any Mayor, Magistrate, 
Justice of the Peace, Minister of Religion, Barrister- 
at-Law Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary 
Public, resident in Newfoundland. The applicant's 
Certificate of Birth and other evidence may also be 
required. 

In the case of children under the age of 19 years 
a separate Passport, upon production of a Declara- 
tion made by the child's parent or guardian, in a 
Form (B), to be obtained upon application to the 
Office of the Colonial Secretary. 

In the case of persons naturalized in the United 
Kingdom or in any of the British Self-governing 
Colonies, upon production of a Recommendation 
from the Colonial Office, or the High Commissioner 
or Agent-General in London of the State concerned ; 
and in the case of natives of British India, and per- 
sons naturalized therein, upon production of a 
Letter of Recommendation from the India Office. 
Persons naturalized in any of the Crown Colonies 
must obtain a Letter of Recommendation from the 
Colonial Office. 

If the applicant for a Passport be a Naturalized British 
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6. Passports are not available beyond two years from the 
date of issue. They may be renewed for four further periods 
of two years each, after which fresh Passports must be obtained. 
The fee for each renewel is $1.00 

7. A Passport cannot be issued on behalf of a person 
already abroad ; such person should apply for one to the nearest 
British Mission or Consulate. Passports must not be sent out 
of Newfoundland by post.

For the information of persons belonging to Newfoundland 
who propose to go to the United States of America, notice is 
hereby given that the immigration Laws of the United States, 
which came into effect on the first May last, provide : 

1. That all aliens entering the United States shall pay a tax 
of $8, but children under sixteen years of age, accompanying 
their father or their mother, shall not be subject to such tax. 
In the case of-.persons not remaining sixty days in the United 
States, the said tax will be returned upon their leaving the 
country. 

2. All aliens over sixteen years of age, who cannot read the 
English language, or some other language, will not be permitted 
to enter. 

3. Amongst other classes of aliens not admitted into the 
United States are the following: — idiots, insane, epileptic, pau- 
pers, those physically defective and childen under sixteen who 
are unaccompanied. 

Cases have been brought to the notice of the Government where 
Newfoundlanders for one or other of the above reasons have 
been refused admission to the United States, and much disap- 
pointment and inconvenience, as well as expense, has been the 
result.

IT IS AN OFFENCE punishable by a fine not exceeding $200 for any person to have 
in his possession or under his control or keep in any building in this Colony, except in a building 
whose site and construction are approved of by the Governor in Council, more than FIVE bar- 
rels or tierces, or an equivalent quantity of gasoline, parriffin, naptha or other inflammable oils. 

Within the limits of the town of St. John's, Harbor Grace, Carbonear and Brigus, the limit is 
two barrels or tierces or their equivalent, except in any building situate between southside of 
Water Street, St. John's, Harbor Grace or Carbonear or on board vessels in these harbors where 
the limit is FIVE barrels or tierces or their equivalent. (See Inflammable Oils Act of 1897.) 

PROVIDED HOWEVER that it shall be lawful for any person to have in his possession 
a quantity of gasoline not exceeding fifty gallons, provided that such gasoline is kept in a secure 
iron can and stored in the open air, and that the can and the place of storage is approved by the 
Inspector General of Constabulary. Punishment on Conviction : A fine of fifty dollars or m de- 
fault of payment, imprisonment not exceeding three months. ( See Inflammable Oils Act, 19 11.)

Then 
he thought of drinking in order to give himself courage, and 
had a decanter of rum brought him, from which he gulped down 
one after the other, six little glasses. 

A warmth, like a burn, seized on him. It was followed as soon by a 
giddiness of the soul. He thought : 

" I know the way. Now it will go all right." 

But at the end of an hour he had emptied the decanter, and his state of 
agitation was become again intolerable. He felt a wild necessity to roll 
upon the ground, to cry, to bite. Evening fell. 

The sound of the doorbell caused him such a feeling of suffocation that 
he had not the strength to rise to meet his seconds. 

He did not even dare to talk to them any longer — to say "How do 
you do ?" to pronounce a single word, for fear lest they divine all from 
the alterations in his voice. 

The Colonel said : 

"Everything is settled according to the conditions which you fixed. Your 
opponent at first insisted on the privileges of the offended party, but he 
yielded almost immediately and has agreed to everything. His seconds are 
two officers. 

The Viscount said :

A place must be appointed near some house, where we can carry the 
wounded one of the two, if it is necessary, &c. ; it will take us quite two or 
three hours more." 

The Viscount articulated a second time : 

" Thank you." 

The Colonel asked : 

" You're all right ? You're calm?" 

" }'es, quite calm, thanks." 

The two men retired. 

When he felt himself alone again, it seemed to him that he was going 
mad. His servant having lit the lamps, he sat down before his table to 
write some letters. After tracing at the top of a page, " This is my Will," 
he got up again and drew off, feeling incapable of putting two ideas toge- 
ther, of taking a single resolution, of deciding anything at all. 

And so he was going to fight a duel ! He could no longer escape that. 
What could be passing within him ? He wanted to fight, he had that inten- 
tion and that resolution firmly fixed; and he felt very plainly that, notwith- 
standing all the effort of his mind and all the tension of his will, he would 
not be able to retain strength enough to go as far as the place of the en- 
counter. He tried to fancy the combat, his own attitude, and the bearing 
of his adversary. 

From time to time his teeth struck against one another in his mouth 
with a little dry noise. He tried to read, and took up de Chateauvillard's 
duelling code.

He would be spotted, marked with 
a sign of infamv, hunted from society. And he should not have that calm 
and bold bearing ; he knew it, he felt it. And yet he was really brave, 

because he wanted to fight 1 He was brave, because The thought 

which just grazed him did not even complete itself in his spirit, but 
opening his mouth wide, he brusquely thrust the pistol barrel into the 
very bottom of his throat and pressed upon the trigger. . . . 

When his valet ran in, attracted by the report, he found him dead on his 
back. A jet of blood had spattered the white paper on the table and 
made a great red stain below the four words : " This is my Will."

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I — Every instrument shall be stamped on its face. 

=— Cancellation of Stamps shall be made by person cancel- 
ling by writing name or initials, with date, accross Stamp. 

3 — Bills of Exchange, Cheques, and Promissory Notes, Bills 
of Lading, Shipping Receipts, Charter Parties, and Receipts 
for Money, shall be stamped, and the Stamps thereon can- 
celled : 

(i) Bills of Exchange, Cheques and Promissory Notes drawn 
in the Colony by the person signing the same. Provided 
that in the case of a Banker, the Banker to whom it is 
presented for payment may, if it is unstamped, stamp 
the same and cancel the stamp. 

(2) Bills of Exchange, Cheques and Promissory Notes drawn 

or made outside the Colony by the person into whose 
hands same shall come before the same is paid cr 
negotiated. 

(3) Bills of Lading and Shipping Receipts by the shipper. 
Provided that if presented unstamped they may be 
stamped by person receiving same. 

(4) Charter Parties by the Charterer. 

(5) Receipts for sums of Money over $10.00, by the person 
signing the same. 

4 — The person on whom the obligation to stamp and cancel 
is imposed by these Rules, shall be deemed to be a person 
issuing an instrument, and if he issues such an instrument 
without its proper stamp or without properly cancelling same, 
he shall be liable to the penalties imposed by Section 23 of the 
Act 61 Victoria, Cap. 14, entitled " An Act respecting the pay- 
men of certain fees and charges by stamps." 



1. The Masters of all sailing vessels clearing from 
Newfoundland ports for Portugal, Spain, and Euro- 
pean ports, with cargoes of fish for the European fish 
markets, shall forward to the Colonial Secretary a 
statement giving the full names of each person upon 
the articles of said ship with his age, place of birth, 
place of residence, and complete information as to 
his dependents and their residence. The statement 
shall be certified to be correct by the Customs au- 
thorities of the port of clearance before the ship is 
cleared for the voyage. 

2. Upon the receipt of said statement by the Co- 
lonial Secretary and upon his being satisfied as to 
the correctness thereof, he shall issue a certificate 
to the efTect that the Newfoundland Government 
will be responsible to the seamen whose names are 
so listed ; that, in the event of any such seaman being 
taken as a prisoner of war, cast away or injured as 
a result of any war operations, and in the event of 
any such seaman losing life as a result of any war 
operation, the said seaman and his dependents shall 
have the advantages of all allotments, pensions, em- 
oluments and privileges as if the said seaman were 
at the date of the casualty a member of the New- 
foundland Branch of the Royal Navy Reserve and 
the casualty had occurred in the discharge of duty. 

3. Payments, if any, hereunder shall be made on 
the certificate of the Colonial Secretary.

I. The port and harbor of St. John's shall be closed entirely 
jtothe entry of shipping at night from nightfall on the 15th June 
1 instant until further order. 

J. The Light at , Cape Spear will be reduced in visibility, 
d the Light at Fort Amherst and the Leading Lights of 
- . John's will pe extinguished. 

3. Measures shall be taken so that the glare or upward 
ic.iection from street or other outdoor lights in the City of 
St. John's shall be reduced to twenty-five per cent, of the 
normal. This Regulation will also apply to Bell Island, Con- 
ception Bay. 

4. No light shall be lit in any public building, shop, or 
private residence in the City of St. John's except the windows 
in such public building, shop or residence, are covered by 
suitable plinds or shades, so that the glare or reflection upon 
the heavens is reduced to twenty-five per cent, of the normal. 

5. No lights shall be lit upon any vessel or boat in the 
Harbor of St. John's unless suitably obscured. 

6. Head Lights used on any motor cars or motor cycles in 
or near the City of St. John's, or in or near any settlement in the 
Districts of St. John's East or West, or on any road approaching 
St, John's or on any of the said settlements, upon which lights 
may be visible at sea, shall be so obscured that the glare or 
upward reflection upon the heavens shall be reduced to twenty- 
five per cent, of the normal. Side lights on motor cars, motor 
cycles, or vehicles of any description must be obscured, and 
shall not be of greater strength than five candle power. 

7. It will be the duty of the members of the Constabulary 
I to see that these Regulations are strictly enforced, and all 
i orders issued by them for their better observance shall be forth- 
i with carried out. 

''■ It shall be the duty of the Minister of Marine and 
fisheries to see that these Regulations are observed on all 

I shipping in the Harbor of St. John's, and all orders issued by 
liim for their better observance shall be forthwith carried ont. 

I 9. Every person convicted of a violation of these Rules and 
'Regulations before a Stipendiary Magistrate or Justice of the 
Peace, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding $100, or in 
fiefault of payment, to imprisonment not exceeding Three 
Months. 
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1. It shall be lawful for the duly qualified electors, resident within an 
area or district within this Colony, to present to the Governor in Coun- 
cil a petition or requisition in the form prescribed in the Schedule to this 
Act, or as near thereto as may be, setting forth the limits or boundaries 
within which such area or district is comprised, and the names of the 
towns, harbours or settlements included therein, and praying for a Procla- 
mation prohibiting the keeping of dogs within such area or district. 

2. Such petition or requisition shall be sent to the nearest resident 
Stipendiary Magistrate, and shall be by him (after examination and certi- 
ficate as hereinafter provided) furnished to the Governor in Council. 

3. If, upon due scrutiny of such petition or requisition, the Stipendiary 
Magistrate shall find that the same contains the bona fide signatures of a 
majority of the duly qualified electors resident within the limits or bound- 
aries set forth in the said petition or requisition, he shall forthwith have a 
certificate to that effect endorsed upon or attached to the petition or re- 
quisition, and shall forivard the same to the Governor in Council. 

4. Any Stipendiary Magistrate to whom such petition or requisition may 
be presented may, before Certifying the same to the Governor in Council 
as aforesaid, require proof to be made before him of the bona fide signa- 
tures of any of the names subscribed to such petition, upon the oath of 
either the party whose name purports to be signed or of a witness to such 
signature. 

5. Upon receipt of any such petition or requisition containing the signa- 
tures of not less than one-third of the electors resident within any such 
area or district, certified as aforesaid, the Governor in Council shall issue 
a Proclamation or Public Notice prohibiting the keeping of dogs wi'hin 
such area or district. 

6. From and after the date prescribed in and by such Proclamation or 
Notice, it shall not be lawful for any person resident within such area or 
district, to keep, or have in his possession, or under his control, any dog 
within the area or district to which such Proclamation or Notice shall 
relate, under a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars or imprisonment for a 
term not evceeding three months. This prohibition shall not apply to any 
person or persons travelling or passing through such areas or districts and 
having a licensed dog or dogs in his or their possession, charge or control, 
and not at large.

or on behalf of the Government of the country of which he is a 
subject or citizen, or some other document satisfactorily estab 
lishing his nationality and identity, to which passport or docu- 
ment there must be attached a photograph of the alien to whom 
it relates.

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WHEN TOURISTS, ANGLERS and SPORTSMEN 
arriving in this Colony bring with them Cameras,

An Act Respecting the Refining of 
Cod Liver Oils." 

(Passed May 4«h, 1916.) 

Be it enacted by the Governor, the Legislative Council and 
House of Assembly, in Legislative Session convened, as 
lows : — 

I. — From and after the first day of June, one thousand nine 
hundred and sixteen, no person in Newfoundland shall engage 
in the business of refining Cod Liver Oil without having first 

lained a License from the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries, under a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
to be recovered in a summary manner before a Stipendiary 
Magistrate or a Justice by any person who shall sue for same. 

2. — Such Licenses shall be issued by the said Department 
subject to such rules and regulations as may be made by the 
Gnve---r ■" Council in that behalf. 

: — . . crson who. after the first day of July, one thousand 
rinehur^dred and sixteen, shall export from Newfoundland any 
rttined Cod Liver Oil without ha\ing the same first inspected 
and branded in accordance with the provisions of Chapter one 
hundred and four cf the Consolidated Statutes of Newfoundland 
(Second Series) shall be subject to a penaly not exceeding 
five hundred dollars to be recovered in a summary manner be- 
fore a Stipendiary Magistrate or a Justice by any person who 
siiall sue for the same. 

4-— One-half of all penalties recovered under the provisions 
of this Act shall be paid to the party giving the information, and 
the other half to the Minister of Finance and Customs for the 
"seof the Colony. 

The foregoing is published for the information and guidance 
of those interested, and they are required to govern themselves 
accordingly, and apply for a License to the Department of 
^farine and Fisheries immediately.

WHEREAS it is of great importance that full information 
should be obtained with regard to property in enemy 
territory belonging to British subjects, and also with regard to 
the claims of British subjects, against enemy persons and enemy 
governments. 

And whereas for the piirpese of obtaining that information, it 
is necessary that returns of such property and claim* should be 
made to the officer appointed to receive the same. 

Now, therefore, I direct and enjoin Biitish subjects within the 
Colony of Newfoundland who are entitled to property of any 
description whatsoever in enemy territory, or to any interest in 
such property, or have claims against enemy persons or enemy 
governments, forthwith to make returns of their said property or 
claims to the officer appointed to receive the same : provided 
that it shall not be necessary to make such returns respecting 
property or claims whereof returns have before the date of this 
Proclamation been voluntarily made to such officer as aforesaid, 
in the form prescribed by him. The officer appointed to receive 
such returns shall be the Colonial Secretary, Sa:nt John's. 
Newfoundland. 

The returns shall be made in such form and with such par 
ticulars as the Colonial Secretary may require for the purposes 
of this Proclamation. 

The expression " property " includes documents of title tc 
property; the expression ■' enemy territory " means the territory 
of any State at war with Great Britain (including the Colonies 
and Dependencies thereof) ; the expression " enemy Dersons '' 
includes all persons, firms, companies, and corporatior; residing;

LETTFR POST— INLAND. 

A LETTER enclosed in an envelope, whether sealed or open, 
addressed to any place in Newfoundland and the Labrador Coast, which 
does not exceed an ounce in weight will be conveyed to its destination for 
two cents. This late is applicable for letters posted in one settlement for 
delivery in another settlement a mile or more distant. 

LETTER POST— FOREIGN. 

Letters for Great Britain, the Dominion of Canada, and the United 
States of America are forwarded to destination for two cents per ounce 
or fraction thereof. Valuable letters may be registered for delivery in 
Newfoundland for three cents, but to other places the registration fee is 
five cents, except to United Kingdom, where the charge is Two Pence — 
four cents. 

Circulars, that is, printed communications, when posted in lots of not 
less than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all 
places in Newfoundland and the United Kingdom, at a special rate of two 
cents per lb. ; but papers under four ounces are accepted free of postage 
within the Colony, also, books at two cents per lb. rate. Newspapers 



to the Dominion of Canada, the United States, France, Germany, etc., 
must be prepaid at the rate of one cent for each two ounces or fraction 
thereof. 

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are dehvered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to 1 lb., which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second lb. three cents additional, or 11 cents 
and three cents for each additional lb., or fraction thereof, up to 10 and 11 
lbs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addresses on the covers; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Paicels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be supplied by the Post OtSce and are essential to ensure 
prompt despatch of parcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.

HIS MAJESTY KING GEORGE V. 

iEORGE THE Fifth, above reproach, has filled 
the requisition form of an English sovereign. 
He proved to be a sedative in feverish times. 
He had none of his father's ambition for for- 
eign politics. He had a keener eye on pheasants 
than women, and he collected postage stamps 
in preference to racing-cups. The middle classes welcotried 
him, and the lower ones had no apprehensions. Ihe wealthy 
class, who were beginning to play at decadence, smiled at his 
domestic virtues. To many,, a moral king is always a subject 
for satire. With them, a king who tries to do his duty never 
raises that sentiment which accrues to selfish brilliance and even 

gallantry. „ , t-cu tj„ 

" Circumstances have not been kind to George the Fifth. He 
tried to be a constitutional king, but was rewarded by an out- 
burst in the House of Commons. A well-.ntentioned efifort to 
.settle the Irish question led to a deadlock. C.vil wa>- threatened 
and was only prevented by universal war^ /he conflict of 
Armageddon eddied around his throne, and he ""ered ^^ll- 
chosen words and performed appropriate actions. ,He Jecam^ 
a teetotaler, but his subjects left him stranded 'dry. Through- 
out his reign he has shown himself the type intended by the 
Settlement— a patriot king under liberal domination.

" Alone among statesmen and generals he has made no mis- 
take. He stands an unchanging and homely figure in the strife. 
His throne remains the safest if not — in view of the Belgian — 
the most glorious in Europe. In contrast to the Kaiser's fever- 
ish ominpresence, his calm is a steady guidance, if it is not 
a wild inspiration, to the Empire. 

" Before the war Englishmen believed in four things : a powerful throne, 
a powerful navy, the diplomacy of Sir Edward Grey, and their own form of 
democracy. The scene of Grey's triumphs has become a scene of diplo- 
matic disasters. * The fruits of democracy have proved unappetising in 
wartime. The navy and throne remain as the sheet-anchors to public hope. 
George V. has by his unchanging calm and his refusal to bow before fear or 
imagination proved to be the fibre which resists the strain, in the public 
mind. It is possible that he has those needful quaUties which could not be 
expected from a more brilliant monarch — the qualities of stolid patience 
and imperturbable phlegm. The elements of royal greatness are not all 
ghttering nor necessarily such as chroniclers prefer to chronicle. It is some- 
thing that a most British type Briton sits upon the throne of in these un- 
stable days."— r/;.'

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THE RIGHT HON. KARON MORRIS. 




55=>vv,^@T the New Year it was officially announced that 
the Rt. Hon. Sir Edward iVIorris, for nearly nine 
years Prime Minister of Newfoundland, and for 
a quarter of a century previously a prominent 
public man, during most of that time a Cabinet 
Minister, had resigned the Premiership and his 
seat in the Legislature, had withdrawn from active politics in 
the Colony and had decided to reside in England hereafter ; 
and this was followed four days later by a cablegram from Eng- 
land intimating that in recognition of the long and distinguisfied 
services of Sir Edward Morris to the Empire, His Majesty the 
King liad been pleased to confer upon him a Barony of the 
United Kingdom. In other words. Sir Edward Morris was cre- 
ated a Peer of the Realm and made a member of the House of 
Lords, the first Newfoundlander to attain this dignity, and the 



first Colonial Premier to be so honoured. This was proper 
enough in its way, Newfoundland being the oldest oversea pos- 
session of the British Crown, and therefore it was most fitting 
that the oldest Colony should be the first to see her Prime 
Minister exalted to a Peerage and a seat in the hereditary 
Chamber of the Empire. 

Few will dispute that this honour was justly due Sir Edward 
Morris for the outstinding part he had played in the put)lic 
affairs of the Colony for the past generation, fron the day when, 
as a young Barrister, he threw himself into the struggle for 
political recognition, and fought a winning fight in his native 
district of St. John's West against the strongly entrenched forces 
which then dominated its politics, up to the day when, wearied 
with the cares of public office, he felt that he had earned a right 
to withdraw from the unceasing struggle and to enjoy a well 
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deserved repose. His career has been one on which he can 
look, back with pride and in which his young fellow country- 
men can find a double inspiration, now that it is possible that a 
Peerage is within the grasp of the humblest amongst us, as in 
the olden days it was said that " a Marshal's baton was con- 
cealed in the knapsack of every French soldier." 

Elected for St. John's West in the fall of 18S5 as an indepen- 
dent Liberal— the Liberal Party in those days being the Catholic 
party— EJward Morris, as he then was, quickly showed that he 
had in him the making of a leader of men, because he forged to 
the front rapidly and was soon chosen by Sir Ambrose Shea, 
then at the head of the Liberal Party, to be one of his chief 
lieutenants. In 1889, when Sir William Whiteway re-entered 
the political arena, from which he had retired four years 
previously, and formed the reconstructed Liberal Party which, 
under him, included the Catholic wing and other elements, the 
success of this Party at the election that fall was followed by 
Mr. Morris's inclusion in the Executive Council, where, with 
but two brief interludes when his Party was in Opposition, he 
remained until his withdrawal a few weeks ago. 

In all that period he never lost an election, and moreover, 
never lost a colleague. He always headed the poll, always 
carried his two men close behind him, and although the very 
strongest and most prominent men opposed to him were put up 
against him from lime to time in the District, in the endeavour 
to undermine his position there, all had to retire vanquished. 
It vvas a remarkable record, one which we doubt can be equal- 
led in any part of the British Empire, and one not likely to be 
eclipsed, if even approached, in the annals of this country for 
many a year. 

The story of his political achievements in more recent limes is 
too well known to call for exhaustive review. It will suffice, 
we think, merely to say that his history can be found written in 
the progress of the Island the past quarter of a century. Every 
measure designed to advance the well-being of his native land — 
the raii'vay, the dock, the electric light, the street-car system in 
St. John's, the establishment of the mining industry at Bell 
Island, the founding of the Harmsworth Mills at Grand Falls — 
and all the other enterprises that have contributed to the 
advancement of the Colony and of the city of St. J )hn's, found 
him an earnest, sympathetic and well informed advocate, one 
who thoroughly studied every project and was armed with facts 
and figures to justify the stand he took in every instance. 

It would be too much to expect that during all this period he 
should have escaped making enemies or evoking criticism. At 
times the mea.sures he supported were such that the unthinking 
were easily aroused to oppose, but time proved his justification, 
and he had the satisfaction in every instance of seeing the 
course he had advocated at the outset, endorsed by the country 
in the long run. At times he had to take his political life in 
his hand in advocating policies regarding which public senti- 
ment had been mistakenly inflamed, but he was always equal to 
the emergency and he invariably carried his constituency with 

him. 

When he took office in 1905 he did so under conditions that 
might well have daunted the staunchest hearted. The country 
has been on the down grade and direful predictions were made 
at the time that the advent of his ad ninistration was inevitably 
tu be union with Canada, but by the statesmanlike and farseeing 
measures which he inaugurated, the Cobny, so far from drop- 
ping into a Slough of Despond, was lifted by h.m to a higher 
plane of prosperity and progress than it had ever before enjoyed. 



Much, however, as Newfoundland has reason to be thankful 
to him in these material respects, there is nothing in his career 
which history will regard him inore highly for than the part he 
played in promoting Newfoundland's active participation in the 
war and the creation of the Regiment on which its fame chiefly 
rests. He devised the Patriotic Association for the purpos^ of 
carrying on the work during the first three years of the war, and 
how successfully it did so is proved by the fact that whereas 
the original scheme for Newfoundland's part in the war contem- 
plated only an increase of the Naval Reserve from 500 to 1000 
and enlistment of a military contingent of 500, the Naval Reserve, 
up to the end of December, had enlisted nearly 2,000, the military 
contingent had grown from 500 to over 4,000, and there has 
been embodied in addition a Forestry Battalion of nearly 500

strong. This is a record of which any country may well be 
proud and which any statesman might be glad to have his name 
associated with, and in years to come Newfoundlanders at home 
and abroad will be prepared to bestow a high meed of praise on 
Sir Edward Morris for his services in promoting this magnificent 
result. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that at the same time that he was 
personally honoured by his elevation to the Peerage, the Colony 
for which he had proved so able a spokesman in his labours at 
home and in the counsels of the Empire at the various Imperial 
Conferences and otherwise should have been raised by His 
Majestv's decree to the dignity of a Dominion, thus placing it 
on a level with its great neighbour Canada and with the oversea 
possessions where responsible government in its widest applica- 
tion is enjoyed. 

To Newfoundland's first Peer, to Baroness Morris, his worthy 
helpmeet, and to the members of their family, we extend our 
heartiest congratulations.

HIS EXCELLENCY 
SIR CHARLES ALEXANDER HARRIS, K.CM.G., C.B., C.'V.O. 

^rgis Excellency Sir Charles Alexander Harris, 
M K.C.M.G., C.B., C.V.O., Governor of xNIewfound- 
;in land, was born at Wrexham, England, in 1855, 
^ the eldest son of the Rev. G. Poulett Harris, 
i=^>.i "S) foriYierly Vicar of Hawes, Yorkshire, and after- 
wards Principal of the Church of England Academy (now Bishop 
Feild Col'ege) at St. John's. Sir Alexander accompanied his 
father to Newfoundland and spent the first ten years of his life 
in the Colony where he is to-day the representative of His 
Majesty the King. 

During the family's stay in Newfoundland two brothers and 
a sister were born. As a lad Alexander Harris not alone visited 
the environs of St. John's and the nearby outports, but also 
made trips as far north as Green Bay, calling at Twillingate, 
Fogo, and other prominent settlements. 

After the Rev. Mr. Harris and his family returned to Eng- 
land they resided in Wales for some time, and there our Cover, 
nor received most of his education, ultimately entering Cam- 
bridge University, from which he graduated in 1878, being 
twelfth in the classical list. A year later he entered the Colonial 
Office securing a clerkship in open competition, and his life there- 
after has been one of association with the Colonies entirely. 

In 1882 he went out to the West Indies as Secretary of the 
Royal Commission to inquire into the finances of these depen- 
dencies, and spent several months visiting the various islands 
of the Carribean Sea, though under foreign flags as well as under 
the Union Jack. After his return he was detailed for negotia- 
tions between Britain and America in regard to the tariffs of the 
West Indies, and in 1887-8 was attached to the first Conference

on the Sugar Bounties Question, and also the British Guiana 
Boundary Question which subsequently almost became a subject 
of war between Britain and America in 1895. He assisted Lord 
Alverstone in the work which the Cleveland Arbitration after 
that year involved, together with Mr. Bertram Cox now Solicitor 
in the Inland Revenue Department, and Mr. J. H. Reddon also 
an expert on Colonial subjects, and he was one of the Attorney- 
General's staff at the Arbitration in Paris in 1889, and assisted 
in the whole of the proceedings. 

As soon as this work was completed, Sir Alexander was as- 
sociated with Sir Francis Villiers, then Under Foreign Secretary 
and now British Minister to Belgium, in negotiating a Treaty 
with Brazil, to form a basis for discussion of the Brazilian 
Boundary Question, and soon after was put in full charge of the 
British case under the then Attorney General, Sir R. B. Finlay. 
now Lord Chancellor. This necessitated several visits to Paris, 
Madrid, Lisbon, and Oporto. 

Besides the foregoing our Governor has conducted special 
work at the Colonial Office. He re-organized the whole system of 
patronage management, and later organized the first of the new 
Protectorates taken over from the Foreign Office, being also 
appointed to the Board of Trade Advisory Committee on Com- 
mercial Intelligence, and one of the Managing Committee of 
the Imperial Institute. He was President also of the Tropical 
Diseases Section at the Exhibition of Ghent in 1913, and has 
visited much of the country which was the scene of the opening 
battles of the present war. 

He was promoted to be Chief Clerk of the Colonial Office in 
1909 and held that position until his appointment as Governor

of Newfoundland. 

Although a busy man all his life Sir Alexander has found 
time to contribute various articles to current reviews and he has 
always been keenly interested in sport, particularly in cricket, 
fishing and skatin:j;. 

In 1879 he married Constance Maria, daughter of the late 
John Shute, of Glenavon House, Clifton, near Bristol, where 
his grandfather had resided; and Bristol, as we all know, 
has a special connection with Newfoundland now immor- 
talized in " Bristol's Hope '' near Harbor Grace. One of his 
great grandfathers was the last man to leave New York when 
the Briti>h had to retire from there in the time of the British 
Revolutionary war, and later became chief magistrate of Nova 
Scotia. Sir Alexander is also connected with the T«inings, 
Binneys, and other Nova Scotian families and with the Crowdy 
family of Newfoundland. 

He has three sons, the oldest being Principal of a college ; 
the second serving with the Royal Engineers ; and the third, 
whose health was impaired by rheumatic fever, is studying 
medicine at St. Thomas's Hospital. London. 

His only daughter. Miss Armorel Harris, who has accompanied 
her father to Newfoundland, was nursing in France for several 
months last year wiih the French Red Cross in the Military 
Hospital at Dieppe. Miss Harris has already endeared herself 
to the members of our Women's Patriotic Association, of which 
she is Acting President until the arrival of Lady Harris in Saint 
John's. 

Sir Alexander has been decorated by the King for his services 
in connection with the foregoing boundary arbitrations, and 
he was knighted in November last on his appointment to the 
Governorship of this Dominion. 

The Quarterly extends to our new Governor and his family 
a hearty welcome to Newfoundland, and trusts that their stay 
here may be one mutually advantageous, and such that, when 
they leave us, they will feel that they have enjoyed a pleasant 
sojourn and been helpful in promoting during their stay the 
interests of our King and the Empite. 

To quote Mr. Watson's parody on the occasion of His Excel- 
lency becoming a member of the Llewellyn Club : 
Our King's Man from over the Sea, 
Knglish and .Scotch and Irish are we — 
But all Newfoundland in our welcome to thee.

times of gloom, it is always well to strengthen 
our sense of proportion, and to keep up the 
stoutness of hearts, by a comparison with other 
times, in which our fathers met greater troubles 
with fortitude and hope. 

The baseness of the Russians, and their deser- 
tion of the good cause, though they alone among the Allies had 
any responsibility for this war, reminds us of the dark and dis- 
astrous year of 1807. At that time, Napoleon had all Europe 
conquered, except a little corner of the Peninsula — Portugal — 
where, behind the lines of Torres Vedras, a little British army 
stood at bay. The honest and loyal Austrians had been over- 
whelmed at Austerlitz in 1805. The Germans had lain down 
under Napoleon's feet and let him walk over them. Prussia 
had first deserted us for the bribe of Hanover, and closed its 
ports against our trade, and then, in the following year, goaded 
by his intolerable insults and aggressions, had dared to challenge 
his power, and had been knoclsed out in one round at Jena, — • 
a name which now is omitted from German school maps. Rus- 
sia, too, was defeated, and joined with our enemy, and the 
Russian Government actually joined with the enemy in addres- 
sing to us a letter exhorting us to make peace for the sake of 
Europe and humanity. France has proved to be a stauncher 
ally now than Russia and the other German States did then. It 
is pleasant too, to remember that, when Napoleon and the Czar 
met on a raft in the middle of the river Niemen, an English spy 
was hidden in their tent, and heard Napoleon's plans, among 
which one was that of seizing the Danish fleet — a project in 
which Canning and Nelson were beforehand with him. 

Those were the times that tried men's souls ; for in addition 
to the European war, we had to endure the selfish, short-sighted, 
and unscrupulous hostility of the United States, under the De- 
mocratic party at a time when we were fighting their battles just 
as much as in these latter years ; and their hostility at last burst 
out into open war. But we stuck to it through thick and thin ;

until at last Russia again took heart to resist the aggressions of 
the Conqueror; and the Germans again plucked up their spirits. 
And so at last we triumphed. 

It would be well, too, for those who are accusing " England 
of a desire to destroy the German nation to remember what 
generous terms " England" secured for France— how she gave 
back to France her Colonies, and how she prevented the Ger- 
mans from dismembering France then as they did in 1871 and 
how we have always censured the treaty of Utrecht for its 
generosity. 

As for Russia, I hope the British Radicals have now learned 
a lesson as to the folly of sympathizing with foreign revolution. 
They might have known from their experience of Turkey. Abdul 
Hamid had been the ally of Germany ; he was over-thrown by 
the " Young Turks" to the delight of the British Radicals; and 
very soon the " Young Turks" sold themselves and their country 
to Germany. The Radicals might have known, too, from the effect 
of the French revolution of 1870 in dividing and weakening 
the nation in the midst of the war what would be the effect of 
the Russian revolution, even if the Russian revolutionists had 
not been as venal and corrupt as the Turks. Queen Victoria 
said that Palmerston was aUays encouraging revolutionary 
parties in the hope that they would be friends, and they always 
turned out to be enemies when they succeeded 

We sometimes, when we look back, say, What a pity that we 
fought the Crimean War in defence of Turkey. Well, and who 
was responsible for that ? Was it the " stupid party" and the 
aristocracy ? Was it not the enliahtened and progressive party, 
with the support of the great middle class? 

Others of us say, we should have intervened in behalf of 
France in 1871. And who was responsible then? Was not 
the grand old man Prime Minister then ? A French diplomatist 
came over to London to ask for British help, and Mr. Gladstone 
threw up his hands exclaiming, " Oh but that would mean war !" 
Exactly ; to interfere then would have meant war then ; and not 
to interfere then meant a more terrible war now. And who was 
it that propagated the policy of non-intervention, and taught 
the people to regard the intervention of the past as blunders 
and perhaps crimes? Was it not Bright and Cobden, who 
thought themselves the wisest of men, but who are now seen to 
have been foolish. And if we make Bright's hereditary Quaker- 
ism the excuse for his false and foolish principles, how are we 
to excuse those who were not Quakers and yet adopted his 
policy ? Though Bright's speeches have always been my fav- 
orites among the models of English eloquence, yet I must confess 
that I have found in them many gross " electioneering" false- 
hoods, as I may call them ; for example, the assertion that the 
policy of intervention was due to aristocracy, who obtained pre- 
dominance after 1688. The purpose of this statement of course 
was to make the policy unpopular. Bright can hardly have been 
ignorant that intervention had been practised by Elizabeth and 
Cromwell, and that the intervention after 1688 was due to William 
III., much more than to the aristocracy (with this difTerence 
that Cromwell's intervention was as foolish as the Crimean war, 
while William's intervention coincided with the interest of Eng- 
land). But of course to have ascribed it to Elizabeth, Cromwell, 
and William would have tended to make the policy popular with 
Bright's party, and therefore he told a falsehood as to its authors, 
and attributed it to the aristocracy. However, if it had its 
origin in the aristocracy, and in so far as it had, we now would 
think all the better of the nobles for that. We are now fighting 
for the good old cause, and it is a good one which we know 
deserves the blessing of heaven, and will yet earn the blessing 
of the defeated Germans. 



The morning comes not ; but the night 

Wanes, and men's eyes win strength to see 
Where twilight is — where hght shall be 

When conquered wrong with conquering right 
Acclaims a world set free. 
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1 he real oiigin of our present troubles is to be sought in the 
year 1864 when Prussia, making tools of the other German 
btates, and of Austria as she is doing now, attacked Denmark in 
order to seize Schleswig, in defiance of international law, and 
of all treaties, which then, too, were scraps of paper. Bismarck 
at that time already had, as he afterwards explained to the 
Italian A.iibassdor, General Govone, the design of making war 
on Austrii, and his best way of inducing King William of 
Prussia to assent to this, was to have a quarrel about the spoils- 
" Chamare 1' Austria a parte della guerra Danese, e vedere di 
cimentare cosi I'alleanza Austro-Prussiana, Questa esperienza 
essere completamente fallita, o direi piuttosto completamente 
riuscita . . . e I'esperienza avere guarito il re e molte per- 
sone suir alleanza Austriaca."— " To invite Austria to take part 
in the war against Denmark, and to see if we could thus 
strengthen the Austro-Prussian alliance. This experiment had 
completely failed, or rather completely succeeded. . . . The 
experience had cured the King and many other persons of their 
attachment to the Austrian Alliance." 

At the time of the German war upon Denmark Lord 
Palmerston's government with the support of the opposition 
tried to induce Russia and France, who were equally bound by 
treaty, to defend Denmark. But those two powers refused to 
fiilhl their obligations. At the same time Cobden and Bright 
stirred up their own class to oppose intervention, and privately 
encouraged France and Russia to abstain. It is obvious that 
Great Britain alone could not wage a continental war against 
all Germany and Au-^tria. with Russia friendly then to Prussia. 
Then it became clear to Prussia that the way was clear for 
aggression. In 1866 Prussia destroyed Austrian independence 
while Russia and France, blind to their own interests, looked 
on. Napoleon Ill's government then began to intrigue with 
Prussia for assent to the conquest of Belgum — a fact which 
Bismarck published when the Franco-Prussian war came on. 
And then France allowed herself, so far as appearances went, 
to become the aggressor upon Germany, and thus enabled 
Prussia to gain South Germany. In 187 i, when Bismarck was 
about to dismember France, he stirred up Russia to quarrel 
with Great Britain about the Black Sea. In all these years the 
policy of the British " Liberals" suited Prussia very well. 

What I say against them is not written, however, with any 
intention of bringing credit to the fame of Disraeli, whose friends 
are now taking advantage of the just decay of Bright's and 
Gladstone's political fame, in order to bring forward their 
opponent. But his policy during the Russo-Turkish war of 
1876-7, and at the Berlin Congress places him far below Lord 
Salisbury and far below even the men who waged the Crimean 
War (1854-5) in defence of Turkey against Russia. Disraeli 
assuredly was not wanting in patriotic care for the interests of 
Great Britain. But it is impossible to doubt that in his view of 
those interests he was biassed by Jewish prejudice against 
Russia and in favor of Turkey and Germany. At the Berlin 
Congress (1878) Disraeli was apparently prepared to go to war 
in defence of Turkey, and came home full of the idea of an 
alliance with Germany to check the further progress of demo- 
cracy, as you may read in the Memoirs of his friend, Lord 
Ronald Gower. But Salisbury was determined not to quarrel 
with Russia, for that would have made Germany master of both, 
and before entering into the Congress he privately sought an 
understanding with Russia; and when he came home he wrote 
to warn the Viceroy of India that there must be no war wi'h 
Russia, for the real enemy was in Berlin. 

In consequence of this difference in their attitude, Bismarck 
and all who took their cue from him described Disraeli as a 
strona man—" the old Jew is the one who means business -- 
but Salisbury as a weak man, " a wooden lath painted to look 
like iron," or, as this present Kaiser used to say, " a nce- 
pudding," "a jelly," because Salisbury never would go to war 
with Russia to the advantage of Germany. 

And the Germans found some English politicians simple 
enough to accept the estimate which they wished to spread of 
the two British statesmen. Thus, Mr. George W. E. R^^sel - 
one of those who are individually described as an " English 
gentleman, scholar, and Liberal," or an "English gentle- 



man, scholar and statesman," says in his Recollections, 
" I do not intend to estimate the soundness of Lord 
Beaconsfield's opinions, or the permanent value of his work, 
it is enough to recall what the last German Ambassador, Count 
Munster, told me, and what in a curtailed form has been so 
often quoted. Prince Bismarck said, " I think nothing of their 
Lord Salisbury; he is only a lath painted to look like iron, but 
that old Jew means business." This citation of Bismarck's 
estimate is all the more remarkable because Mr. Russell was 
opposed to the Disraelian policy of opposition to Russia. You 
may notice that the German agent knew that the " English 
scholar and statesman," would in his simplicity assume that the 
German statesman's estimate of the two men was formed with 
perfect impartiality and without prejudice in favor of the one 
who was for a German alliance, and that it was expressed with 
perfect sincerity without any reference to the interest of Ger- 
many in having the man disparaged who would not quarrel with 
Russia. 'J"he German agent also knew that the " English 
gentleman and Liberal " would be glad to hear ill spoken of 
his own countryman, and therefore to hear good spoken of the 
Jew. For English " liberalism " requires that charity should 
begin not at home. 

I often wonder why it is that men who profess to be 
" Liberals" are so often enslaved by party spirit and political 
bigotry and the .spirit of contradiction and contrariness. We 
have had Englishmen here in this Province working against the 
Union Government, from mere party spirit and contradiction to 
their own people. 

Just now we have everywhere an outcry, to which I have no 
objection, against '' profiteers." But the Liberal political 
economy since the days of Burke and .Adam Smith has been 
opposed to interfering with the market, and it was the Liberals 
who swept away the old laws against " forestallers and 
regraters," which were described as mediaeval toryism. Yet 
the Liberals now raise the cry, to which I repeat that I have no 
objection, without any confession of having erred in the past.

Food Controllers were appoimed la^t year tor 
United States and an outline of their pro- 
gramme was made known to the Food Control Board of ih.s 
Dominion, the Chairman, Hon P. T. McGraih. procee.led forlh- 
«ith to Ottawa and to Washmgton and interv.ewed (he authori- 
ties and arranged for supplies for this count. y. He found the 
Food Controllers disposed to limit our supplies of Hour and to 
stop the shipment of that already purchased but not shipped. 
In fact quantities were stopped, but fi .ally released on Mr. 
McGrath's representing the great difficul ies ot distributing 
food stuffs around our coast line, two-thirds of which was cut 
off from the distributing point by ice and winter conditions 
The Controllers relented and agreed to give us our normal 
supply until May when new arrangements will h ive to be made 
Our people will have to realize the serious pos tion in which 
they are placed. They cannot get food supplies from anywhere 
else but the United States and Can da. We have to depend 
on the Food Controllers of these Countries for our daily biead, 
and the slogan of ihe United States and Canada is •' Save food 
and win the war," and the Controllers fully intend lo save 
to feed the Armies. It has been said by unhinkinji and un- 
patriotic people " What have we to do with the war ?" You 
will forcibly have this much to do with it, you will have to go 
short. If you won't help the prosecution of the war you will 
be made to feel the tffects of it. If we, as a people, do not 
show that we are willing to help the United States and Canada 
in the prosecution of the war, by economy and otherwise, we 
cannot expect that they will help us out in food supplies, there- 
fore it is imperatively necessary for us all to give our helping 
hand by economy and otherwise and prove that we are worthy 
of being counted as war helpers.

I HE question of shortage in food suppiies is one that 
is now dominating the principal countries of the 
world. The primary cause which developed such 
a situation is the great war in Europe by which 
large numbers of men have been taken from the 
agricultural fields to fight in the various armies of 
the belligerents. The shutting up of the southern outlet for Rus- 
sian wheat, viz., the Dardanelles, the shortage of tonnage through 
the submaiine warfare and the destruction and occupation of the 
agricultural fields of Belgium and Northern France are other 
causes. On this side of the water the shortage in the whe.it 
crops of the United States during the last two yeers has added 
greatly to the shortage of the world's supply. In 1915 there 
was a fairly good crop in the United States, but that of 1916 
was a bad one, and to meet the gieat demands of the world the 
surplus of 1915 had to be used up. Durinu; the year 1917 the 
crop was also short much more so thin was estimated in last 
July, and there is now no reserve available. In England the 
harvest last year turned out badly, owing to wet weather, and in 
France it was the worst in fifty years. 

England, France and Italy, in the past have largely depended 
on importations to supply their needs, not producing sufficient 
wheat to meet them. Now that these European Allies have 
large armies of millions of men in the firing line, in the supply 
and transportation lines of France, Belgium and Italy it is an 
absolute necessity that these armies be supplied with food, and 
in order to do this, and also to feed the munition, and other 
war workers in the United Kingdon., in France and in Italy, it 
will be necessary this year to economize in wheat product?, 
meats of all kinds, sugar &c., so that there may be a supply of 
these commodities for shipment to Europe and the war vigorously 
prosecuted. The advent of the United States into the war, and 
the necessity to supply her troops in France, has accentuated the 
situation and the shortage of supply is now being attempted to 
offset by food saving on this side of the Atlantic. 

Food Controllers have been appointed in the United States 
and in Canada, who have full control of all supplies, and are 
limiting the use of wheat and meats and controlling their export. 
We in Newfoundland have heretofore freely drawn upon 
Canada and the United Strtes for our food supplies and have 
purchased largely and freely. 

Owing to our insular condition, to the great difficulties of 
communication in the winter time, the people of many settle- 
ments, remote from St. John's, spread over a very large coast 
line, have always provided themselves with a stock of provi-

to be wondered at that local affairs, which in more peaceful 
times would call for active public interest, do not evoke more 
than passing comment. We have apparently become so accus- 
tomed to partitipating in momentous events of world-wide signi- 
ficance and far-reaching effect, that we can hardly narrow our 
view to envisage our own political and social affairs This per- 
haps, IS after all only natural. All energies are bent on the one 
great aim of bringing the war to a victorious conclusion for

Great Britain and her Allies, and anything which may tend to 
divert our attention from that object is likely to lessen by just 
so much our determination and tfficiency. 

However, the po iiical events which occurred at the New Year 
are of sufficient i nport to merit more than fleeting attention or 
passing reference, concerning as they do important changes in 
the administraiion of the Government of this Dominion. In 
order to describe the occurrences in their proper sequence, it is 
necessary to sketch briefly the events which preceded, and led 
up to, what has pissed into history as " The Political Crisis of 

In July, 1917, the Government, then under the leadership of 
Sir Edward Morris, combined with the Opposition, led by Dr. 
Lloyd, to form a Coalition, which wns arranged on an equality 
basis, each parly having six representatives in the administration. 
This Coalition Government immediately grappled wiih the 
important public questions arising out of the War, and the 
good work which it accomplished has amply justified the com- 
bination af the two elements. The Militia Department was 
established to deal .vith Regimental and Naval affairs and a 



Tonnage Committee created to cope with the important pro- 
blem, so vital to this country, of procuring tonnage to market 
our fishery products, and bring to our shores supplies of salt for 
the carrying on of the staple industry of the country. Legisla- 
tion of a character designed to obtain the very necessary funds 
to assist in carrying out Newfoundland's War effort, by impos- 
ing taxation upon the class of the community best able to afford 
it, was passed by the National Government in the form of a 
Business Profits Tax. In short the new administration took 
hold of public matters in an energetic and whole-hearted fashion, 
with the sole aim of keeping Newfoundland in the fight in the 
most efficient manner possible. 

Following upon the closing of the Legislature, Sir Edward 
Morris left for New York in September for the purpose of en- 
deavouring to raise a loan for military purposes, and thence 
proceeded to England, at the request and on behalf of the Ton- 
nage Committee, with a view to procuring tonnage so urgently 
needed for the requirements of our fisheries, during his absence, 
Hon. Dr. W. F. Lloyd, Minister of Justic. became Acting Prime 
Minister, which Office he held until the end of the year. In 
the meantime our new Governor, Sir Alexander Harris, who ar- 
rived here in December, had, before he left England, been en- 
trusted by Sir Edward Morris with his resignation of the office 
of Prime Minister of Newfoundland, the reasons for his taking 
this step, as given later in a farewell address to his constituents 
being a wish to avoid the turmoil which a duel of parties would 
create in the event of a general election, as well as a desire to 
be relieved of the growing burden of leadership, which he had 
borne for ten years. 

On January 2nd, the day on which the resignation was to 
take effect. His Excellency the Governor sent for Hon. Dr. 
Lloyd, acquainted him of this document, informed him that it 
was Sir Edward Morris's desire that he (Dr. Lloyd) be invited 
to form a Ministry, and then requested him to take up the seals 
of office. 

This Dr. Lloyd undertook to do, but at the very outset was 
faced wiih the fact that three of the members of the Cabinet 
tendered him their resignations. However, with characteristic 
recourse. Dr. Lloyd immediately met the situation by reducing 
the ministry to nine members, or the same number that pre- 
vailed before the formation of the Coalition. The vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Sir Edward Morris was filled by 
the appointment of William Woodford, Esq., Minister of Public 
Works, to a seat in the Executive. Then came the question of 
the filling of the various departmental offices, and this was very 
quickly arranged. Dr. Lloyd became Prime Minister and 
assumed, in addition, the office of Minister of Justice. Hon. 
M. P. Cashin retained the direction of the Ministry of Finance 
and Customs. Hon. W. W. Halfyard was appointed Colonial 
Secretary, being succeeded in the Department of Agriculture by 
Hon. J. A. Clift, K.C. Hon. J. C. Crosbie was appointed to 
the portfolio of Minister of Militia, but resigned a few days 
later when Mr. Bennett again undertook the duties of that posi- 
tion. The foregoing, with the exception of Mr. Bennett, com- 
prise the Executive Council, with the addition of Hon. W. F. 
Coaker, Hon. W. J. Ellis and Hon. A. E. Hickman. 

Thus ended a political crisis which, for a time, had assumed 
serious proportions and which, while it lasted, kept the public 
in a continual fever of excitement. There was general relief 
when it at length became known that all arrangements had been 
completed, that Dr. Lloyd had succeeded in forming a Cabinet, 
and that the new Government had been installed in office. 

One of the first acts of the new ministry was the creation of a 
Department of Shipping, under the control of Hon. J. C. 
Crosbie, aided by a Board consisting of Hons. W. F. Coaker 
and A. E. Hickman, who had formed the membership of the 
Tonnage Committee. 

Dr. Lloyd, the new Prime Minister, has had a long and 
varied experience in connection with the public affairs of the 
Colony. Althougn an Englishman by birth, he has resided in 
Newfoundland for the past twenty-seven years, and can almost

be called a native of the country. He is an able lawyer of 
prominence in the community, and has a wide grasp of con- 
stitutional usage and Parliamentary practice. He was first 
elected to the House of Assembly in 1904. On the appoint- 
ment of Hon. J. M. Kent, K.C., to the Bench, Dr. Lloyd 
succeeded him as Leader of the Opposition in the Legislature, 
which post he retained until the formation of the Coalition last 
year, when he became Minister of Justice and Acting Prime 
Minister in the absence of Sir Edward Morris. As Prime 
Minister he has shown keen foresight and unerring judgment 
combined with a wide experience and a thorough grasp of 
detail so necessary adjuncts to the equipment of the occupant 
of this high office, and in this connection his knowledge of 
constitutional law has been of immense advantage to him in 
the administration of the Government of the Dominion. 

Hon. M. P. Cashin, who continues the direction of affairs in 
the Department of Finance and Customs, has held that office 
for the past ten years and has brought its work to a high state 
of efficiency. Hon. W. W. Halfyard, in assuming the portfolio 
of Colonial Secretary, brings to his new office the experience 
gained in departmental management while Minister of Agricul- 
ture and Mines, supplemented by the business training acquired 
by him as Secretary of the Fishermen's Protective Union. 
Hon. J. C. Crosbie, the new Minister of Shipping, is the right 
man in the right place, his thoiough acquaintance with matters 
affecting our mercantile marine marking him out as the one 
man in the community best fitted to grapple with the many and 



varied problems arising out or the present scarcity of shipping. 
With the efficient aid of Hons. W. F. Coaker and A. E. 
Hickman, the results achieved so far through the medium of 
his Department fully justify the creation of this new office. 
Hon. J. A. Clift, K.C., in taking upon himself the control of 
the Department of Agriculture and Mines, finds himself 
thoroughly at home in as much as he held the same appoinment 
for eight years under the administration of Sir Robert Bond. 
The Ministry of Public Works continues in charge of Hon. W. 
Woodford, with the added importance which attaches to that 
office by reason of the fact that its representative occupies a 
seat in the Executive Council. Mr. J. G. Stone remains 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries aided in the execution of his 
duties by the practical experience acquired by him through a 
life-long association with our fishing industry. By resuming 
the direction of afifairs at the Department of Militia, Mr. 
Bennett has the advantage of personal experience of all the 
problems with which he will be confronted in carrying out 
his duties as head of that Department, gained while serving as 
a member of the various committees of the Patriotic Associa- 
tion, in his capacity as former Colonial Secretary, and in his 
study of the administration of the Canadian Militia Department. 
With the formation of the new Government, the people look 
confidently to a vigorous carrying on of the public alTairs and a 
continued and determined prosecution of the War in so far as 
this Dominion is capable of participating in the great struggle 
for Right and Freedom.

Biographical. — On Oct. 13th, after a special session of the 
Synod, the Rev. W. C. White, sub-dean of the Cathedral Parish, 
was elected Bishop of Newfoundland, in succession to Bishop 
Jones, who resigned because of ill-health. The Bishop is the 
son of Dr. Robert White, of Trinity, and was born there on 
August 31st, 1865. His early school days were at Trinity. In 
1881, at the age of sixteen, he came to St. John's and entered 
the Church of England Academy, now Bishop Feild College, of 
which the Rev. Joseph Phelphs was Principal, remaining there 
until 1883, when he returned to Trinity. In 1885, he entered 
St. Augustine's College, Canterbury, under Dr. M. McLear, 
graduating from there in 1888. Fellow-students at Canterbury 
were the Revs. Canon Smart and A. G. Bayly. On September 
18, 1888, the young student was^ordained Deacon by the Bishop 
of Newfoundland, and was appointed Curate to the late. Rev. 
A. E. C. Bayly, Rural Dean at Bonav'ista. On October 28, 
1890, he was advanced to the Priesthood," and appointed to the 



charge of Fogo, remaining there until 1900, From 1900 to 
1908 he was Rector of Heart's Content, and in May of 1908 
was appointed Rector of the Cathedral Parish, and installed 
Canon and sub-Dean on the 15th Sunday after Trinity of that 
year, occupying the stall of St. Columbus. 

On Monday, March 4, at a special convention held at King's 
College, Windsor, Nova Scotia, the degree of D.D. "honoris 
causa " was conferred upon the new Bishop. 

The new Bishop is fifty-two years of age, and has had an 
experience in the work of the Diocese that will be invaluable 
in his exalted ofifice. As soon as the need for a new appoint- 
ment arose Canon White was universally spoken of as possess- 
ing the necessary qualifications for the post. He is popular 
with clergy and laity alike, which was evidenced by the unani- 
mous vote that elected him to the high office. 

Bishop White married Miss Bayly daughter of the late Rev. 
A. E. C. Bayly, Rural Dean of Bonavista Bay, and sister to the 
Rev. A. G. Bayly, now holding the same Rural Deanery.

HIS LORDSHIP THE LATE RISHOP JONES. 

THE news of the death of His Lordship Bishop Jones, 
January 9, 19 18, was received with the keenist regret, 
and evidences of mourning were universal in the city, 
where he was esteemed and regarded by people of all classes and 
creeds. 

The Rt. Rev. Llewellyn Jones, Bishop of Newfoundland and 
Bermuda, was born in Liverpool. England, on October u, 1840, 
so was just three months past his 77th year. He was educated 
at the Institute in Liverpool Cheltenham College, and at the 
Public School, Harrow. Thence he proceeded to Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he won his B.A. in 1S62 and M.A. in 



1S66, getting D.D. in 1878 and further prosecuted his Divinity 
course at Wells Theological College, being ordained to the priest- 
hood by the Bishop of Worcester in 1865, the golden jubilee of 
which event he celebrated two years ago. After being licensed 
as curate to the parish of Bromsgrove, where he served for ten 
years, he was then promoted to the Rectorship of Little Hereford 
where he remained until 1878 when he was appointed Bishop 
of Newfoundland ; and a year latter, at the invitation of the 
Synod of Bermuda, he accepted the episcopal supervision of that 
diocese, which he visited every alternate winter. He attended 
the Lambeth conferences in 1897 and 1907, and visited England 
on other occasions also. He married in 1881 Elizabeth Alice, 
second daughter of Late Hon. A. C. Archibald, K.C.M.G., late 
Governor of Nova Scotia. 

His Lordship's Episcopate was characterized by zeal, activity 
and a liberality of sentiment and means which have deservedly 
won for him the esteem and veneration of a united flock. As a 
preacher, his manner was striking, unusual, deliberate and his 
discourses had a freshness and originality which gave them a 
force all their own. Under his fostering care and charge he 
witnessed the growth of a large increase of funds in diocesan 
nstitutions, and the erection of some of the finest churches which 
grace the land. But Bishop Jones's name will long be remem- 
bered in connection with the completion of the Cathedral Church 
of St. John the Baptist in this city, a work intended to commemo- 
rate the active life and labors of a noble predecessor. Soon 
after his arrival in his diocese he threw himself with devotion 
into a scheme, which had not only this for its object, but which 
was to afford accommodation for an increasing church population 
and furthered by a liberality of churchmen unprecedented in the 
history of any Colonial Diocese he was enabled to set the crown 
to this work, consecrating it in September, 1885. 

Then came the great fire of 1892, wiping out the Cathedral 
almost in the flash of an eye and the Bishop saw all his life's 
work brought to nothing; but, heartbreaking though the blow 
was, he and his devoted associates set themselves to work to 
rebuild it, and before death called him he was able to rejoice once 
more in the completion and conseciation of the magnificent 
monument to the glory of God which the Cathedal represents 
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The "Florizel" Tragedy. 
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Sunday, February 24th, Newfoundland was 
' shocked as it has rarely been, despite disasters 
1^ on land and sea of recent years, by the know- 
ledge that another terrible marine tragedy had 
been enacted on its coast, and that the splendid 
l.ner Flonzel, the finest ship in the local trade, had gone to her 
doom on the rocks at Cappa Hayden-fifteen miles north of 
Cape Race— within a few hours after leaving St. John's, and 
under circumstances making the affair a mystery, the solution 
of which will be awaited with the keenest interest by everybody. 
The Florizel, Captain William Martin, with a crew of sixty 
all told and seventy-six passengers, as well as about 12000 
barrels of cargo, chiefly fishery products, and valued at about 
$250,000, had left St. John's at eight o'clock the previous night. 
I'he weather was fine at the ti:ne but a storm was brewing and 
before midi-ight a furious blizzard was raging, described by 



Steamers had been despatched from St. John's at noon, and 
also a relief train, but the latter could do nothing as the waves 
were beating on the shore too furiously for boats to put otif. 
Similarly, when the steamers arrived at sundown, the darkness 
forbade activity and the sea was too high for much to be done. 
At daybreak, however, rescue operations vitre immediately 
begun, and the welcome news spread rapidly that there were 
forty survivors safely bestowed in the Marconi house, in the 
" fiddley " or upper portion of the engine room, and in the fore- 
castle ; and boats from the Frospero, Terra Nova, Home, 
Hawk and Gordon C. speedily had these removed and in safety 
on the other ships which brought them to St. John's on Mon- 
day afternoon where they were very cordially welcomed. 

Few had escaped without more or less serious injuries. Some 
had their extremities frozen as a result of their long immersion 
in the water and all were grievously sh,iken up by the elemental 
experience they had under gone. They told the most harrow- 
ing tales of the disaster, of the circumstances under which two-

Other mariners in the vicinity at the time as am^ng the worst 
ever experienced by them. Shortly' before dawn on Sund,iy 
morning the Florizel, going at a good speed, piled herself up on 
the shore on a section of coast where disasters have frequently 
occurred, and at a point wh^re she was the prey of the furious 
waves to such an extent that within a brief period a large 
number of those on b lard had met a watery <r,ive. 

The details of the tragic event cannot be told here. Let it 
suffice to say that when the ship struck, her after part settled in 
the water and the sea swept her from the funnel aft, huge 
combers breaking over the bridge deck and saloon section, 
which were amidships, and demolishing the fabric as well as 
carrying off passengers every few minutes. 

After daybreak when the people from the nearest hamlet, 
that of Cappa H lyden, proceeded to the scene, drawn there by 
the shrieks of her svren, they could see nobody alive on her 
deck and reached the reluctant but seemingly inevitable con- 
clusion that all had perished, a deduction fortified by the fact 
that the bodies of some of the passengers were even then 
washing ashore. Not until evening was it seen that there was 
any life on board, and then a few forms were described about 
the forecastle, where it was later leared that some of the crew 
had found shelter. Later two or three other humans were seen 
near the Marconi house amidships, and this revived hope some- 
what, but the best expectation at sundown was that there were 
only about half a dozen left alive. 



thirds of those on biarl had perished, and of the sufferings of 
those who survived, a d the whole record of the tragedy goes 
to mark it as one of the most harro^^ing in the annals of the 
Island. Near all the bodies wsre recovered and identified. 

Regrettable as the tragedy is in itself, it was rendered doubly 
so by the fact that the passengers included many of our leading 
citizens who were departing by her for business visits to the 
neighbouring continent, and whose loss will mean a serious blow 
to many an important commercial concern in St. John's, whilst 
the outports were also represented in the death-list. 

The ship herself was the principal link connecting the Colony 
with the Western world and forming an agency for the transport 
inward and outward of the comrnodities on which our economic 
existence turn, and how she is to be replaced is not easy to dis- 
cern. The war has meant many serious blows to Newfoundland, 
but it is doubtful if war-time has meant many worse misfortunes 
to our Colony than is represented by the loss of the Florizel.

The Late John Shannon Munn. 




LATE JOHN SHANNON MUNN. 

AMONGST those who perished with the Florizel was John 
Shannon Munn, a r)irector in the firm of Bowring Bcos., 
Ltd., of St. John's, the Company which owned the ship, 
and one of our most prominent business men. Mr. Munn who 
was a native of Harbour Grace, a son of the late William Munn, 
then head of the great fish trading firm of Munn Brothers which 
in the latter half of the past century was amongst the largest of 
our fishery concerns, was educated at Oxford and on attaining 
his majority entered the firm of Bowring Brothers under the 
capable tutelage of his stepfather, Hon. (now Sir) Edgar R. 
Bowring, and gradually perfected himself in his knowledge of 
the Company's business so that he became a capable lieutenant 
to the latter, and for the past six or seven years has carried the 
main burden of the business of the Bowring firm in this Colony 
on his own shoulders. Sir Edgar having, as the years gone by, 
seen able to absent himself from the Colony for a constantly 
increasing period, confident that the firm's interests would be 
thoroughly looked after by his young coadjutor. Mr. Munn 
was recognized as among the leaders in our commercial com- 
munity, and as such was elected President of the Board of 
Trade, being the youngest man in the Colony to ever occupy 
that position ; also President of the City Club, and a director 
or member of many of our leading industrial and social organi 
zations. Since the beginning of the war he has been specially 
prominent, as Honorary Treasurer of the Patriotic Finance 
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Committee which handled the Colony's war outlays and in 
which capacity he was instrumental in the expending of three 
and a half million dollars of public money, and also as Honor- 
ary Treasurer of the Patriotic Fund, which disbursed amongst 
the dependents of those on active service funds raised by public 
subscription on their behalf. In both these capacities he ac- 
quitted himself in a manner to earn the approval of all with 
whom he came in contact. He and his firm have also been 
remarkable for the generosity with which they have subscribed 
to all patriotic appeals, this following upon the contribution of 
Shannon Park to Harbor Grace by himself and of Bowring 
Park to St. John's by the Bowring firm in commemoration of 
the centennary of this establishment in Newfoundland, the Park 
up to date representing an outlay to the firm of about $100,000. 
Mr. Munn married in 1908 Miss May MacCowan, only 
daughter of the la'.e Inspector General MacCowan of the 
Constabulary, and they had one child. Miss Betty, aged three 
and a half years, who perished with her father in the tragedy. 
He and his little girl were going to join Mrs. Munn who had 
preceded them, and all were then intending to go south to 
Florida for a vacation. The child's nurse, Miss Trenchard, 
also perished in the disaster. 



The Late Thomas M, McNeil 

ANOTHER prominent citizen of about the same age and of 
somewhat similar characteristics was the late Thomas 
McMurdo McNeil, proprietor of the long established 
pharmacy house of McMurdo & Co. of St. John's. Mr. 
McNeil, having finished his education at Edinburgh University, 
returned here to take up the work of his late father, the well 
known and highly respected John McNeil, and though a com- 
paratively young man, had won a high place in the esteem of 
the community. He was prominent in all forms of athletics 
and was associated especially with the Newfoundland High- 
land Brigade, of which he was for a period Lieutenant-Colonel. 
He was also especially active in war work, being connected as 
Honorary Treasurer with the Recruiting Committee, which 
raised hundreds of men for the Newfoundland Regiment and 
being an active worker on various other committees as well. 
He was also the founder and first President of the Newfound- 
land Pharmaceutical Society and was a generous contributor to 
every worthy appeal for patriotic or philanthropic purposes 
inaugurated in the Colony. Mr. McNeil married in 1902 Miss 
Haidee Mckay, youngest daughter of the late Hon. A. M. 
Mckay, Superintendent of the Anglo-American Telegraph Co. 
in this Colony, and his widow, with three children survives him.

Avery popular honor, and one, the fitness of which will be 
universally recognized, was that of a Companionship of 
the Order of Si. Michael and St. George, conferred on 
Mr. Arthur Mews, the Deputy Colonial Secretary, among the 
New Year's honors. At Government House His Excellency the 
Governor made the formal intimation to this effect, and hearty 
congratulations were extended to the recipient of the honor by 
those attending the levee January 2nd. 

Mr. Mews has earned this honor by long and f^iithful public 
service. After completing his education at ths Methodist Col- 
lege and getting a training as an accountant in the ofifice of J. 
& VV. Stewart, he entered the public service in 1893 as a clerk 
in the Government Telegraph Office, being then transferred to 
the Financial Secretary's Department and being later made Fi- 
nancial Clerk to the Colonial Secretary's Office v^'hen the finan- 
cial secretaryship was abolished, while in 1898, when the mini- 
sterial system was altered and Mr. Berteau was made Auditor 
General, Mr. Mews was appointed to succeed him as Deputy 
Colonial Secretary. In this capacity he has been a tower of 
strength to the successive heads or that Department has become 
a veritable encyclopedia on all matters relating to public affairs, 
and has performed the most trusted and confidential services 
'n connection with the Government of the Colony, and particu- 
larly so since the war began. In his position he is probably 
brought into closer touch with the pub ic than almost any other 
official in the country, and he is marked as much for his courtesy 
and ronsiderateness as for the efficiency with which he performs 
hi^ duties. 

."Vside from his official work Mr. Mews is prominent in church 
and philantrophic movements, and notably in connection with 
the Methodist denominations, being a member of the general 
conference for Canada and Newfoundland, and of the Board of 
Missions; and Secretary of the Board of Governors of the 
Methodist College.

THIS yeir's President of the Board of Trade, Mr. R.

THE NEWFOUNDLA 

The Late Rt, Rev, J, J, St, John, 




THE LATE RT. REV. MONSIGNOR ST. JOHN. 

THERE passed away at the Presbytery, Torbay, M irch 13, 
1918, the Rt. Rev. Monsignor St. John, Chancellor of 
the Archdiocese of St. John's and Pastor of the above 
Parish. The deceased cleric was born in St. John's on October 
2nd, 1848, and after receiving his early training at St. Bona- 
venture's College, left at the age of 16 for Ireland, being des- 
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lined for the priesthood, thence crossing to Montdidier, France, 
where he entered the Lazarist College in that city. Returning 
here after three years to visit his parents he then voyaged to 
Ireland anew and entered St. Kyran's College, Kilkenny, and 
from there, in due course, proceeded to Propaganda College, 
Rome, where, after the regular course of study, he was ordain- 
ed on April 4th, or nearly forty years ago, in the Basilica of St. 
John Lateran, by Cardinal Patrizzi. A month later he left for 
home, coming by way of Italy, Switzerland, Bavaria, Belgium, 
England, and Ireland, and reaching here in the Hibtr7iian on 
June 24th. In the autumn of that year he was appointed bythe 
late Bishop Power curate to the Rev. Richard O'Donnell, of St. 
Mary's ; but a few years later the new parish, of St. Joseph's, 
Salmonier was formed from a section of St. Mary's Parish, and 
Father St. John was placed in charge. Here he remained until 
1895, when he was appointed Parish Priest of Argentia, where 
he was for eleven years- Then he was moved to Kilbride, St. 
John's West, succeeding the late Dean Borne for a brief period, 
and on the retirement of the late Re./. Father Clarke was ap 
pointed to replace him in Torbay, and also crea'ed a Chancellor 
of the Archdiocese by the late Archb'shop Howley. In this 
post he remained until the end came. The deceased was a man 
of varied activities and excellent qualities. As a priest he was 
a noted theologian, an able preacher, and a progressive educa- 
tionist. He built fine churches, established attractive schools, 
and WHS universally esteemed in W\t various parishes, being an 
adviser to the people in their iiiateiial as well as in their spiritual 
affairs, and alwa\s ready to assist in any manner. He was a 
contemporary of the late Archbishop Howley, who was a con- 
nection of his. and accompanied hiin to Rone, when he was 
made a d.jmes;ic prelate by His Holiness Pope Pius X. 

The rem lins of the late Rt. Rev. Mons. St. John, were inter- 
red at Belvedere, in the Priests' Plot, after Requiem High Mass 
was sung at the Cathedral. The celebrant vvas Rt. Rev. Mons. 
McDermott, V.G , assisted by Rev. Dr. Carter as Dencon, and 
Rev. Fr. Devereaux as Sub Deacon, and Rev. Dr. Greene as 
Master of Ceremonies. His Grace Archbishop Ro;he occupied 
tiie Tnrone, and was attended by Rev. Fr. Renouf, of Saint 
Patrick's, R-v. Fr. Ashley, now of Torbay, and Rev. Father 
McC^rthv, of Tor's Co^^e. A number of other clergy were also 
in ihe sane u iry ; and the funeral wis attended by a large num- 
ber of ciizens.

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"An Act Respecting the Refining of 
Cod Liver Oils." 

(Passed May 41h, 1916.) 

Be it enacted by the Governor, the Legislative Council and 
House of Assembly, in Legislative Session convened, as 
follows : — 

I. — From and after the first day of June, one thousand nine 
hundred and sixteen, no person in Newfoundland shall engage 
in the business of refining Cod Liver Oil without having first 
obtained a License fron) the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries, under a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
to be recovered in a summary manner before a Stipendiary 
Magistrate or a Justice by any person who shall sue for same. 

2. — Such Licenses shall be issued by the said Department 
subject to such rules and regulations as may be made by the 
Governor in Council in that behalf. 

3. — Any person who, after tfie first day of July, one thousand 
nine hundred and sixteen, shall export from Newfoundland any 
refined Cod Liver Oil without having the same first inspected 
and branded in accordance with the provisions of Chapter one 
hundred and four of the Consolidated Statutes of Newfoundland 
(Second Series) shall be subject to a penaly not exceeding 
five hundred dollars to be recovered in a summary manner be- 
fore a Stipendiary Magistrate or a Justice by any person who 
shall sue for the same. 

4.— One-half of all penalties recovered under the provisions 
of this Act shall be paid to the party giving the information, and 
the other half to the Minister of Finance and Customs for the 
use of the Colony. 

The foregoing is published for the information and guidance 
of those interested, and they are required to govern themselves 
accordingly, and apply for a License to the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries immediately.

BULLETIN No. 6. 

Since the issuing of Bulletin No. 5 the aspect of the food problem, not alone in Newfound- 
land, but throughout all Europe and North America, has become much more acute, and as the 
advent of the plantmg season is at hand the Agricultural Board realizes that a plain statement 
of actual conditions should be placed before the country, being convinced that if it be fully 
understood how urgent is the necessity, the country will do its full share towards the further 
and absolutely necessary increase of production of all crops in the present year — and in this 
alone appears now to be our chief hope of safety from most serious consequences. 

In its Report for the year 1914, and again in the Report for the years 1915 and 1916, the 
Agricultural Board warned the country of the necessity for preparation for the alarming con- 
dition of things that now confronts us, and the Board would be recreant in its duty if it failed 
to again give a final warning that the need of the present year is more grave and imperative 
than was that of the year past. 

The present war is being waged by the whole Empire, not by Great Britain alone, and we, 
by virtue of our being raised to the status and dignity of a Dominion, in recognition of our 
efforts in the cause of Empire are now an integral link in the world-girdling chain of British 
Dominions, and it is incumbent upon us to live up to the obligations and to make the sacri- 
fices therefor that loyalty and devotion to the Empire and its traditions demand and that all 
the other Dominions are so cheerfully making. 

Famine alone can cause the Empire to lose in the present war. The safety of the peoples 
of the Dominions is of the same consequence as are those of the Motherland, and famine could 
compel the Empire to sacrifice itself to save any one of those peoples as readily as to save 
those of the Home Countries. 

Hundreds of our noble Volunteers have shed their blood and made the Supreme Sacrifice 
in our defence since the war was declared and we would be unworthy of the sacrifice they 
have made if we fail to take the necessary precautions to guard against our being the means 
of nullifying the great work they have done, and this we will be, collectively and individually, 
guilty of doing if our failure to protect ourselves from the famine that will come if we make not 
the required effort to stave it off, and thus cause the Empire's surrender in order to save us. 
Such a result would stamp us, and those from whom we have sprung, with an eternal disgrace. 

We can picture to ourselves what would happen if the people of this country, or any con- 
siderable number of them, were but a single week without bread, or an acceptable substitute 
therefor, and it now amounts almost to a certainty that we will not be able to procure suffi- 
cient flour to provide for our wants throughout the whole of the present year. 

The most acceptable substitute for flour that we can provide is the potato, and if we make 
the effort that both prudence and patriotism demand, we can produce a sufficiency of potatoes 
that, with our abundant supply of fish food, will safely protect us from the absolute hunger 
that' would force on the Empire the dire consequences indicated. 

If our indifference to our own pressing needs cause the Empire to lose in the war we are 
now wao-ing in the interest of humanity, of liberty and of Christianity, we can be accused of 
having needlessly sent our Volunteers, who have died for us, to their deaths. Our paramount

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AN APPEAL 

From His Excellency The Governor for Recruits for Active Service. 



I AM ADDRESSING THIS APPEAL to all the 
people of Newfoundland, but especially to those of 
the Outports. 
YouT government have decided to make another special 
attempt to obtain further recruits for the duties forced 
upon us by the. war. I am anxious to explain to you in 
simple and strong words why those duties are yours. 

In your sea-girt home you have, I know, your own 
dangers and anxieties to face. As I write this my mind 
is still full of the appaling disaster to the Florizd. But 
war you do not realise ; you are beyond the sound of the 
guns which, in the south-east corner of England, I have 
heard day after day breaking in upon the beauty and 
calmness of the summer air. 

That awe inspiring rumble of the guns which I ask you 
to imagine — that lurid light on the horizon which I ask 
you to picture— are the signs of a terrible struggle for 
Right— of a mighty effort to save from ruin, not only 
France, but every bit of free soil in the world, including 
this Island of which you are so proud. The awful 
struggle seems to be approaching its climax now and your 
close kinsmen are in the middle of it. 

Some may ask. What is the danger ? and it is my pur- 
pose to endeavor to make it clear to you. 

By some permission of Divine Providence, which we do 

not understand, a nation of criminals is now attacking all 

that is just and true in the whole world, Germany has 

' set herself deliberately to violate every law of Right and 

every principle of Humanity. 

Never before in history has war been planned like this. 
Hitherto all wars have had some sort of pretext of right 
or impulse of passion. It has been reserved to the 
German Military party to plot wilfully and wantonly a 
great crime against the peace of mankind. 

And the hypocrisy with which Germany supports the 
crime makes it still more abominable. As Judas treated 
Christ, Germany is treating civilizaton. Under appeals 
to God, Germany masks the malignities of the devil. The 
German nation to-day knows no Law except that of the 
pagan, the liar, the ravisher, the murderer. They are a 
curse let loose on the earth. And the task demanded of 
all of us is to fight and conquor Sin. The cause is a far

broader and holier Cause than that which impelled the 
Crusaders against the Saracens. 

We mav thank God that the greater nations of the 
world have realised the justice of the cause; and I 
believe that every man in Newfoundland will one day be 
thankful that he was at least asked to face this question : 
" Is it not my higher duty to go out and save Humanity 
from destruction ? " 

Remember that your wives, your children, your cottage, 
your boats, are in positive danger if the Germans break 
throngh in France. As he is treating the foolish Russians, 
so he will treat every nation whom he touches — America, 
Canada, Newfoundland, are to him mere objectives for 
his greedy brutality. He is entirely evil, he has no sense 
of right and no feelings of Mercy. 

This mass of incarnate selfishness is held back by the 
strong arm of the Allies in France. Will any man of 
British race decline to do all he can to defeat and 
crush it ? 

At this moment the need is specially great for the Ger- 
mans are now desperate. They begin to realise the truth 
of that dread decree: "He that takes the sword, shall 
perish with the sword." At no horror will they hesitate 
if they can but escape the punishment that is their due. 

Now on every man and woman among us lies the duty 
to bear a hand in administrating that punishment — a duty 
not only to ourselves, but to posterity. If age or health 
prevent some of us from going they do not prevent us from 
following the greatest example ever set to mankind and 
making the sacrifice of that which is dearest to our hearts. 

You young men I ask to listen carefully to the appeals 
which will once more be made to you in the next few weeks. 
Believe me that the voluntary act of a man, impelled by 
the high sense of duty, is far nobler than the mere 
obedience to the provisions of a public enactment. 

One special word I say to women. Try to realise the 
sufferings of women and children wherever the Germans 
come : think of the little children starved in Belgium and 
slaughtered in cold plood in Armenia. Let your men 
folk stand out and protect you, for in helping to defeat 
the Germans they are protecting the honour and safety of 
all their dear ones at home.

TO HERRINGPACKERS 

"Scotch Cure Method" of Pack. 

I. No person shall engage in the business of curuig and packing herrings under the " Scotch Cure Method" 
at any place in the island of Newfoundland without having previously taken out an annua! License, which shall be 
numbered and issued before engaging therein. And the Owner or Manager of Every Plant shall cause to be 
branded upon the head of every barrel or half-barrel, the number corresponding to the number of the License of 
sad Curer or Packer. For this purpose he shall obtain through the " Herring Fisheries Board" a suitable branding 
iron, the cost of the same to be fixed by said Board and defrayed by the Licensee. No branding irons other than 
those obtained from the Herring Fisheries Board shall be used. And any person or persons in the Colony selling, 
purchasing or exporting, or being in any way a party to any transaction in the nature of a sale, purchase or export 
of any package containing any herrings put up under the " Scotch Cure Method" without such brand as above 
described, shall be deemed guilty of an offence against these Rules and Regulations. 

None'other than the " Standard Barrel" shall be used for Scotch Pack, viz. :

St. John's, March 14, 1918 
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Under the provisions of the Inspection of Foods Act, the 
following Regulations respecting the sale of condensed or eva- 
porated milk were approved, namely : — 

I. — No person shall sell, or offer or expose for sale, any con- 
densed or evaporated milk containing less than eight per cent, 
of milk fat. 

2. — The Medical Health Officer, Government Analyst, or any 
Inspector appointed for the purposes of the Inspection of Foods 
Act, may enter any store or any other place where any con- 
densed or evaporated milk is kept or exposed for sale, and may 
take or purchase any reasonable sample of such condensed or 
evaporated milk for the purpose of having the same analysed. 

3._Any person who shall sell, or offer for sale, or expose 
for sale any condensed or evaporated milk which is found on 
analysis bv the Government Analyst to contain less than eight 
per cent, of milk-fat, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
One Hundred Dollars, or in default of payment, to imprison- 
ment for a period not exceeding thirty days. 

4._These Regulations came into effect on the First day

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^ The Importance of Fish Food* ^ 




HE war has resulted in a world-wide shortage of 
food. Over 100,000,000 men have been taken 
away from their ordinary work and placed in 
shipyards, munition factories, or in the battle 
field. Over 40,000,000 of these men are actu- 
ary engaged in the armies of the various nations. 
Ihe consequences of this are a smaller area of land under cul- 
tivation for all but the principal crops, reduced manufacturing 
and transportation of foods. 

Furthermore, as a result of limited production and trading, 
and the increase in money through governmental borrowing for 
war purposes, there is a continuous increase going on in com- 
modity prices and in living costs. Living costs are now twice 
as high all over the world, in comparison with costs before the 
war. And as the war promises to run on a couple of yeirs 
longer, living and food costs must soar to even higher figures. 

In order to find substitutes for customary foods, and to ap- 
praise the food values of common foods, extensive chemical 
and physiological investigations have lately been carried out, 
and English investigators have discovered that certain foods, 
which are produced in abundance in Newfoundland, but are 
rarely used, are among the most valuable in the world. 

The nutritive value of the following foods have been estab- 
lished by numerous tests lately carried out in England by Pro- 
fessor Atwater, a well known chemist. He took a piece of 
medium, fat roast beef, as his standard for the purpose of com- 
parison, and rated it at; 100. Then he got these values :

These figures are quite surprising. Who would have thought 
that cheese made from skimmed milk would be 59 per cent, 
better as food than a nice piece of roast beef ? Or that roast 
beef is four times more nutritious than milk, and 28 per cent, 
more valuable than eggs ? 

Fat pork, such as is eaten in quantities in the outports, is 16 
per cent, richer in food value than roast beef, and sinoked ham 
is the richest food eaten by man. 

Fish foods, when fresh, are slightly above beef in value, but 
when they are pickled or smoked, their values increase. Fresh 
herring, for example, is equal to roast beef. But when it is pro- 
perly pickled, or smoked, it is from 62 to 63 per cent, improved. 

The lesson taught to the people of Newfoundland by these 
figures is to eat all the smoked ham, pork, and beef that is pos- 
sible. And above all, eat plenty of smoked mackerel, herring, 
cod and salmon. 

Smoked and pickled fish should become in hard times the 
commonest and cheapest foods. The fish is abundant and 
cheap. Every family in the outports should be able to secure 
and cure ail it needs at very little expense. 

Not only will pickled and smoked fish solve the problem of 
reducing living costs ; but it will also make the public health 

good. . 

No one can be healthy who lives for any length of time on 
one kind of food. Every human being needs variety m food, 
just as we require variety in exercise. If our outport people 
were to vary their food better and eat plenty of smoked meat 
and fish with vegetables, there would be much less consumption, 
berri-berri and other wasting diseases. 

Berri-berri is due to lack of food materials known as vitamines. 
These are obtained from fruits, vegetables and the best kinds of 
foods Berri-berri was very troublesome to the soldiers at Cral- 
lipoli and it was found that they rapidly recovered on a diet of 
haricot beans, pea soup made from pea powder, and porridge 



made from oatmeal. 

Dried yeast, and yeast-cakes, are very rich in vitamine, and 
should be kept in quantity wherever cases of berri-berri occur, 
and fresh food is difficult to obtain. 

The best foods for berri-berri patients, and those who are run 
down through insufficient nutriment, or through living too long 
on the same kind of diet, are, in the order of their importance, 
arranged by the Royal Army Medical Corps, thus : yeast, raw 
eggs, brain, liver, sweet bread, kidneys, heart muscle, peas, 
haricot beans, lentils, porridge, brown bread, fresh milk, fresh 
fish, white bread and biscuits. All these substances contain the 
vitamine that is necessary to keep us in health. They are not, 
however, the richest food. 

Anothei substance that is of great value is rhubarb. The acid 
in this vegetable enriches and cleanses the blood. 

When it is necessary to build up the system, it is advisable 
to eat plenty of boiled potatoes, smoked ham, smoked fish, par- 
ticularly smoked herring, and mackerel of the West Coast is 
splendid for this purpose. Take plenty of fruit, berries, rhubarb, 
peas, beans, soups and porridge. And be sure and eat yeast, 
which is a grand strength builder, particularly in case of anaemia, 
consumption, berri-berri, indigestion and stomach disorders. 

The yeast is best prepared by taking two ounces of yeast 
powder, or six yeast cakes, and mixing them into a cream with 
boiled milk, when nicely creamed, dilute with more boiled milk 
and flavor to taste. Vanilla, cocoa, chocolate, coffee, or any 
other extract can be used to flavor the yeast, so that a very palat- 
able, as well as a very valuable drink, can be made. 

The following advice, given in a recent St. Anthony bulletin, 
cannot be too often borne in mind. It is a branch of domestic 
economy every woman and girl should know as competently as 
the alphabet is known : 

We need food for three different purposes : — 

1. To build up the body, and thus repair the waste which is 
always going on, and (in children) to grow. Cheese, Eggs, 
Meat, Poultry, Ducks, Cod, Salmon, Trout, Herring. These to 
be had fresh if possible, if not salted. For Bone and Teeth 
builders, and Blood purifiers, you must have some green veget- 
ables. Cabbage, Turnips, Parsnip, all our Wild Berries, Dock 
Leaves, Alexander, Young Willow Leaves, &c. 

2. To give warmth (Fats); therefoie we need more heating 
food in winter, and in cold climates, than in summer, and warm 
climates. Oils, OUve Oil, Cotton Seed Oil, Cod Oil, Seal Fat, 
Butter, Suet, Lard, Dripping and Margarine are nearly all fat ; 
pork and bacon chiefly so. 

3. To give strength (Starch and Sugar) ; hence we need more 
food when we are working hard than when we are idle. Sago, 
Tapioca, Corn-starch, and Potatoes belong to this class. Some 
foods which build up the body and give us strength but have 
little or no fats are Peas, Beans, and Lentils ; while Flour, Bread, 
Maraconi, Semolina, Rice and Barley are specially good for 
giving strength. Molasses, Honey and jam are chiefly sugar. 
Figs, Dates, Prunes, Raisins and dried Currants are more than 
half sugar. 

Foods which contain all the three essentials, and which are 
therefore specially valuable are ; milk, oatmeal and cornmeal. 
Oatmeal and cornmeal are almost complete foods in themselves, 
because they contain abundance of all three necessary parts of 
food ; they are therefore of great value, and are inexpensive. 
Milk, when it can be obtained, is of the greatest value, not only 
because it contains these things, but also because they are pre- 
sent in a form most suitable for young children and easily di- 
gested by them. Skim milk is a valuable food for adults. 

Among cheap and nourishing foods therefore maybe reckoned 
Oatmeal and Cornmeal, Herring and Cod, Peas and Beans. 
Margarine and Vegetable Oils. Oatmeal and Cornmeal Por- 
ridge are among the best, cheapest and most strengthening of 
all foods. Either is far better than bread and butter and tea, 
which needs meat, fish, or some other article to make it a satis- 
fying meal. 
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It is both more nourishing and less expensive to use some 
oatmeal and cornmeal and less flour. 

The reason for cooking food is to make it more appetising 
and more nourishing. 

During cooking, vegetable foods swell out with water, and 
become more nourishing, for instance. Potatoes, Cabbage, Oat- 
meal Porridge and Rice Pudding. 

Overcooking animal foods makes them less nourishing, for 
instance Meat, Fish, and Eggs. Meat which is cooked rare is 
more nourishing than meat which is " well-done." Re-coked 
meat is still less nourishing. 

Soups are nourishing and economical. They are easier of 
digestion than any other form of food, as liquid food passes 
more readilv into the blood than solid food. In them we retain 
the most nourishing parts which are lost when vegetables are 
served without the water in which they are cooked. Soup may 
be made without meat stock, but that made with it instead of 
water is much more nourishing, and richer. Bones (cooked or 
uncooked) if broken up and cooked slowly in cold water will 
make good stock for soup; and scraps of meat or vegetables 
may be added. 

In cooking meat the outside should be rapidly hardened by 
heat, to keep in the juices, and then the cooking should be con- 
tinued gently, to prevent the whole from becoming hard and 
indigestible. In order to boil meat, it should be placed for a 
few minutes in boiling water, and then left in hot (not boiling) 
water till properly cooked. 

In stewing, as the juices are all eaten with the meat, the cook- 
ing should be done slowly and gently from the first. Stewing 
needs little fuel or attention, and so wastes neither time nor 
money. It is the most economical way of cooking and makes 
the meat very digestible. 

Dried vegetables should be soaked overnight, and then boiled 
slowly for two or three hours next morning. 

Potatoes are twice as valuable when cooked (steamed) in 
their skins as when peeled and then boiled. The most nourish- 
ing part being near the skin, some is lost when the skin is re- 
moved and the remainder is often thrown away in the boiling 
water after cooking. 

Place potatoes, or food to be steamed, in a saucepan or pail 
with a tight cover, and place this in a large pot of boiling water, 
the water to come a little more than half way to the top of the 
inside pan. The water must not be allowed to touch the food by 
getting in through the cover. Care must be taken not to let the 
water boil away. As the water boils away more boiling water 
must be added. For potatoes, the water must be kept boiling 
one and a half hours. 

Food is better steamed than boiled, because more nourishment 
is obtained in this way, and there is no waste. Place the article 
hanging in a wire basket, .so that the water in the saucepan does 
not reach it, then put on a tight fitting lid, to prevent steam 
escaping. 

Oatmeal, Rolled Oats, Cornmeal, etc., should be cooked like 
steamed food, one pan set inside another. 

Every house should have at least one good cookery book. 
And as these, like everything else, are always being impoved, 
only the latest and most up-to-date cookery works should be 
consulted. 

The results, in good health and all what it stands for, of 
closely following the advice herein contained will be so great that 
the little trouble needed should be cheerfully taken.

Under the recommendation of the Food Control Board, and 
under the provisions of the War Measures Act, 19 14, His Excel- 
lency the Governor in Council has been pleased to approve the 
following Regulations regarding the Sale of Molasses.

(i) No person or firm shall sell molasses wholesale without a 
license from the Food Control Board empowering him or them 
so to do, which license shall be issued free. 

(2) A sale by wholesale of molasses shall mean the sale at 
any one time of one or more puncheons, or the equivalent in 
smaller packages. 

(3) No wholesaler shall sell molasses to any person without 
a permit from the Food Control Board, and every application 
for such permit shall be accompanied by a statement made on 
oath before a Stipendiary Magistrate or Justice of the Peace by 
the party seeking such molasses, stating the quantity in his pos- 
session at the time. 

(4) Until further notice the wholesale price of grocery molasses 
shall be 67 cents per gallon, and fancy molasses 77 cents per 
gallon. 

(5) No wholesaler shall substitute grocer)' molasses for fancy 
molasses in any sales made by him. 

(6) No wholesaler shall sell to any person at any one time 
more than three puncheons of molasses, or the equivalent in 
smaller packages. 

(7) Every wholesaler shall furnish to the Board, on Monday 
in each week, a statement showing the sales of molasses made 
by him during the previous week, and to whom, and the stocks 
on hand, under a penalty of S20.00 a day for every day's delay 
in furnishing the same. 

(8) No store, other than that of a wholesaler, shall have in its 
possession at any one time more than one puncheon of molasses 
of each quality on draught, and two full puncheons of each 
quality as reserve, without a special permit from the Food Con- 
trol Board. 

(9) No wholesaler shall unduly withhold molasses from sale 
and where the Food Control Board is satisfied that he is so doing, 
it may take possession of his stock of molasses, and compensate 
him therefore under the terms of Section i. Cap. 2, of the Act 
5, Geo. v., entitled " An Act to enable the Governor in Coun- 
cil during the continuance of a state of war to take possession 
of foodstuffs unreasonably withheld." 

(10) For every offence against these Regulations, except as 
provided in Section 7, the penalty shall be a fine of not less than 
Five Hundred Dollars and not more than One Thousand Dollars 
for every puncheon of molasses involved, and, in default of pav- 
ment imprisonment for not less than One Month, or more than 
Two Months, half the fine in each instance to go to the informer 
and the balance to the Food Control Board, while the molasses 
in question, in any case where an offence is proven, shall be 
confiscated and sold by public auction and the proceeds handed 
over to the Food Control Board.

It is an offence punishable by a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars for any person to 
have in his possession or under his control or keep (i) in any building in this Colony other than 
an approved building more than five barrels or tierces or an equivalent quantity of non-volatile 
inflammable oil ; (2 ) in any building other than an approved building situate within the limits 
of any of the towns of St. John's, Harbor Grace, Carbonear or Brigus more than two barrels or 
tierces or an equivalent quantity; provided that in any building situate between the South Side 
of Water Street, St. John's, Harbor Grace or Carbonear, and the waters of the harbours of such 
towns, five barrels or tierces, or an equivalent quantity may be kept ; ^(3) on board any boat, craft, 
ship or vessel lying in any of the said harbours, more than five barrels or tierces or an equivalent 
quantity ; (4) in any dwelling house more than one gallon, which shall be kept in a sealed con- 
tainer or safety can of an approved pattern ; (5) in any building where oil is used for manufac- 
turing or cleansing purposes, or sold at retail, or in any building except an approved building more 
than five gallons, which shall be kept in sealed containers or safety cans of approved pattern. 

Provided, however, that within the limits of the town of St. John's the proper authorities mav, 
subject to such restrictions as may be deemed proper in each individual case, grant permissio'n 
for the keeping in the open air, or under a properly ventilated shelter detached from other build- 
nigs, of not exceeding ninety gallons of gasolene or other inflammable oil, if contained in an 
approved steel barrel, or of not exceeding fifty gallons, if contained in a safety can or cans of 
approved size and pattern.

Sheep Preservation !

1. It shall be lawful for the duly qualified electors, resident within an 
area or district within this Colony, to present to the Governor in Coun- 
cil a petition or requisition in the form prescribed in the Schedule to this 
Act, or as near thereto as may be, setting forth the limits or boundaries 
within which such area or district is comprised, and the names of the 
towns, harbours or settlements included therein, and praying for a Procla- 
mation prohibiting the keeping of dogs within such area or district. 

2. Such petition or requisition shall be sent to the nearest resident 
Stipendiary Magistrate, and shall be by him (after examination and certi- 
ficate as hereinafter provided) furnished to the Governor in Council. 

3. If, upon due scrutiny of such petition or requisition, the Stipendiary 
Magistrate shall find that the same contains the bona fide signatures of a 
majority of the duly qualified electors resident within the limits or bound- 
aries set forth in the said petition or requisition, he shall forthwith have a 
certificate to that effect endorsed upon or attached to the petition or re- 
quisition, and shall forward the same to the Governor in Council. 

4. Any Stipendiary Magistrate to whom such petition or requisition may 
be presented may, before certifying the same to the Governor in Council 
as aforesaid, require proof to be made before him of the bona fide signa- 
tures of any of the names subscribed to such petition, upon the oath of 
either the party whose name purports to be signed or of a witness to such 
signature. 

5. Upon receipt of any such petition or requisition containing the signa- 
tures of not less than one-third of the electors resident within any such 
area or district, certified as aforesaid, the Governor in Council shall issue 
a Proclamation or Public Notice prohibiting the keeping of dogs within 
such area or district. 

6. From and after the date prescribed in and by such Proclamation or 
Notice, it shall not be lawful for any person resident within such area or 
district, to keep, or have in his possession, or under his control, any dog 
within the area or district to which such Proclamation or Notice shall 
relate, under a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars or imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding three months. This prohibition shall not apply to any 
person or persons travelling or passing through such areas or districts and 
having a licensed dog or dogs in his or their possession, charge or control, 
and not at large.

Under the provisions of the War Measures Act, 1914, the 
following Rules and Regulations respecting Passports have 
been approved by His Excellency the Governor in Council.

(i) After the date hereof an alien coming from any place 
outside of the Island of Newfoundland and its Dependencies as 
a passenger shall not, without the permission of the Colonial 
Secretary, land or embark at any port in the Island of New- 
foundland or its Dependencies, unless he has in his possession 
a passport issued to him not more than two years previously by 
or on behalf of the Government of the country of which he is a 
subject or citizen, or some other document satisfactorily estab 
lishing his nationahty and identity, to which passport or docu- 
ment there must be attached a photograph of the alien to whom 
it relates. 

(2) Where any such special permission of the Colonial 
Secretary has been granted subject to any conditions, and the 
person to whom it is granted fails to comply with any such 
conditions, he shall be deemed to be guilty of a contravention of 
these Rules and Regulations. 

(3) For the purposes of these Rules and Regulations the 
expression •' passenger " includes any person carried on a ship 
other than the master and persons employed in the service of 
the ship. 

(4) Any person found guilty of a breach of these Rules and 
Regulations shall be liable, upon summary conviction before a 
Stipendiary Magistrate, to a penalty not exceeding one thou- 
sand dollars or imprisonment for any term not exceeding one 
year, or to both fine and imprisonment. 



Customs Circular

WHEN TOURISTS, ANGLERS and SPORTSMEN 
arriving in this Colony bring with them Cameras, 
Bicyc'es, Angler's Outfits, Trouting Gear, Fire-arms, and Am- 
munition, Tents, Canoes and Implements, they shall be admitted 
under the following conditions : — 

A deposit equal to the duty shall be taken on such articles as 
Cameras, Bicycles, Trouting poles, Fire-arms, Tents, Canoes, 
and tent equipage. A receipt (No. i) according to the form 
attached shall be given for the deposit and the particulars of 
the articles shall be noted in the receipt as well as in the 
marginal cheques. Receipt No. 2 if taken at an outport office 
shall be mailed at once directed to the Assistant Collector, 
St. John's, if taken in St. John's the Receipt No. 2 shall be sent 
to the Landing Surveyor. 

Upon the departure from the Colony of the Tourist, Angler 
or Sportsman, he may obtain a refund of the deposit by pre- 
senting the articles at the Port of Exit and having them com- 
pared with the receipt. The Examining Officer shall initial on 
the receipt the result of his examination and upon its correctness 
being ascertained the refund may be made. 

No groceries, canned goods, wines, spirits or provisions of 
any kind will be admitted free and no deposit for a refund may 
be taken upon such articles.

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Passport Regulations. 



1. APPLICATIONS for Passports must be made in the 
authorized form and enclosed in a cover addressed to " THE 
DEPARTMENT OF THE COLONIAL SECRETARY 
ST. JOHN'S." 

2. The charge for a Passport is $2.50. Passports are 
issued at the Office of the Colonial Secretary between the hours 
of 10 and 4 ON THE DAY FOLLOWING THAT ON 
WHICH THE APPLICATION FOR THE PASSPORT 
HAS BEEN RECEIVED, except on Sundays and Public 
Holidays, when the Office is closed. Applications should, if 
possible, reach the Office before 4 p.m. on the previous day. 
If the applicant does not reside in St. John's, the Passport may 
be sent by post, and a Postal Order for S2.50 should in that 
case accompany the application. POSTAGE STAMPS WILL 
NOT BE RECEIVED IN PAYMENT. 

3. Passports are granted — 

(i) To natural-born British subjects; 

(2) To the wives and widows of such persons; and 

(3) To persons naturalized in the United Kingdom, in 
the British Colonies, or in India. 

A married woman is deemed to be a subject of the State of 
which her husband is for the time being a subject. 

4. Passports are granted — 

(i) In the case of natural-born British subjects and 
persons naturalized in Newfoundland, upon the 
production of a Declaration by the applicant in the 
authorized form verified by a Declaration made by 
a member or official of any Banking Finn establish- 
ed in Newfoundland, or by any Mayor, Magistrate, 
Justice of the Peace, Minister of Religion, Barrister- 
at-Law Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary 
Public, resident in Newfoundland. The applicant's 
Certificate of Birth and other evidence may also be 
required. 

In the case of children under the age of 19 years 
a separate Passport, upon productiou of a Declara- 
tion made by the child's parent or guardian, in a 
Form (B), to be obtained upon application to the 
Office of the Colonial Secretary. 

In the case of persons naturalized in the United 
Kingdom or in any of the British Self-governing 
Colonies, upon production of a Recommendation 
from the Colonial Office, or the High Commissioner 
or Agent-General in London of the State concerned ; 
and in the case of natives of British India, and per- 
sons naturalized therein, upon production of a 
Letter of Recommendation from the India Office. 
Persons naturalized in any of the Crown Colonies 
must obtain a Letter of Recommendation from the 
Colonial Office. 

If the applicant for a Passport be a Naturalized British 



subject, the Certificate of Naturalization must be forwarded to 
the Office of the Colonial Secretary, with the Declaration, for 
delivery to the applicant. 

Naturalized British subjects will be described as such in their 
Passports which will be issued subject to the necessaay qualifi- 
cations. 

6. Passports are not available beyond two years from the 
date of issue. They may be renewed for four further periods 
of two years each, after which fresh Passports must be obtained. 
The fee for each renewel is $1.00 

7. A Passport cannot be issued on behalf of a person 
already abroad ; such person should apply for one to the nearest 
British Mission or Consulate. Passports must not be sent out 
of Newfoundland by post.

For the information of persons belonging to Newfoundland 
who propose to go to the United States of America, notice is 
hereby given that the immigration Laws of the United States, 
which came into effect on the first May, 1917, provide: 

1. That all aliens entering the United States shall pay a tax 
of $8, but children under sixteen years of age, accompanying 
their father or their mother, shall not be subject to such tax. 
In the case of persons not remaining sixty days in the United 
States, the said tax will be returned upon their leaving the 
country. 

2. All aliens over sixteen years of age, who cannot read the 
English language, or some other language, will not be permitted 
to enter. 

3. Amongst other classes of aliens not admitted into the 
United States are the following : — idiots, insane, epileptic, pau- 
pers, those physically defective and childen under sixteen who 
are unaccompanied. 

Cases have been brought to the notice of the Government where 
Newfoundlanders for one or other of the above reasons have 
been refused admission to the United States, and much disap- 
pointment and inconvenience, as well as expense, has been the 
result.

M.— Gummed labels showing the name of the patient, char- 
acter and strength of liquor, prescribed dose, doctor's name, 
date, and by whom supplied, shall be placed on each package 
when prescription is filled. 

N.— All manufacturers who obtain intoxicating liquors for 
manufacturing purposes shall keep a record of the amount sup- 
plied by the Controller, and report weekly the uses to which 
same were put, stating the amount of goods manufactured and 
the percentage of alcohol used. The Controller shall refuse to 
re-sell to any manufacturer until such returns are received.

PROHIBITION ACT 



RULES AND REGULATIONS. 



A.— The strength of Intoxicating Liquors supplied by the 
Controller to Licensed Druggists and Practitioners and dis- 
pensed by Controller, Licensed Druggist or Licensed Practitioner 
shall be 20 per cent, under proof for Brandy, Gin, Rum and 
Whiskey. The strength of Port Wine, Claret, Sherr)', Porter, 
Stout, Benedictine, Vermouth, Champagne, Liquers, Aie and 
Beer shall be as imported by Controller, 

B. — All prescriptions for private patients for intoxicating 
liquors to be limited to one prescription at any one time of not 
more than 8 ozs. per patient for all Districts supplied by 
Licensed Druggists and Licensed Practitioners ; and outside 
the Electoral District of St. John's where not so supplied the 
amount to be limited to a 12 oz. prescription per patient, except 
as provided hereinafter. No person is to receive more than one 
prescription per week, and the Controller, Licensed Druggist 
and Licensed Practitioner shall refused to fill more than one 
prescription for any one person from any other medical practi- 
tioner within the said period of one week. 

C. — All prescriptions for Port Wine, Claret, Sherry and 
Champagne shall be limited to a 24 oz. prescription per patient. 

D. — All prescriptions for Stout, Porter, Ale, and Beer shall 
be limited to i doz. pint bottles per two weeks. 

E. — Medical Practitioners may prescribe under Section B. 
up to the aggregate amount of three gallons only per month 
each, where Licensed Druggists and Licensed Practitioners are 
established, and 4.}^ gallons in Electoral Districts where not so 
supplied. 

F. — Medical Practitioners may prescribe under Section C. up 
to the aggregate amount of five gallons only per month. 

G. — The total amount may be exceeded by any Medical 
Practitioner at the discretion of the Controller up to five pre- 
scriptions per month, and any further amount by a special 
ruling of the Board. 

H. — The unused amount which may be to the Doctor's 
credit any month will not be carried forward. 

L — The Controller shall notify each Medical Practitioner 
weekly as to the amount of any intoxicating liquor remaining 
subject to his prescriptions. 



O.— The Controller shall have the right to regulate the 
amount of intoxicating liquor to be supplied to Licensed Drug- 
gists and Licensed Practitioners, according to the probable 
number of prescriptions to be filled by each per month. 

P.— The Controller shall keep a separate record for each 
Medical Practitioner, Licensed Druggist and Licensed Practi- 
tioner, and shall prepare and submit a statement to the Board 
on Monday of each week, showing the number of prescriptions 
given by each Medical Practitioner, the quantity of liquor sup- 
plied from each doctor's allotment, and the balance (if any) 
remaining to his credit ; and also showing the amount of intoxi- 
cating liquor ordered by Licensed Druggists and Licensed 
Practitioners located in the Electoral District of St. John's, and 
the amount supplied by them on prescriptions, also the amount 
supplied by the Controller on prescriptions. 

The report for Licensed Druggists and Licensed Practitioners 
located outside the Electoral District of St. John's shall be made 
not more than one week later. The report shall also include 
an inventory of all stock on hand, stating character and strength. 
The strength of draught liquor to be certified by H. M. Govern- 
ment Analyst by distillation.

Export of Pulp NA/ood. 



Notwithstanding any provisions in the Acts relating to Crown Lands or the cutting or 
exportation of timber contained, it shall be lawful for the Governor in Council to grant a license 
to any person to cut pulp wood on any Crown Lands in Labrador and to export the same, and 
to grant a license to any person, being the holder of a license to cut timber under the Act relat- 
ing to Crown Lands, to export pulp wood cut on any area in Labrador held under such license : 
such licenses shall be granted subject to the following conditions : 

1. The license shall continue in force for a period of ten years from the 5th day of June, 1915 ; 

2. The licensee shall pay an export duty on any pulp wood exported of $1.00 per cord; 

3. The Governor in Council may prescribe the rate of wages to be paid men employed by 

the licensee for the purpose of cutting and exporting such pulp wood. ^^^

Timber Exportation Acts, I9I4-I9I7.

Under authority of the Timber Exportation Acts, 1914-IQ17, timber or lumber cut for pit 
props before the first day of January, 19 17, may be exported to the Dominion of Canada or the 
United States of America on compliance with the provisions of the said Acts. 

The actual cutter of pit props, being a creditor for any portion of the price of such pit props 
or any portion of the wages earned by him in cutting same, shall have a lien on such pit props 
for the amount due him for such price or wages, and no Customs Officer, having notice of any 
claim of lien, shall accept any export entry for such pit props without proof that such lien has 
been discharged. 

The provisions of Sec. 5 of the Saw Mills Act, 19 15, under which all property in timber cut 
on Crown Land lapsed unless such timber was, within eighteen months from the date of cutting, 
removed to a place of safety under the owner's control, is declared under authority of the Saw 
Mills Amendment Act, 19 17, not to apply to pit props cut after November, 191 5.

Under the Provisions of the War Measure Act, 
1914, His Excellency the Governor in Council has 
: been pleased to order as follows : — 

1. The Colonial Secretary may, if he considers it expedient 
so to do, appoint a person to be Censor of the writings, copy or 
matter printed or the publications issued at any printing house, 
printing establishment or works, and any person so appointed 
shall have the right to enter and visit the premises with any 
assistant or assistants, from time to time, and remain there for 
such time or times as may be reasonably necessary, and to ex- 
amine, consider, approve or reject any writing, copy or matter 
printed or proposed to be printed at or issued for publication 
fr(5m the said premises, and, after the appointment of any such 
person and the notification thereof to the proprietor, manager or 
person in charge of the said premises, no writing, copy or other 
matter shall be printed there or issued for publication therefrom 
which is not approved by the person so appointed as Censor, 
and any such printing or issue for publication, without such 
approval, shall be deemed to be a contravention of this order. 

2. The printing or circulation or procuring to be printed or 
circulated of any letter, communication, report or news concern- 
ing the operations of the present war or the movement of any 
of the forces, naval or military, of His Majesty or of His 
Majesty's Allies, or as to any of the naval or military forces or 
operations of His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies connected 
with or for the purpose of the war, or criticising or commenting 
upon the policv, proceedings or action of the Government or 
any neutral state, if such printing or circulation or any of the 
statements contained in such letter, communication, report or 
news be likely to cause disaffection to His Majesty or to prevent, 
hinder or interfeie with the success of the forces by land or by 
sea of His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or to prejudice 
His Majesty's relations with any foreign state or otherwise to 
assist or encourage the enemy, or to prevent, embarass or hinder 
the successful prosecution of the war, shall be deemed to be a 
contravention of this order, and, in any prosecution for or in 
respect of any such offence instituted by the authority of the 
Attorney General, it shall be presumed, in the absence of proof 
to the contrary, that the printing or circulation of the statements 
in respect of which the prosecution is brought were likely to 
cause disaffection to His Majesty or to prevent, hinder or inter- 
fere with the success of the forces by land or by sea of His 
Majesty or of His Majesy's Allies or to prejudice His Majesty's 
relations with a foreign state, or otherwise to assist or encourage 
the enemy or to prevent, embarass or hinder the successful 
prosecution of the war. 

3. For any contravention of this order the offender shall be 
liable upon indictment to imprisonment for a term not exceed- 
ing two years, and to a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, 
or upon summary conviction to imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding six months, and a fine not exceeding two thousand 
dollars ; and the proprietor of the premises, and every director 
or ofScer of any corporation controlling or operating the pre 
raises, where any such offence is committed, shall also severally 
be liable upon indictment or summary conviction to imprison- 
ment and fine as foresaid. Moreover, all copies of any book, 
newspaper, periodical, pamphlet, or tract printed, issued, circu' 



lated or published in contravention of this order, in the posses- 
sion of whomsoever they may be, may be seized and destroyed 
by any peace officer, and, if the Colonial Secretary so direct, 
the printing presses, plant and machinery within or connected 
with the premises shall be seized, and the premises may be 
closed indefinitely or for such period as the Colonial Secretary 

may name.

Under the provisions of Section Six of the War Measures 
Act, 1914, His Excellency the Governor in Council has been 
pleased to approve the following Rules and Regulations : 

1. No person shall without lawful authority, publish or com- 
municate any information with respect to the movement or dis- 
position of any of the forces, ships, or war materials of His 
Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or with respect to the plans of 
any naval or military operations by any such forces or ships, or 
with respect to any works or measures undertaken for or con- 
nected wilh the fortifications or defense of any place, if the 
information is such as is calculated to be or might be directly 
or indirectly useful to the enemy. 

2. No person shall, without the permission of the competent 
naval or military authority, make any photograph, sketch, plan, 
model or other representation of any of the forces or ships of 
His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or of any naval or 
military work, or of any dock or harbour work in or in connec- 
tion with any place in this Colony, and no person in the vicinity 
of such forces, ships or work, shall, without such permission, 
have in his possession any photographic or other apparatus, or 
other material or things suitable for use in making any such 
representation. For the purpose of this regulation, the expres- 
sion " Harbour work " includes lights, buoys, beacons, marks, 
and other things for the purpose of facilitating navigation in or 
into a harbour. 

3. No person shall, by word of mouth or in writing, spread 
reports likely to create disaffection or alarm among any of His 
Majesty's forces, or among the civilian population. 

4. Any person who attempts to commit, or procures, aid or 
abets, the commission of any act prohibited by the foregoing 
special regulations, or harbours any person whom he knows, or 
has reasonable grounds for supposing, to have acted in contra- 
vention of such regulations, shall be deemed to have acted in 
contravention of the regulations in like manner as if he had 
committed the act. 

5. No person shall, without lawful authority, sell, give, dis- 
tribute or permit the selling, giving or distributing of an news- 
paper, tract or pamphlet or any information which is forbidden 
to be published or communicated under paragraph one of these 
Orders and Regulations. 

6. No person shall, without lawful authority, sell, give, dis- 
tribute or permit the selling, giving or distributing of anv photo- 
graph, sketch, plan, model, or other representation which is for- 
bidden to be under paragraph two of these Orders and Regula- 
tions. ^ 

7. Any person contravening any of the provisions of the 
foregoing Orders and Regulations shall be liable, upon summary 
conviction before a Stipendiary Magistrate, to a penalty not 
exceeding five thousand dollars, or imprisonment for any term 
not exceeding five years, or to both fine and imprisonment

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Notice toSeamen. 

1. The Masters of all sailing vessels clearing from 
Newfoundland ports for Portugal, Spain, and Euro- 
pean ports, with cargoes of fish for the European fish 
markets, shall forward to the Colonial Secretary a 
statement giving the full names of each person upon 
the articles of said ship with his age, place of birth, 
place of residence, and complete information as to 
his dependents and their residence. The statement 
shall be certified to be correct by the Customs au- 
thorities of the port of clearance before the ship is 
cleared for the voyage. 

2. Upon the receipt of said statement by the Co- 
lonial Secretary and upon his being satisfied as to 
the correctness thereof, he shall issue a certificate 
to the effect that the Newfoundland Government 
will be responsible to the seamen whose names are 
so listed ; that, in the event of any such seaman being 
taken as a prisoner of war, cast away or injured as 
a result of any war operations, and in the event of 
any such seaman losing life as a result of any war 
operation, the said seaman and his dependents shall 
have the advantages of all allotments, pensions, em- 
oluments and privileges as if the said seaman were 
at the date of the casualty a member of the New- 
foundland Branch of the Royal Navy Reserve and 
the casualty had occurred in the discharge of duty.

I — Every instrument shall be stamped on its face. 
2 — Cancellation of Stamps shall be made by person cancel- 
ling by writing name or initials, with date, accross Stamp. 

3 — Bills of Exchange, Cheques, and Promissory Notes, Bills 
of Lading, Shipping Receipts, Charter Parties, and Receipts 
for Money, shall be stamped, and the Stamps thereon can- 
celled : 

(i) Bills of Exchange, Cheques and Promissory Notes drawn 
in the Colony by the person signing the same. Provided 
that in the case of a Banker, the Banker to whom it is 
presented for payment may, if it is unstamped, stamp 
the;same and cancel the stamp. 

(2) Bills of Exchange, Cheques and Promissory Notes drawn 

or made outside the Colony by the person into whose 
hands same shall come before the same is paid or 
negotiated. 

(3) Bills of Lading and Shipping Receipts by the shipper. 

Provided that if presented unstamped they may be 
stamped by person receiving same. 

(4) Charter Parties by the Charterer. 

(5) Receipts for sums of Money over $10.00, by the person 
signing the same. 

4 — The person on whom the obligation to stamp and cancel 
is imposed by these Rules, shall be deemed to be a person 
issuing an instrument, and if he issues such an instrument 
without its proper stamp or without properly cancelling same, 
he shall be liable to the penalties imposed by Section 23 of the 
Act 61 Victoria, Cap. 14, entitled " An Act respecting the pay- 
men of certain fees and charges by stamps."

Notice to Owners and Masters 
of British Ships ! 

o 

The attention of Owners and Masters of British 
Ships is called to the 74th Section of the " Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, 1894." 

74._(;) A Ship belonging to a British subject 
shall hoist the proper national colours — 

(a) on a signal being made to her by one of His 
Majesty's ships (including any vessel under the 
command of an officer of His Majesty's navy 
on full pay), and 

(b) on entering or leaving any foreign port, and 

(c) if of fifty tons gross tonnage or upwards, on 
entering or leaving any British Port. 

( 2) If default is made on board any such ship m 
complying with this section, the master of the ship 
shall for each offence be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred pounds. 

At this time of war it is necessary for every Brit 
ish Ship to hoist the colours and heave to if signal- 
led by a British Warship; if a vessel hoists no 
colours and runs away, it is liable to be fired upon.
